The Time of the Toad 

The New McCarthyism, or why the way the Dixie Chicks 
incident passes into history matters

PARTI 

“Some time before he became involved 
in the Dreyfus Affair, Emile Zola wrote an 
article called ‘The Toad.’ It purported to be 
his advice to a young writer who could not 
stomach the aggressive mendacity of a press 
which in 1890 was determined to plunge the 
citizens of the French Republic into disaster. 

“Zola explained to the young man his own 
method of inuring himself against newspaper 
columns. Each morning, over a period of 
time, he bought a toad in the market place, 
and devoured it alive and whole. The toads 
cost only three sous each, and after such a 
steady matutinal diet one could face almost 
any newspaper with a tranquil stomach, 
recognize and swallow the toad contained 
therein, and actually relish that which to 
healthy men not similarly immunized would 
be a lethal poison. 

“All nations in the course of their histories 
have passed through the periods which, 
to extend Zola’s figure of speech, might be 
called the Time of the Toad: an epoch long 
or short as the temper of the people may per- 
mit, fatal or merely debilitating as the vitality 
of the people may determine, in which the 
nation turns upon itself in a kind of com- 
pulsive madness to deny all in its tradition 
that is clean, to exalt all that is vile, and to 
destroy any heretical minority which asserts 
toad-meat not to be the delicacy which gov- 
ernmental edict declares it. ... [H]eralds of the 
Time of the Toad are the loyalty oath [and] 
the compulsory revelation of faith.” 

* * * * 

“They wait, all of them from high to low, and 
they prophesy crisis, which is to say they pray 
for it. They know the power of their weapon, 
and our fear of it, and even a small crisis is bet- 
ter than none. But what they especially dream 
of is a profound crisis, that anguished crisis of 
the spirit which tears us to pieces every thirty 
or forty years, one that will soften our hearts to 
the tall fierce strangers who stand outside the 


door and cry salvation. They are certain the 
door will open; they have no doubts at all that 
a time will come when the prevalence of devils 
will persuade us that freedom is best defended 
by surrendering it altogether. 

“And perhaps they are right. Perhaps we 
don’t like freedom any more. Perhaps we have 
listened so long to the concatenation from 
the swamp that all unknowingly we have 
passed the point of no return, and now drift 
closer and closer to the heart of that thick, 
nadiral stupor in which men no longer want 
to be free. The cats have killed all the birds, 
the swimming pools everywhere overflow, 
and across the street at the old Bella Union 
- die bella that union was in her time, che 
bellissima! - the bar is closing down. The 
midnight air stutters with the magic word, 
and men with pinched white faces steal 
through the street. They have long memories 
and the shortest tempers you ever saw, and 
they fondle guns instead of girls. Yet I do not 
dread them as much as I fear the others - the 
silent ones, the contented, the alienated, the 
frightened, the acquiescent.” 

PART II 

The first quote is from a pamphlet pub- 
lished in 1949; the second was from an essay 
in the 100th issue of The Nation , published in 
1965. Both are by Dalton Trumbo, a member 
of the Hollywood Ten: creative studio talents 
who were blacklisted from work in their pro- 
fession for refusing to testify before the House 
Un-American Activities Committee’s 1947 
red-baiting, witch-hunt fishing expedition. In 
1950, after the group’s appeals were rejected, 
they were also all imprisoned. 

Before being blacklisted, Trumbo had 
worked on the screenplays for such movies as 
Our Vines Have Tender Grapes, Thirty Seconds 
Over Tokyo, Tender Comrade, A Guy Named Joe, 
Kitty Foyle, and A Bill of Divorcement. During 
the blacklist, either remaining uncredited or 
using “fronts” - others who were willing for 
him to use their names - Trumbo wrote on 


Terror in a Texas Town, Cowboy, The Brothers 
Rico, The Brave One, The Court-Martial of Billy 
Mitchell, Carnival Story, Roman Holiday, and 
Rocketship X-M. In 1957, under the name 
of a front, Trumbo ’s story for The Brave One 
won an Academy Award. He did not officially 
receive it until 1975. Trumbo did not receive 
an official onscreen credit again until 1960, 
when he wrote the screenplay for Stanley 
Kubrick’s Spartacus. 

Trumbo’s credits went on to include Exodus, 
Lonely Are the Brave, Hawaii, Papillon, The 
Fixer, and The Sandpiper. He also wrote the 
classic anti-war novel Johnny Got His Gun, as 
well as writing and directing the film version. 

PART III 

If I did not completely lack the patience, 
inclination, perverse sense of humor, and 
talent to execute practical jokes, perpetuate 
hoaxes, and/or create conceptual works of 
culture, now would be the time. 

On some carefully re-created official sta- 
tionary, I would send out a press release 
that announced a variety bill of popular 
Venezuela musicians - including Desorden 
Publico, Caramelos de Cianuro, Los Amigos 
Invisibles, and Ricardo Montaner - would be 
playing the U.S. It would note that this was 
an unprecedented and official tour, repre- 
senting Venezuela. This release would go out 
to radio, music, and news publications, as 
well as to talk-show hosts, columnists, and 
political pundits. 

This tour would be attacked and denounced 
a week or so later in another press release, 
this time sent out by a credible-sounding 
anti-Chavez, pro-USA group, also under a 
carefully conceived and authentic-looking let- 
terhead. It would denounce the tour and, at 
the same time, attack the Chavez adminis- 
tration itself. One of the charges would be 
that, although Chavez pretended to freedom 
and to being a truly popular democratic 
leader, the artists had all been warned not 
to speak out on any political issues. They 
had been especially cautioned only to praise 
President Chavez and had been warned that 
if they uttered a critical comment, no mat- 
ter how mundane, they would be severely 
punished, their careers destroyed, and their 
work banned. Not only would this release 
be sent out to the same, if not an even more 
expanded, list, but follow-up phone calls to 
right-wing television and newspaper pundits 
and talk-radio hosts would call attention to 
the issue as well. 


Oops!

If properly executed, it seems very likely 
that at least some of these fans of the steril- 
ized, simplified, and putrefied ideological 
message would seize on this topic: It would be 
such a clear attack on freedom of speech by an 
enemy of this country - a clearly hypocritical 
ploy of seeking sympathy for the culture while 
brutally suppressing unpopular ideas. 

These days, pundits privilege situations that 
lend themselves to hysterical, high-pitched, 
argumentative rants over topics they find 
too complicated by substance and nuance. 
The most endlessly discussed issues are any 
that are easily reduced into “good guy” and 
“bad guy” terms (with the latter includ- 
ing American liberals, leftists, progressives, 
radicals, communists, and anarchists - i.e., 
Democrats). The less substantial the topic 
really is, coupled with how much it allows 
for self-righteously satisfying, polarizing, and 
demonizing arguments, the more likely it is to 
have legs as a topic of discussion. 

PART IV 

The Time of the Toad depends on the 
mass of citizens losing all sense of perspec- 
tive, retreating into only the most hardened, 
nonnegotiable philosophical opinions. It is 
a time of black and white, with no grays. 
Reasoning and compromise are tools of 
the devil; there are correct opinions (one’s 
own) and terribly corrupt and prejudiced 
opinions (the ones of those with whom you 
disagree). There is only the rock-solid truth 
pitted against consciously heinous lies, with 
no room for shading or variation. Principled 
disagreement, educated opinion, heartfelt 
beliefs, morally considered views, and one’s 
personal opinion are concepts dashed on the 
unequivocal rocks of certainty, even more 
profoundly prohibited by the faithful them- 
selves than in consideration of or negotiation 
with others. The standards that determine 
what is truth and what are lies are dictated 
and determined by a greater power (govern- 
ment, religion). Only this authority can shift 
and/or change meanings, and it can do so 
capriciously and without explanation.

Election Day is Nov. 7. (Early voting ends Friday) As is our custom, those of us on the Chronicle 
editorial board consult on the Travis County ballot (with one Williamson Co. outlier this year), 
choose the races on which we have a consensus opinion, and offer our endorsements for our readers’ 
consideration. This year we’ve been a little more selective than usual. Rather than endorsing in all 
contested races - since many of these are frankly walkovers lacking major party opposition - we’ve 
endorsed only in those races that either appear truly competitive or that otherwise merit specific 
local interest. 

In the interest of supporting the return of the two-party (at least) system in Texas - and a stronger- 
than-usual urgency this year to “Throw the Bums Out!” - we briefly considered endorsing a straight- 
ticket Democratic vote. The overwhelming dominance of the Republican Party in Texas politics over 
the last several years, like its overwhelmingly Democratic predecessors, has been a disaster for pub- 
lic policy. The current GOP wrongheadedness and destructiveness to the very structures of our 
country - constitutional, social, economic, and diplomatic - demands a redress, for the good of the 
state and the good of the country. Never before have we been so tempted to make a blanket-ticket 
endorsement as we were this time. But we decided instead that individual endorsements in all the 
competitive races would give readers a fuller sense of the relevant issues and our logic in making our 
choices. What follows are endorsements in those races in which Chronicle readers can make a 
meaningful difference.

But the existence of such a solid truth 
means there is no truth; neither are there lies 
or opinions; all are without meaning. They 
are just labels used as tools for marginalizing 
fellow citizens, demonizing other peoples, 
and disenfranchising all but fellow believ- 
ers. Crucial to this is the two-dimensional, 
unquestioning acceptance of these official 
opinions great and small, to the point that 
they pass into history, and thus socially 
shared truth.

Small lies that have wormed into the 
accepted historical take are often the most 
cancerous and deadly, allowing for the 
greatest outrages. 

Part III, above, is obviously based on the 
Dixie Chicks and what happened to them. 
Shut Up & Sing , Barbara Kopple’s documen- 
tary on the Chicks, just finished playing the 
festival circuit (including the Austin Film 
Festival) and has gone into limited release. 
I haven’t seen the film, but the trailer cap- 
tures the Chicks quite explicitly cursing 
Bush, juxtaposed with the president saying 
something along the lines of, “Of course I 
support free speech, but I can’t help it if 
people decide to stop buying their records.” 
Given the need for critics to be concise, 
which leads to a kind of factual shorthand, 
this juxtaposition is more accepted than 
challenged, reaffirming this version of the 
event into historical accuracy. 

The reality is very different. Yes, Natalie 
Maines commented that they were embar- 


rassed that the president of the United States 
was from Texas. The sustained, vitriolic, 
widespread, and inherently anti-American 
public response was not to Maines’ comment. 
Instead, it was to a still ongoing, calculated 
response by hate-talk-radio hosts and their 
political fellow travelers, intent on fanning 
the flames of polarization and vilifying the 
Chicks beyond all comprehension. This type 
of controversy is perfect fodder for hate radio, 
and its hosts and callers obsessed on the 
topic for months. As is so rarely the case, 
this time out they could actually impact the 
Chicks’ audience, and with a passion they 
attempted to do so. 

If there is a more prototypical American- 
values band than the Chicks, I can’t think 
of it. Unlike some of their critics, the Chicks 
are country-music-loving traditionalists for 
whom family is of paramount importance. 
They are all married with children. Two are 
sisters; the other, Maines, comes from a large 
family deep into intergenerational musical 
collaboration. Maines was not a longtime 
politico but made one, fairly basic, state- 
ment. If any of those who attacked her really 
believed in the values they claim we are fight- 
ing for in Iraq, they would have spoken just 
as vehemently, tirelessly, and obsessively in 
defending the band. 

Being genuinely indignant enough over 
this statement to focus on it for weeks would 
require the brains and passions of a squirrel. 
This was something so much uglier. Instead, 
this was a concerted, broad-based effort to get 
the Chicks, with the sole intention of punish- 
ing and suppressing free speech - verbal and 


career crucifixion presented as a form of mass 
entertainment, even more chillingly executed 
as a warning to others to shut up and not 
express their real opinions. 

I’ve long championed the idea that the 
Bill of Rights does not simply allow its 
prescribed freedoms but rather acknowl- 
edges them as indispensable to the health 
of a democratic, constitutional republic. 
Free speech should not be swallowed as 
some vile-tasting but necessary medicine, 
but should be championed as good for the 
freedoms and rights of us all. Certainly I 
don’t think Bush orchestrated the cam- 
paign against the Chicks, and, quite sadly, 
I’m more than willing to believe he wasn’t 
even really aware of it. But that speaks to 
his incompetence as president rather than 
affirming critical judgments that picture 
him as being moderate or reasonable. 

The response to the Chicks was outra- 
geous and unacceptable. It was not intuitive 
or natural but consciously and ideologically 
manufactured. If the enormity of this anti- 
free-speech travesty is ignored, especially 
in the most mundane and offhand of ways, 
history is distorted, and our freedoms assault- 
ed. When these purposeful violations are 
presented or passed over as being in any 
way natural or organic, the assault is not 
on the Dixie Chicks. It is on the truth, 
the U.S. Constitution, and the very prin- 
ciples upon which this country was founded. 
Unfortunately, it happened, and it is now 
being preserved as reasonable and acceptable. 
It is the Time of the Toad, and it is terrifying 
as to who is cooperating. ■

Grading Baumgarten's Review

Marjorie Baumgarten’s review of Flags of Our 
Fathers earns Fs for both the history of World 
War II and the history of World War II films [Film 
Listings, Oct. 20]. First, the invasion of Iwo Jima 
(February 1945) occurred only six months before 
VJ day and was in no way the “tipping point” of 
the Pacific War. It was an operation designed 
to secure an island that could serve as an 
emergency airstrip for B-29s damaged during 
long-distance firebomb raids on Japan. Most 
historians agree that the battle of Midway, June 
4-7, 1942, in which the core of the Japanese 
fleet was destroyed, was the turning point of the 
war against Japan. Certainly by the end of the 
Guadancanal Campaign in February 1943, the 
question was no longer who would win in the 
Pacific, but what the cost would be in time, mate- 
rial, and lives. Second, if the Marines invaded Iwo 
from “U-boats” it must have been a fairly comical 
scene, since U-boats are German submarines. 
Third, Ira Hayes indeed deserves a movie of 
his own, and he has one: The Outsider (1961) 
starring none other than Tony Curtis. He also 
has a song, “The Ballad of Ira Hayes,” recorded 
over the years by many luminaries, including Bob 
Dylan, Johnny Cash, and Kinky Friedman.

It would be greatly inefficient for a municipality 
to not have a central library coordinating these 
activities.

One 
would need staff for that at each location - very 
expensive. There would be no coordination in 
purchasing, leading to waste of taxpayer money 
in overlap purchasing, as well as not being able 
to get large discounts with one vendor. 

The current central library facility opened in 
1980 when Austin’s population was 345,496.

Now 
is the time to invest in our future, when we have 
resources to do so.

It is my impression that 
newcomers often have the experience of better 
library systems where they previously lived and 
are a little taken aback by the shoddiness of our 
current central library. They know what an excel- 
lent library system can be!

NAKED CITY 


Downtown development deal junkies following the negotiations over 
Las Manitas and Escuelita del Alma won’t want to miss the rather 
arrogant letter just lobbed back to Council Members Brewster 
McCracken, Mike Martinez, and Lee Leffingwell by developer White 
Lodging Services. The council members had sent a letter request- 
ing that White Lodging’s client, the Marriott, propose a revised devel- 
opment plan for the 200 block of Congress by Oct. 31. In response, 
CEO Bruce White offers not a single change in his company’s devel- 
opment plan. Instead, the letter complains about how unreasonable 
the tenants have been in rejecting his company’s generous offers of 
financial assistance to get the hell out of the way. The letter further 
states that the tenants’ wish is “to remain at our current location on 
a permanent basis.” White says, “Our opinion is that a successful 
convention hotel cannot be built on the block between Second and 
Third streets on Congress if the existing buildings have to remain.” 
The only supporting facts he offers are that the older buildings: 1) 
are midblock (duh) and 2) do not meet current code. Much of White’s 
letter is spent grumbling that his company’s development ought to 


get the same variances - by right - as those given to the Hilton con- 
vention hotel, without having to offer up any particular public bene- 
fits. Muscle-flexing about all the tax revenue and jobs the hotel proj- 
ect could drive into Austin is plentiful. Will the politicos fold? Stay 
tuned.

The city is stepping up enforcement of the smoking ordinance. 

The Austin/Travis Co. Health and Human Services Department has 
announced that as of Nov. 1, the department - in conjunction with 
APD - will start issuing citations to those who smoke in nonsmok- 
ing establishments. This will be in addition to fining establishments 
that allow smoking. Those found in violation could face fines of up 
to $500.

After months of speculation and waiting, Austin Police Association 
President Mike Sheffield announced publicly that he will retire in 
December from his role as police union boss and as an APD detective. 
Sheffield has been with the department for 28 years and has led the 
union for eight, a tenure that has seen the nearly 1,400-member 
police association become a cohesive and powerful group - some- 
times to the chagrin of City Hall, notably during employment-contract- 
bargaining sessions when the city often appeared decidedly less savvy 
than union leaders. Indeed, during Sheffield’s tenure Austin police rose 
to become one of the highest paid police forces in the country. 
Sheffield’s staunch support for his troops also earned him the ire of 
some who suggested that he displayed a lack of concern for communi- 
ty relations, especially in the aftermath of various high-profile police 
use-of-force cases, such as the police-shooting deaths of Jesse Lee 
Owens and Daniel Rocha. Sheffield will be taking a job with the 
Combined Law Enforcement Associations of Texas, helping police agen- 
cies across the state during employment-contract bargaining. Eleven- 
year department veteran Jim Beck, who has served as union secretary 
and vice-president, will take over as APA president and serve out the 
remainder of Sheffield’s term. - Jordan Smith 

Getting grilled on global warming, Mayor Will Wynn met Monday with a 
group of about 25 citizens and local green leaders as part of the 
statewide Cool Cities campaign. The discussion focused squarely 
on how Austin would address the 18 pulverized coal power plants 
planned for Texas that threaten to double the state’s already nation- 
leading greenhouse gas emissions. Though the mayor says the city 
will intensify its ongoing work with the 10-county Capital Area Council 
of Governments to advocate cleaner alternatives, he admitted that the 
city of Austin (which operates its own coal power plant through Austin 
Energy) has been silent on the matter, unlike the cities of Houston, 
Dallas, and even Arlington, which have opposed new coal burners. 
Wynn cited a years-old “gentleman’s agreement” that spared Austin

One for the Books 

All the sound and fury is upballot, 
but the real work is on the ground

As I write, the general election is six days away, and judg- 
ing from this morning’s news reports, Republican George W 
Bush once again faces Democrat John Kerry for re-election. 
It’s a mark of both GOP desperation and political savvy that 
Kerry’s throwaway line to students about education - if you 
don’t take full advantage of it, you could wind up stuck in 
Iraq - is being lavishly employed by Bush and others as a 
bludgeon to attack the Democrats. In the first place, they 
have nothing else - are they going to point to their foreign- 
policy successes? But more importantly, they understand 
better than their opponents that elections are highly sym- 
bolic affairs, and if you can get people voting reflexively on 
symbols - say, a decorated war hero vs. a political string-pull- 
ing draft-dodger - you’ve nicely bypassed rational judgment 
and thereby won three-fourths of the battle. 

So, just in case you’ve forgotten, neither Kerry nor Bush 
is on the ballot. The GOP desperation (they’re screaming 
hysterically about Nancy Pelosi, for God’s sake) derives from 
the fact that despite Karl Rove’s assurances, the elephants 
appear to be going down in flames. All the public polls 
predict at least a Democratic U.S. House come January, and 
a few are strong enough to suggest a Democratic landslide. 
While the Dems are fully experienced at snatching defeat 
from the jaws of victory, this time they look foolproof. 
Despite the disgraced Tom DeLay’s unprecedented stack- 
ing of the races (not to mention a structural constitutional 
imbalance against popular power in the Senate), the national 
wave of revulsion against the war in Iraq is simply too strong 
to bully down this time. 

If all else fails, remember that - that’s the main question 
before all of us this Tuesday: rejecting outright an immoral, 
catastrophic, and villainous war. As Michael Kinsley puts it 
this week in Slate: “Voting ‘no’ to a record of failure is more 
important to the functioning of democracy than voting ‘yes’ 
to any number of promises about the future.” 

Do I expect miracles from a more Democratic Congress? 
Hardly. Social Security will not be up for automatic bid, public 
education will not be quite so reviled, and perhaps the rush 
to privatize health-care profits while socializing the costs will 
be perceptibly slowed. Beyond that, I don’t expect much. But 
both parties will be on notice that this brutal and illegal war 
must end. That’s quite enough for one election cycle. 

Choose Your Executioner 

In Texas, the prospects are considerably less dramatic. 
Despite widespread rejection of Gov. Rick Perry’s leadership 
and the state Republican agenda, especially on education, 
the incumbent seems likely to drag ass to victory with a 
voting percentage somewhere in the low 40s. (I’m guessing 
it will break that way on Election Day, as disgruntled parti- 
sans face an actual ballot.) Asked by the Houston Chronicle 
if it concerned him that he’ll be a minority governor, Perry 
snapped, “I don’t think that matters one twit [sic] . We’ll still 
have 100% of the authority.” In other words, we can expect 
the next Perry administration to be both as maladroit and 
malaprop as its predecessors, with that same nasty personal 
edge that makes Capitol reporters nostalgic for those good 
ol’ “bipartisan” days of Gov. Bush. (For the record, that’s not 
how I remember them, but in Texas when the legend becomes 
fact, they print the legend.) 

Chris Bell has mounted a hard fight, with rising momen- 
tum to the end. But it’s impossible to feel sorry for the state 
Democratic Party big shots, who last round nominated a bil-

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lionaire Hispanic for those reasons only and this 
year largely panicked early to support a lifelong 
wind-shifter and self-promoter, whose primary vir- 
tue is that she’s not Rick Perry “Run a Republican 
against a Republican,” runs the Harry Truman 
truism, “and the Republican will win every time.” 
These guys will get what they deserve. 

But even more discouraging was the parallel 
bolt of the teachers’ unions, so desperate to stop 
the state’s bleeding of the public schools that they 
eagerly swallowed Carole Keeton Strayhom’s latest 
high-speed snake oil instead of waiting to see the 
race develop. Her current TV commercial of union 
officials, local TFTers among them, grimly reciting 
Strayhom’s putative virtues looks like nothing so 
much as an educated tumbril rolling to the gallows. 

Sharing the Load 

Way downballot, on the not-so-mean streets 
of Austin, reside the items where you and I are 
likely to make the most difference in what hap- 
pens to our public life for the next decade. We’re 
all heated up about the national and state votes, 
but in actual fact the municipal bonds represent 
the most important cumulative choices of our 
community, about how we want our city to work 
and thrive through the next few years. The current 
Austin political era is one of consensus - bad, 
frankly, for journalists, but good for the town 
- and the bonds represent a community-based 
consensus of a couple of years of mostly volunteer 
work, so it’s no surprise that they’ve attracted 
little opposition (until the last week of reflexive 
partisan sniping). 


Most of the bonds look likely to pass easily, 
and adding my voice to the approving chorus is 
not likely to mean much at this stage. But I want 
to say a few words about Proposition 6, the new 
central library, which has been badly needed for 
at least 10 years, has been whittled down to a 
very basic budget, and yet still faces ignorant 
sniping, on the left and right, from people who 
should know better (and they would, if they 
simply had taken the time to follow the bond 
process). I invite them to visit the Faulk Library, 
preferably on a Sunday afternoon or evening 
when hundreds of Austin school students are 
trying to find and use the overtaxed resources, 
and to call on the help of beleaguered librarians 
to complete school assignments. Then tell me 
we don’t need a new library. As for the sainted 
“branches” (which can’t function or even exist 
without a healthy “trunk”), they got the lion’s 
share of the last bond package, precisely under 
the already strained argument that a new central 
library could wait - until next time. 

Next time is now here. Austin’s central 
library and its collections are completely inad- 
equate to our needs, and frankly a disgrace 
to a city this size that so loudly proclaims 
its “creative community.” Both conservatives, 
who claim to maintain traditions, and liberals, 
who say they are devoted to education, owe 
a profound and timeless debt to libraries and 
the cultural traditions they physically and irre- 
placeably sustain. 

Austinites, let’s pay down that debt, just a little 
bit. When you vote Tuesday, make certain you vote 
for Prop. 6. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT BY WELLS DUNBAR 

You Say You Want a Rail-Volution ... 

Those serene folks at 7 Steps for a Better Austin have been reminding us, “Austin 
is what you make it.” With their recovery-chic name - what happened to the five miss- 
ing steps that would bring it to an even dozen? - and that motivational admonition, our 
inner David Crosby wonders if AA’s “Keep coming back - it works if you work it!” was 
their initial choice. 

Speaking of recovery, City Council is positively teetotaling at today’s Thursday meet- 
ing, their last before next week’s election - it’s as if Wynn’s campaigning binge on 
behalf of the props has put them off the stuff for good. The centerpiece of the scant 
agenda is the 2pm presentation of the downtown circulator study by land-develop- 
ment savant Charles Heimsath. The presentation should prove especially interesting for 
Lee Leffingwell and Brewster McCracken, Capital Metro board members both. At their 
Monday board meeting, the pair was rebuffed in their efforts to ensure that Cap 
Metro’s Leander rail line would be staffed with union employees, on a 4-2 vote (see 
p.32); the council members told me if the protracted labor pains at the company con- 
tinue, it’s likely the city’s plan for circulator rail (or at least Cap Metro’s stake in running 
it) will be stillborn. Said McCracken: “If Capital Metro’s going down this course of out- 
sourcing all union jobs, and at the same time wants the city and the county, and possi- 
bly the state, to pay for the [commuter rail line], it begs the question: how does Capital 
Metro have a role in the urban rail system?” The board will have time to mull that over, 
as McCracken flies to Chicago today for the “Rail-Volution 2006” conference. We 
promised the council member we’d mock the conference title, but ... it's just too easy. 

Less a laughing matter is the return of the traffic-light cameras, better known to 
the anti-New World Order crowd as the Snapshot of the Beast. The dais gang is revising 
the city ordinance to make tickets-in-the-mail civil offenses (vs. the current criminal 
offense of getting pulled over and ticketed) and requesting proposals from would-be dig- 
ital crime-stoppers. If they bear out throughout a 60-day “pilot study,” the panoptic- 
peepers will be rewarded with a five-year contract. While she sees this earlier proposal 
of hers bear fruit (actually, cameras), Jennifer Kim also presents a new item at council 
today, proposing “a program along the MoPac corridor using home-energy improvements 
as a method to aid traffic noise mitigation.” Can we assume this means picking out 
drive-time commuters at random and using them as insulation?

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from utility deregulation but precludes the city from meddling in competitive util- 
ities’ permitting business, for fear of having “competition injected” into Austin’s 
market by an oft-Austin-bashing Legislature. Cool Climate later advocated a city 
inventory of its global-warming emissions and public education on energy effi- 
ciency. In attendance was environmental advocate Karen Hadden, who at press 
time was in the eighth day of her hunger strike (www.stopthecoalplant.org), along 
with two others statewide, calling for a reversal of Gov. Perry’s executive order 
fast-tracking the plants’ permits. - Daniel Mottola 

In related news, Travis Co. commissioners agreed Tuesday to join Texas 
Cities for Clean Air - a coalition formed by Dallas Mayor Laura Miller to 
model the impact of fast-tracked coal-fired power plants - but Commissioner 
Gerald Daugherty wanted to make it clear he had not landed on a conclu- 
sion as to whether the plants will be good or bad for Austin’s air quality. 
Miller has argued that Texas cities need more modeling. Daugherty said 
he’ll draw his conclusions about the value of the plants from those results. 
Commissioner Karen Sonleitner said the county, no matter the outcome, 
needs to be at the table in case the Texas Commission on Environmental 
Quality sends the plant permits to mediation. The first permit hearings are 
in three weeks. - K.R. 

Lee Leffingwell’s water-conservation task force recently completed “phase 
one” of its conservation plan. This section is largely concerned with indoor 
strategies - “mainly bathrooms,” Leffingwell said. The group voted Friday to 
require submeters in post-2003 apartments already piped for them. While 
this may mean the end of “free water” in apartment rentals, Leffingwell 
called it an effective conservation measure, noting “studies show you use 15 
percent more water if you aren’t paying for it.” The proposals also include a 
water-saving retrofit on indoor appliances for all houses sold; the idea is to 
make it “part of the closing process, like a lead paint addendum,” he said. 
Also, car-wash rules will be set, including a 40-gallon wash limit. The task 
force - created with the goal of saving 10 million gallons in 10 years - meets 
Friday, Nov. 3, to consider outdoor strategies, including irrigation; developing 
a conservation strategy for the water utility comes next. - Wells Dunbar 

The AISD board of trustees will appoint a replacement for District 2 trust- 
ee Rudy Montoya, who has announced he will resign on Nov. 13. The board 
could have held a midterm election, but that would have required a volunteer 
trustee to go through two election campaigns within a year and a half. Still, 
board President Mark Williams hopes that members of the community will 
help the board pick the right person. “Their input will be critical,” he said, 

“as we strive to continue the Austin school district’s momentum.” The dis- 
trict will hold a public forum to discuss the appointment Thursday, Nov. 2, at 
the Martin Middle School library. You can also provide input on the district’s 
Web site: www.austinisd.org. The board will approve the appointment process 
at their next meeting, Monday, Nov. 6. - Michael May 

In other education news, tuition for UT-Austin students increased almost 
10% this year and is expected to rise again next year. The increases are 
largely due to a decrease in public dollars, a trend that’s evident across the 
country. A report by the College Board found that the cost of a college 
degree has increased by around 35% since 2001. And, according to a report 
by the National Association of State Public Interest Research Groups, the 
increases are prohibiting graduates from pursuing public-service jobs such 
as teaching and social work. For instance, the NASP report found that 23% 
of state-college graduates would not be able to pay off their debt on a start- 
ing teacher salary. The subject has become a hot campaign topic here in 
Texas. Gov. Rick Perry signed a bill allowing colleges and universities to set 
their own tuition and also approved cuts in state-sponsored college scholar- 
ships. Chris Bell and Kinky Friedman both promise to give the power to set 
tuition rates back to the Legislature. - M.M. 

The Center for Public Policy Priorities is collecting the stories of Texas 
residents who have had trouble getting Medicaid as a result of the new fed- 
eral requirement that all U.S. citizens prove their citizenship status before 
enrolling in the program. CPPP also wants to hear from people having trouble 
getting the necessary documents to prove they are U.S. citizens. Anne 
Dunkelberg, who’s heading up the project, says its main goals are to collect 
data on the impact of the new policy, to identify and promote best practices, 
and to analyze what (if anything) has happened to program access. For more 
on this project, see www.cppp.org/research.php7aicN572; for background info on 
the new requirement, see www.cppp.org/research. php?aid=536.

The Austin Area Urban League has been awarded a huge chunk of change 
to train and employ Katrina evacuees and ex-offenders - a $640,000, two- 
year Gulf Coast Employment Initiative grant through the Department of 
Labor, according to an AAUL press release. The initiative is “designed specifi- 
cally to serve Austin’s at-risk youth (18-24 years) displaced by Hurricane 
Katrina,” according to the release. “The ultimate goal ... is to increase the 
opportunities for educational attainment and enhanced employability for high- 
risk youths through intensive case management, GED training, personal-devel- 
opment classes, computer training, and community-service projects.” - C.S. 

In other evacuee-related news, local affordable-housing nonprofit Foundation 
Communities runs community tax centers, which will be helping hurricane 
evacuees through Nov. 16 with past-due taxes, among other related finan- 
cial matters. Evacuees “can still claim refunds due to them from 2003, 
2004, and 2005,” says tax-center Program Director Elizabeth Colvin, and the 
Louisiana Sales Tax Refund makes it possible for evacuees to “get a refund 
of the sales tax they paid on every item in their home, regardless of when 


the item was purchased or its condition prior to the hurricane.” To set up an 
appointment, call 447-2026 x35, xll, or x36. In related news, IRS 
Commissioner Mark Everson said on Oct. 27 that the agency “will put off 
until after the new year enforcement action against people in Hurricane 
Katrina-hit areas who are late in paying their income taxes,” the Associated 
Press reports. Oct. 16 was the deadline to file 2005 tax returns. - C.S. 

The legal wrangling over who should retain control over the animals at the 75- 
acre Primarily Primates sanctuary in Bexar Co. continued this week in the 
courtroom of Travis Co. Probate Judge Guy Herman. During an all-day hearing 
Oct. 27, court-appointed receiver Lee Theisen-Watt testified that a variety of ani- 
mals - including several primates transferred to the facility early this year from 
Ohio State University - have been kept in unsanitary conditions without suffi- 
cient stimulation or nutrition. Herman appointed Theisen-Watt to take over the 
running of the facility in mid-October, after finding enough evidence of potential 
financial mismanagement and animal cruelty to grant a temporary restraining 
order sought by the Texas attorney general. The attorney general’s office is now 
asking Herman to extend that order by granting a temporary injunction; because 
the sanctuary is a public charity, the attorney general’s office argues, it should 
remain under state control, via Theisen-Watt, until the whole matter goes to 
trial. Herman is expected to rule on the matter on Nov. 7. -J.S. 

In other animal news, with a goal of 350,000 pet adoptions by Jan. 2, 
2007, the lams Home 4 the Holidays Pet Adoption Drive, the largest 
effort to find homes for orphaned animals in history, is set to get under 
way Monday, Nov. 6. The drive has placed more than a million pets since it 
began in 1999 and has expanded from 14 participating animal shelters 
and rescue groups to 1,941 last year. The nine area participating organiza- 
tions are the Austin Humane Society, Austin Siamese Rescue, Giant Paw 
Rescue in Lakeway, Cedar Forest Cat Ranch, Texas Great Pyrenees Rescue, 
Pflugerville’s Lucky Mutts Rescue, Lago Vista PAWS, the Humane Society of 
Williamson County, and Thundering Paws Animal Sanctuary of Dripping

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


The shit has hit the fan in the southern Mexican state of Oaxaca, where 
after five months of efforts by a combination of striking teachers, indigenous 
groups, students, and leftists to have Gov. Ulises Ruiz ousted from power, 
federal police entered the state Sunday, leading to clashes between thou- 
sands of protesters and law enforcement. On Monday, Mexico’s federal con- 
gress urged Ruiz to step down by passing a nonbinding resolution, and 
Subcomandante Marcos, head of the Zapatista Army of National Liberation, 
as well as others, called upon demonstrators to keep protesting. In the U.S., 
demonstrators rallied at several Mexican consulates. At least 45 people 
gathered in Austin at the consulate on Brazos Street - to remember those 
who have been killed throughout the conflict, to call on Ruiz to resign, and to 
protest President Vicente Fox’s decision to bring federal police into Oaxaca. 

A group of local activists erected a tent in front of the consulate Tuesday 
night, intending to stay there until Oaxaca’s federal occupation situation is 
peacefully resolved or Ruiz resigns, said Diego Villarreal, one of the organiz- 
ers. So far, Ruiz has refused to step down. Although some teachers have 
agreed to return to work, according to the AF? “only about 4,000 of the 
state’s 13,000 schools had opened as of Tuesday.” For continuing coverage, 
see news.yahoo.com/fc/World/Mexico and www.narconews.com; for previous cov- 
erage, see “A Letter to Mexico,” Oct. 27, 2006.

Polygamist prophet Warren Jeffs, the 50-year-old leader of the breakaway 
Mormon sect the Fundamentalist Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
got word last week that Arizona officials have until Dec. 26 to seek his extra- 
dition from Utah to face felony charges related to his arranging marriages 
between married men and teen girls. Jeffs was arrested in August outside 
Las Vegas after being on the lam for more than a year, fleeing felony charg- 
es in Arizona and Utah along with a federal charge of unlawful flight to avoid 
prosecution. Jeffs waived extradition to Utah, where he is incarcerated in the 
Purgatory Correctional Facility awaiting trial on the most serious of the charg- 
es against him, a first-degree felony count of “rape as accomplice,” which is 
punishable by up to life in prison. During a video hearing Oct. 25, Utah 
Judge James Shumate told a green-and-white-striped wearin’ Jeffs that while 
he presumes “Arizona still wants you,” the state would have to wait “until 
this matter with Utah is over” for its turn to try the prophet. A hearing on the 
Utah charges is scheduled for Nov. 21. -J.S. 

The Environmental Protection Agency gave a big 10-4 to a group of enviro- 
conscious trucking companies and shippers this week. The freight-indus- 
try companies were recognized for their participation in the EPA’s SmartWay 
Transport program, a voluntary partnership providing technical and financial 
assistance, advocating innovations such as low, rolling-resistance tires and 
exhaust after-treatment devices that can cut fuel use by up to 15%, as well 
as bolt-on technologies that provide climate control for sleeper cabs while 
minimizing or eliminating the common practice of idling a big rig’s engine. By 
2012, SmartWay aims to cut 18-wheeler carbon dioxide emissions in half 
and reduce nitrogen oxide emissions by up to 200,000 tons per year - at 
the same time saving up to 150 million barrels of oil. SmartWay also aims 
to increase the efficiency and use of rail and intermodal freight operations. 
One notable, almost-local honoree - in the large, for-hire carrier category - 
was the private fleet of San Antonio-based grocer HEB. For more, see 
www.epa.gov/smartway.

Governor Candidates Dash for Cash, 

Votes Down the Stretch 

The governor’s race is now a three-way tit-for-tat scrimmage 
fought on the airwaves, with Rick Perry fending off attack ads 
with musical jingles, and Chris Bell and Carole Keeton 
Strayhorn pummeling Perry with accusations of corruption 
and “trash.” Strayhorn bops Perry and Bell in one spot with 
“Party Animals,” to show that she’s above all the partisan fus- 
sin’ and fightin’. Uh-huh. Meanwhile, Perry hit the road this 
week for a fundraiser in Washington, D.C.; Kinky Friedman 
flew to New York for a Friday televised chat with David 
Letterman; Strayhorn toured East Texas; and Bell took the bus 
to Fort Worth to launch his Bell on Wheels tour. He arrived in 
Cowtown on opening day of his new TV ad, “Sick,” which slams 
Perry’s “backroom deal” to fast-track 18 coal-fired plants that 
TXU wants to build, mostly south of the DFW Metroplex. 

A new Zogby poll out this week shows Perry still leading, 
this time with 36.7%, followed by Bell with 28.5%, Strayhorn 
with 15%, and Friedman with 14.4%, with only a few bloody 
days left before Election Day. 

Recently released campaign fundraising reports have again 
brought to bear the abrupt highs and lows of Bell’s campaign. 
Last week, Massachusetts Sen. John Kerry, the 2004 
Democratic nominee for president, stumped for Bell at a big- 
ticket fundraiser in Downtown Austin. But Monday, the reports 
showed Bell with a measly $84,000 in the bank - hardly 
enough to drive home his message to TV viewers in the final 
days of the race. On the upside, the campaign expects a bun- 
dle of late cash to replenish the kitty jar. It’s happened before. 
Another plus: Former President Bill Clinton is providing a 
robo-call phone blast on Bell’s behalf. 

In the big-money department, the reports show Perry raised 
$2.6 million between Sept. 29 and Oct. 28 and had a cool 
$2.9 million in available cash. Strayhorn picked up about 
$583,000 during the same time period and had $421,000 
cash on hand. The candidate taken less seriously, Friedman, 
raised a serious $1 million and had $535,866 left. The 
Kinkster’s financial report listed 6,586 individual contributions, 
most of them small-time purchases of souvenir items sold on 
his campaign Web site. For someone who calls the Internet the 
“tool of Satan,” Friedman should really give the devil his due.

Little Signs, Big Housing Plans 

HousingWorks’ Mark Yznaga says it’s easy to tell the 
campaign for the affordable-housing bonds from the other 
propositions on the city ballot next week. “It’s the little signs,” 
Yznaga points out, helpfully. 

While other bond proposals have long-established backers 
- and the usual detractors - the affordable-housing bond 
campaign is a first for the city. Despite its long list of non- 
profit supporters, from Austin Habitat for Humanity to the 
Real Estate Council of Austin, Proposition 5 has the small- 
est budget and the smallest signs. Those who support the 
bonds, like Yznaga, talk about leveraging, the ability to use 
the bonds as that final piece or bridge in the funding puzzle. 
For instance, the city’s $800,000 was the last piece in fund- 
ing Family Eldercare’s senior-living facility, Lyons Gardens, off 
Webberville Road, Yznaga said. In the case of the Foundation 
Communities’ Garden Terrace development, the city provided 
$1.7 million of the $4.5 million budget to convert the former 
nursing home into single-room housing on the city’s south 
side. That big chunk of funding, however, was coupled with 
bank loans, foundation grants, deferred developer fees, 
and financial assistance from county, state, and federal 
funding sources. 

In an initial study of the city’s bond proposal, UT professor 
Elizabeth Mueller noted that an initial $75 million bond pro- 
posal could leverage at least $300 million in additional afford- 
able-housing spending for the city. The bonds subsequently

were cut back to $55 million on next week’s ballot. The city’s 
intention is to divide the bonds between rental-housing devel- 
opment for very low-income residents and home-ownership 
programs for the working poor, with roughly $33 million 
going to housing development and $22 million to home-owner- 
ship programs. 

As a potential advisory group to City Council, HousingWorks’ 
board of directors has drafted a list of recommendations to 
keep the housing bond program accountable, from a transpar- 
ent application process to objective bid scoring to the competi- 
tive award of funding solely to nonprofit entities. HousingWorks 
also recommends that no funding be awarded on a project until 
all other funding sources have been committed and that compli- 
ance audits should be used to ensure continuing accountability. 

Still, some are skeptical of the ability of city-backed efforts 
to generate significant affordable housing. At a session on 
affordable housing at an East Austin Economic Forum last 
weekend, Michael Casias of Esperanza Development noted 
that he’d bought a house over on Myrtle Street in East Austin, 
intending to turn it quickly for a modest profit. Then the city 
stepped in to buy the property. Years later, Casias has devel- 
oped multiple properties, and the house on Myrtle Street still 
sits vacant and boarded up. “The bottom line is that the gov- 
ernment - or nonprofits - cannot possibly meet all the need 
there is for affordable housing in this community,” Casias 
said. “You also need for-profit developers, like me, to come in 
and take an interest in development.” - Kimberly Reeves 

Injunction Blocks Abbott 
Enforcement of Ballot Law 

On Tuesday, U.S. District Judge T. John Ward issued a pre- 
liminary injunction blocking state Attorney General Greg 
Abbott from what plaintiffs, including the Texas Democratic 
Party, described as overzealous enforcement of a ballot-han- 
dling law. 

The plaintiffs sued Abbott because he had prosecuted 13 
individuals for possessing the ballots of other voters. The six 
citizen plaintiffs claim that they were doing nothing more than 
helping elderly friends or relatives get their ballots into the 
mail. Abbott contends they were committing voter fraud. 

The law does indeed forbid possessing another’s ballot, but 
plaintiffs hope to have it stricken as overbroad and say it dis- 
courages the elderly from voting and others from helping 
them. The injunction orders Abbott to “cease enforcing” the 
law, pending trial, “under circumstances in which a person, 
other than the voter, has merely possessed the official ballot 
or official carrier envelope and such possession is with the 
actual consent of the voter.” The law is still enforceable under 
other circumstances, the court noted. 

One of the groups pushing the suit, the Lone Star Project, 
characterized Abbott’s strict enforcement of the law as a “vote 
suppression scheme,” and noted that those prosecuted were 
all some combination of Democrats, racial minorities, and/or 
elderly. “Greg Abbott was not only improperly enforcing a 
flawed statute but creating an atmosphere of intimidation and 
fear,” said Lone Star Project Director Matt Angle. Texas 
Democratic Party Chair Boyd L. Richie said, “Texas Republic- 
ans know that they would lose fair and free elections. That’s 


why they’ve done everything they can to stack the deck ... 
even if it means willfully ignoring the law and abusing the 
power of their office.” 

Solicitor General Ted Cruz, speaking for the AG’s office, 
said, “No political operative should view Tuesday’s unfortunate 
decision as an invitation to commit voter fraud. The Office of 
the Attorney General will file an immediate appeal and will vig- 
orously prosecute voter fraud to ensure the integrity of Texas 
elections. The district court’s decision is contrary to binding 
precedent from the U.S. Supreme Court, and we are highly 
confident on appeal.” - Lee Nichols 

Travis Dems and GOP Accuse 
Each Other of Dirty Tricks 

The Travis County Democratic and Republican parties 
are hurling charges that each is, either willfully or accidentally, 

suppressing voting turnout with misinformation 
and harassment. 

The first volley was actually in private. The GOP held a train- 
ing session for election judges, but only forjudges who are 
Republicans, pointedly telling any Dems who wanted to partici- 
pate that they weren’t invited and would be trespassing. (The 
county elections office says the practice is completely legal.) 
Nonetheless, Democratic activists infiltrated the meeting and 
smuggled out a document titled “Ballot Integrity Task Force 
Guide,” which was intended to instruct judges in looking out 
for “voting irregularities,” especially “issues of voter identifica- 
tion and inappropriate voter assistance.” 

The document notes that one of the most important irreg- 
ularities to guard against is “Poll watchers making excessive 
challenges to delay voting process. (Intent here is to frus- 
trate voters so they leave without voting.)” On a later page, 
the document alleges, “We have information that both the 
Democrat and Libertarian Party intend to ‘flood’ certain pre- 
cincts with Poll Watchers.” In a recording of the meeting 
made by election judge Mike Conwell (and posted online at 
www.mikeconwell.com/blog), the TCRP’s Dave Reeve can be 
heard saying, “I have it on very good authority that [former 
Austin state representative and one-time candidate for state 
party chair] Glen Maxey ... he’s going to try to flood some 
of the precincts with poll watchers and provisional voters. 
And then, number one, poll watchers are to make excessive 
challenges to delay the voting process. What he wants to 
do is to delay things. And they’re going to go to predomi- 
nantly Republican precincts to do this. These poll watchers 
will get in the way, try to slow things down in an attempt to, 
they want to, people to be frustrated. Especially in the 
morning, and at lunch, when people are taking the time off 
from work to vote.” 

A “provisional vote” is one that is considered questionable 
by election officials, often on grounds of whether the voter is 
legally registered to vote, and is not counted until after elec- 
tion officials determine its validity. 

TCDP Chair Chris Elliott seized upon the document to 
claim in a press release that it contains “inaccurate and mis- 
leading information [that] could lead to problems on Election 
Day if the judges ... follow its directives. ... [I]t could result in 
folks not being allowed to vote on Election Day even though 
they are qualified in every respect to cast their vote.” 

Specifically, the Democrats point to: 

• A section that says a voter who shows up at the wrong pre- 
cinct “must” cast a provisional ballot, when the voter actually 
should be directed to the proper precinct, but can cast a provi- 
sional ballot at the wrong precinct if he/she chooses. 

• A section saying that if a voter who does not produce per- 
sonal identification “is permitted to vote but the vote is not 
counted.” Elliott notes that whether such a provisional ballot is 
counted is determined by the county election board and wor- 
ries that an election judge will discourage people from casting 
ballots if they flatly state that a ballot “will not be counted.” 

• The document classifies voters without photo ID as a “vot- 
ing irregularity,” when actually it is completely legal for voters 
to present identification that doesn’t have a photo. 

• A flow chart on the document “suggests” (Elliott’s word) that 

a voter presenting an out-of-date registration card must pro- 
duce some other form of valid ID, though the county actually 
allows use of an expired card as long as the voter’s name 
appears on the voter rolls. - Lee Nichols

Listen up, all you last-minute citizens - as Elvis Costello 
declared, “Clowntime is over!” 

It’s the 11th hour before the Nov. 7 election - also known 
as the hour when folks like you cram the ballot propositions, 
hoping to God you kinda-sorta understand what the hell they 
say and that you’re voting the right way. (You’ll start earlier 
next time, you always promise. Really.) Luckily, you needn’t 
stay home from the polls just because you’re woefully unin- 
formed! Deadly earnest policy wonks at the Chronicle have 
been paying close attention all along - beginning last year, 
when the bonds as now balloted were only a vague gleam in 
the collective eye of the citizens bond advisory committee. 
We’ll even let you crib our notes! 

In the first place, the Chronicle Editorial Board has made it 
really easy by endorsing a “yes” vote on all seven propositions. 
A broad public interest group calling itself “7 Steps for a 


Better Austin” (UNITY PAC, Will Wynn treasurer) also assures 
all Austinites that we can, in complete good conscience, “Vote 
YES on ALL 7 Bonds.” This is the first major bond package to 
go before Austin voters in eight years, and until last week, 
none of the props had any organized opposition. 

Suddenly, those masters of public-spirited timeliness who 
make up the Travis Co. Republican Party - having held their 
cryptic silence through a year’s worth of public hearings - 
finally reared their curmudgeonly heads, and urged “no” votes 
on propositions 2, 3, 4, and 5. Not to be outdone in reflexive 
skinflintery, the Travis Co. Libertarian Party met the challenge 
and abruptly told voters to reject all seven. (Isn’t it reassuring 
to learn that, just like you, entire political parties also wake up 
so late in the game?) 

Consider but two pertinent financial facts: The seven-part 
bond package, if all pass, will cost Austin taxpayers around 
$557 million, over seven years. That sounds like a lot - until 
you realize that total translates to about $4 a month in addi- 
tional taxes for the average Austin homeowner, over a seven- 
year period.

tx. us/ bonds. There, voters can also read them in Spanish, and 
download an informational brochure.) 

Four dollars a month: You could buy a pair of tacky shorts 
at Dollar General for that! Or a latte grandioso at any number 


of local coffee joints. For cutting back on necessities so radi- 
cally, what exactly do you get for your $4/month, or a seven- 
year tab of $336? 

• Prop. 1: $103 million worth of streets, roads, and related 
infrastructure, including $10 million for sidewalks and bikeways 

• Prop. 2: $145 million for flood control/drainage, including 
$50 million for open-space acquisition and aquifer protection 

• Prop. 3: Nearly $85 million worth of parks and recreation

Top 5 Reasons to Vote 
for a New Main Library 

On the Nov. 7 ballot, Proposition 6 provides “$90 million for 
constructing and equipping a new central library facility" as 
part of the city of Austin Bond Election. Since this is the single 
big-ticket item, and the proposal that has sparked the most 
public debate, we thought it would be useful to summarize the 
key reasons the Chronicle endorses a “yes" vote for the library. 

1) It's Not About the Building 

“The Central Library’s collections, services, and programs 
have not kept pace with the city’s growth.” That nutshell sum- 
mation comes from the 2003 Library Master Plan; its recom- 
mendations reflected years of citywide information-gathering 
by a citizens’ Austin Libraries for the Future Task Force. 

What Proposition 6 is about, then, is addressing the acute 
need to update the Austin Public Library’s collections, servic- 
es, and programs. For a city of our size and sophistication, 
they are now woefully inadequate and behind those of peer cit- 
ies. Why? The space limitations of the outdated main facility 
have cramped the library’s growth on every front. The adminis- 
trative and operations spaces are deplorable, so crammed 
with overflowing books and jammed-in desks that it’s hard 
even to navigate. For the public, nothing can get added or 
expanded or improved, because there’s literally no place to put 
it, or do it, or present it. 

Detractors who can’t see beyond a construction project - 
sadly, these include Travis County’s Republican and Libertarian 
parties - do the public a great disservice by sneeringly dis- 
missing a new facility as a “Taj Mahal” or “vanity project.” Bet 
you 90 million bucks they’ve never read through the specific 
needs detailed in the citizens’ recommendations or the library 
master plan. 

2) Your Branch Library Needs It 

Every library system requires a “Mother Ship,” with central- 
ized operations and services, to support its neighborhood 
branches. Each of Austin’s 20 branch libraries depends on the 
collections, staff, and services at Central. Library users who 
never go Downtown are, nonetheless, constantly drawing upon 
the many resources housed at the main library. That’s true 
each time you take a brand-new book off the shelves; put in a 
special book request; use the catalog; use a database; get 
reference or research help (in person, by phone, or online); 
enjoy youth or family programs; and on and on. 

3) It's About Social Justice 

A great Austin Public Library is most critical for our least 
wealthy citizens and their children. Andrew Carnegie had a rad- 


ical idea, in using his fortune to provide all Americans - espe- 
cially poor immigrants - with equal, free access to books and 
information. Equal opportunity for self-education and better- 
ment remains a noble cornerstone of the American way. 

Today, ensuring equal public access to computers and infor- 
mation technology is as important as providing books. The 
Digital Divide persists. Many, many of our neighbors can’t 
afford to run out to Barnes & Noble to buy a children’s book; 
many households don’t have computers at home, or Internet 
access. Austin’s commitment to affordability needs to include 
adequate funding for our public library system. 

4) It's Good 
for Downtown 
- and the Austin 
Economy 

Locating a handsome 
new state-of-the-art library 
in the midst of Austin’s 
emerging civic and cultural 
center Downtown is a 
smart move for a smart 
city. As our peer cities 
nationwide have found, 
new libraries with vibrant 
public spaces have proven 


a huge draw for locals and visitors that stimulate 
surrounding retail, cultural, and residential areas. 

Making the new library an anchor for four square 
blocks of mixed-use redevelopment - to replace the 
outdated Green Water Treatment Plant on the 
shores of Town Lake - offers an especially exciting 
opportunity. (It can’t grow taller on its current site, 
due to Capitol view corridor restrictions.) Not only 
can a new library stimulate the downtown economy 
- and serve those 25,000 planned downtown resi- 
dents - it can help attract major employers that 
scrutinize and rank Austin’s quality-of-life and edu- 
cational resources. 

5) It's Already the 
Tight-Budget Model 

To accommodate the specific needs identified, 
the 2003 Master Plan recommended a 400,000- 
square-foot new main library, later trimmed to 
350,000 square feet and estimated at $200 mil- 
lion. In the interest of civic frugality, the new library 
was pared down by staff to a $126 million facility. 
Then, in balancing competing city needs for the 
bond election, it was again slashed - this time to a 
$90 million facility of 250,000 square feet (with 
only 170,000 square feet initially finished out). As it is, the 
library will require foundation funding, charitable donations, pri- 
vate-sector partners, and possibly a mixed-use approach to 
become fully operational. 

The $90 million includes funds to expand the main collec- 
tion (books, CDs, DVDs) by 20%; nearly double the public-use 
computer stations; and create separate spaces for quiet study 
and research, lively children’s and youth programs, community 
meetings. This price tag is as low as it gets. - Katherine Gregor

Austin Iconography

Much as the rallying cry “Keep Austin Weird” 
resonated with the city’s current anxieties and 
Zeitgeist, so the notion of Iconic Preservation 

- first proposed in September by Dave Sullivan, 
longtime chair of the Planning Commission - 
has struck a momentary public chord. With 
Austin and its boomtown economy squarely in 
the crosshairs of national chain retailers and 
restaurants - whose big formula operations 
threaten to edge out Austin’s funkier homegrowns 

- there’s a yearning in the air for a standard 
public process that could protect Austin icons 
with minimal stress and divisiveness. 

Is Iconic Preservation a brilliant answer, or 
a nutty one? 

Sullivan’s proposal of an Iconic Preservation 
ordinance was triggered by “the Las Manitas 
problem.” That struggle between a row of 
small, eclectic, multicultural downtown busi- 
nesses (our beloved David) and a planned 
mega-Marriott (standing in for all global corpo- 
rate Goliaths) has become emblematic of the 
larger struggle for Austin’s soul. That battle 
resonates as well with enduring regrets over 
long-lost “icons” such as Liberty Lunch and 
the Armadillo World Headquarters. 

Still in the brainstorming stage, Sullivan’s 
notion is to create a city program offering spe- 
cial assistance or protection to formally desig- 
nated “iconic businesses” - perhaps 12 the 
first year, with two to four added annually. 
People are listening, although no other city 
staff, council members, commissions, or civic 
groups have signed on publicly to date. On 
Nov. 14, the proposal will go to the Planning 
Commission for a public hearing.

The fundamental dilemma: Creating a 
bureaucratic process to define and manage 
the unique, the eclectic, and the weird promis- 
es to be the institutional equivalent of herding 
cats. The Oct. 18 response of the Downtown 
Commission when Sullivan presented his pro- 
posal revealed some of the notion’s soft 
spots. After thanking Sullivan warmly for his 
efforts to forge a positive solution, the com- 
missioners gently raised a number of con- 
cerns. Has any other city ever tried this? 
(Sullivan has searched but found no proven 
models.) What would stop landlords from evict- 
ing or simply not lease-renewing an iconic ten- 
ant? (Possibly freezing their right to request an 
upgrade in zoning - such as the upgrade from 
CBD, or central business district, to CBD- 
CURE, or central business district-central 
urban redevelopment, necessary to build taller 
than eight stories.) How could such a subjec- 
tive designation be made, and would it be 
legally binding? (Sullivan proposes a point sys-

tern based on six “iconic” characteristics: unique, independent, eclec- 
tic, popular, famous, and sustainable, e.g. in business at least 5-10 
years. [But there could be other models; see box, above.]) Other ques- 
tions addressed density bonuses, encouraging downtown density, future 
changes in a business after its iconic designation, and the relative 
rights of business owners vs. property owners. 

Unintended consequences also loomed. For example, landlords 
might respond by favoring chain outlets over scrappy locals as ten- 
ants, fearing that a small homegrown business would one day become 
an iconic giant-killer. (Downtown Commissioner Tim Finley, the 
aggrieved landlord of Las Manitas and Escuelita del Alma, listened 
politely; whenever the conversation veered toward his property, he 
asked to be recused - but was waved off by chair Jeb Boyt, who 
insisted the commissioners were speaking only “in general terms.”) 

Sullivan’s model, in principle and in draft language, is the city’s 
Historic Preservation ordinance. Yet the parallel isn’t apples and 
apples. The conceptual through-line is the notion that the “public 
good” of preservation can trump, in specified instances, the absolute 
property rights of a building owner. It’s accepted practice for the owner 
of a historic building to forfeit specified property rights (to alter or 
demolish the architectural exterior) and to receive, in exchange, city 
incentives (property tax exemptions). So why not provide similar incen- 
tives for the preservation of a designated iconic business? 

But threatened iconic businesses (like Las Manitas and Escuelita) 
by definition face crises because they’re tenants in buildings they 
don’t own. In most cases, remaining in the beloved old building is 
essential to retaining the place’s special character. (Consider the peri- 
patetic Cedar Door.) Offering a funky, eclectic business a sterile, mar- 
ket-rate lease space inside its replacement, the new megahotel sky- 
scraper (to be completed 18 months after the old building is scraped), 
doesn’t solve the problem. It may even be (as Sullivan himself has 
mused) that rallying around a business like Las Manitas - pulling 
together to reject an interloper and reassert Austin values - has 
innate value as a civic tonic. Also working against the ordinance: How 
likely are council members to vote themselves the sticky job of strong- 
arming property owners and developers into keeping all unwanted 


“iconic” tenants? For too many pragmatic reasons, enacting an Iconic 
Preservation ordinance seems, in the end, untenable. 

Eventually, the discussion at the Downtown Commission evolved 
toward a broader city program - one that would provide supportive 
assistance not just to the iconic few but to all independent, locally 
owned businesses. The small and the offbeat will always be at an eco- 
nomic disadvantage in competing with corporate-bankrolled, supereffi- 
cient franchise operations. As Boyt put it, “Why protect iconic busi- 
nesses, but let everything else go chain?” Other commissioners nod- 
ded along with his suggestion that, if the city is going to labor over 
administering a new program, it should be one that fosters “a general 
climate that truly supports small businesses.” (The proposed big-box 
ordinance now on its way to City Council [see “Developing Stories,” 
Oct. 27] could be one piece of that puzzle; under that ordinance, the 
city could nix a new superstore in a neighborhood setting on the 
grounds that it threatens established small businesses.) 

Exactly how Iconic Preservation might evolve toward small-business 
preservation remains to be seen. Within Sullivan’s proposal lies a valu- 
able list of ideas for “Possible Rewards to Property Owner or Business 
Owner” (see his “Iconic Preservation Concepts,” at austinchronicle.com), 
incentives that potentially could be provided to any indie biz. Sullivan 
said the Planning Commission discussion on Nov. 14 could include a 
more expansive “small local independent business assistance plan,” 
which even could include help for tenant business owners who want to 
buy their buildings. (The city can call it “BLISS-MAP”: Business - Local, 
Independent, Small, Sustainable - Master Assistance Plan.) Best prac- 
tices from other cities addressing the same issue may also be explored. 

Whether it ever gets written as an ordinance, Iconic Preservation 
has sparked a timely deepening of our public dialogue. If nothing else, 
perhaps it can help push Austin toward crafting pragmatic solutions 
that put our money where our migas are.

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Police Monitor: 

What Brown can do 

Although the final decision remains open, there 
appears to be one candidate for the job of Austin 
Police Monitor on whom everyone, from police 
accountability advocates to representatives of the 
Austin Police Association, agrees: Travis Co. pros- 
ecutor Cliff Brown. Indeed, during a public meet- 
and-greet session on Oct. 26 at the Palmer Events s 
Center, Brown dazzled the modest crowd of lawyers, 5 
police, community activists, and City Hall-ers, with “ 
his vision of a police monitor who - if you’re not < 
already sitting down, you might want to do so - actu- 
ally strives to bring people together. 

The job of police monitor - a police oversight position that 
handles public complaints about police conduct, makes recom- 
mendations to the APD chief on training and disciplinary issues, 
and selects particular complaints to forward to the Citizen 
Review Panel - was created in 2001 as part of the employ- 
ment contract between the city and its police, represented by 
the APA, during meet-and-confer bargaining sessions. 

Since its inception, the office has often been in the cross- 
hairs; accountability activists have argued that it’s toothless, 
while police have argued that it’s biased against officers. The 
city’s first monitor, Iris Jones, a former city attorney, left in 
2003 for a job in Washington, D.C.; the second, Ashton 
Cumberbatch, stayed in the position for a year before 
announcing last summer that he was leaving to take a job as 
vice-president for advocacy and community relations with the 
Seton Healthcare Network. Since then, assistant monitor 
Susan Hutson, a former Corpus Christi city attorney hired as 
assistant police monitor in 2004, has served as interim moni- 
tor. Now, Hutson, Brown, and former Laredo city attorney 
Jaime Flores are finalists to become the city’s third monitor. 


At last week’s three 
45-minute question-and- 
answer sessions with 
each candidate, Brown 
emerged as the clear 
crowd favorite. In fact, it 
seemed the session 
itself was designed to 
make him shine. Hutson 
is certainly qualified but 
must overcome the gen- 
eral dissatisfaction with 
the current state of the 
office - because of, for 
example, the continuing 
inability to produce time- 
ly reports. (The office is supposed to put out statistical 
reports every six months but has not done so since 2002 - 
office defenders blame a lack of database experience and the 
yearlong absence of a statistician.) Hutson has been placed 
on the defensive, trying to deflect the impression that she’s 
been ineffective. 

Flores spoke last. In addition to his city of Laredo stint, he 
is also a former assistant state attorney general, but his can- 
didacy seems, frankly, a city manager’s office afterthought. 
He’s qualified on paper, but he hardly presented himself as a 
hearty candidate who could move the office forward and with- 
stand the inevitable public scrutiny. “I’m the guy on the out- 
side who brings 40 years of experience working with the kinds 
of public [policy] I believe this position calls for,” he told the 
waning late-afternoon crowd. 

Between the two bookends stood Brown, who seems made 
for the job - and perhaps that’s the point. In 2002, City Man- 
ager Toby Futrell appeared to choose her finalists in order to 
highlight Iris Jones as the obvious choice. This time it appears 
that Futrell has repeated herself, choosing three qualified can- 
didates but presenting them to the public so that the golden 


child is sandwiched between two in need of polish. Flanked 
with two comparatively dull alternatives, Brown dazzled. 

His natural charisma was obvious - he displayed a persona 
undoubtedly honed while working as a prosecutor and defense 
attorney in New York City and, since 2000, as a Travis Co. 
prosecutor. He has spent two years as the “community prose- 
cutor” working with police in the North Central Area Command 
as a liaison and the go-to guy for neighborhood-dispute resolu- 
tion, and as a member of NCAC’s successful Operation 
Restore Hope project. He deftly explained his position on the 
monitor’s preferred role - specifically, as a proactive, involved, 
community educator. 

Adroitly balancing officer and community interests, Brown 
suggested that police and public harbor certain misconcep- 
tions of one another, a problem that widens the community 
“schism [of] a disconnect between police and community.” He 
proposed several proactive solutions - including that police 
could perhaps use more sensitivity training, possibly by taking 
closed citizen complaints to the police training academy for 
use in role-playing activities. On the other hand, he suggested 
that citizens, particularly teenagers, need a little attitude- 
adjustment education when interacting with authority figures, 
explaining, “So, some use-of-force issues are about educating, 
especially young people, about the behavior.” At the same 
time, Brown said, it’s important for officers to understand that 
baggy jeans and do-rags do not a criminal make - “that’s just 
a style,” he said. 

In summary, Brown said the job of the police monitor is 
about “building trust,” using that trust to make policy recom- 
mendations, and telling truths that people don’t always want 
to hear. He says he wants to build the “kind of trust with the 
citizens of Austin” that assures people that, no matter the 
message, they’ll know that “what Cliff Brown says is good.” 

Ultimately, Futrell will decide which candidate to present to 
the council as her own nominee. If last week’s session was any 
indication, it looks like her decision has already been made.

Accenture Taking 
Texas to Cleaners 

Can 60 legislators, two gubernatorial 
candidates, and the Texas State Employees 
Union be wrong about Accenture? Gov. 
Rick Perry and his top lieutenants seem 
to think so, as they are always quick to 
defend the controversial contractor the 
state hired last year to process applica- 
tions for social services. But last week, one 
of Perry’s opponents, Comptroller Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn, raised the stakes with 
the release of a 161-page report that 
accuses Accenture of taking Texas to the 
cleaners on the $899 million contract. 

The report charges that the agreement 
between Accenture and the Health and 
Human Services Commission was craft- 
ed to benefit Accenture’s bottom line and 
that the company has already profited 
despite a series of widely reported mis- 
steps, including ill-timed layoff announce- 
ments and the swift drop of more than 
20,000 needy children from the Children’s 
Health Insurance Program in the last 
year. The report also faulted HHSC for 
handing Accenture the job without much 
forethought, resulting in a transitional train 
wreck of sorts. 

The comptroller’s office launched an 
investigation into Accenture five months 
ago at the request of three lawmakers - 
Sen. Eliot Shapleigh, D-EI Paso, and 
Reps. Carter Casteel, R-New Braunfels, 
and Carlos Uresti, D-San Antonio. The 
three were also among 60 legislators last 
July who signed a letter calling for termina- 
tion of the Accenture contract; 30 other 
lawmakers responded with a letter support- 
ing Accenture. Perry’s office has accused 
Strayhorn of politicizing the Accenture 
deal by releasing her report less than 
two weeks before the election. For that 
matter, Democrat Chris Bell has spotlight- 
ed Accenture in one of his TV ads.

Streetcar Plans Unveiled 

Capital Metro unveiled its streetcar circulator route for Down- 
town and Mueller at its board meeting this week, but the agency man- 
aged to see that announcement upstaged by a proposal to double cur- 
rent bus fares and a likely impending labor squabble. 

Timing has never been Capital Metro’s strength, and Monday after- 
noon’s board meeting was no exception. The circulator route - while a 
bit of a letdown given that most of the plan had been floating around 
local groups for months - represented 18 months of 
critical dialogue between the agency and the communi- 
ty, including the University of Texas. If this $230 mil- 
lion addendum to the commuter rail line is approved, it 
would provide easy access among UT, Downtown, and 
the master-planned Mueller community. A researcher 
at the J.J. Pickle Center could jump on a train, hit the 
Manor Road rail platform, and use a streetcar to get 
to the proposed UT Health Science Center or Dell 
Children’s Hospital in Mueller. Mueller residents who 
wanted to see a Longhorn home game would no longer 
have to worry about where to park their cars. And any- 
one working Downtown who wants a quick lunch could 
hop on a streetcar without the worry of losing a cov- 
eted parking spot. 

This is not a rapid bus into Downtown, said planner 
Lucy Galbraith. This is a slow circulator route, with 
stops every three blocks or so, intended to provide 
maximum local access. If this streetcar option catches 
on with potential users, ridership is estimated to be 
about 3.5 million riders per year by 2017, with an aver- 
age estimated operating cost of $1.63 per rider - on 
par with the cost of bus ridership. Capital Metro indi- 
cated that it would seek funding from federal sources 
- as well as financial partnerships with the city, county, 
state, and developers - before turning to the voters to 
pick up the cost. The bow on the package is an esti- 
mated $362 million in additional development the cir- 
culator system could bring to Mueller and the Manor 
Road corridor. Galbraith says that comes from the bal- 
ance that people usually split between housing and 
transportation. The less someone needs to spend on 
the commute to work or school, the more that person 
is willing to spend on housing. More money for housing means more 
investment in housing and retail. Charles Heimsath of Capitol 
Market Research will present a report on the streetcars’ impact on 
Downtown at Thursday’s council meeting. 

The big benefits of streetcars, however, were overshadowed on 
Monday by a discussion of the first fare increases the transit agency 
has proposed since 1985. Even as Cap Metro considers new spending 
for additional mass-transit options, it is proposing to double fares, from 


50 cents to $1. Actually, the proposal put forth to the board this 
week was to eventually quadruple the fares to $2, to be more in line 
with the board’s preferred revenue-to-cost ratios, but board members 
balked at the long-term outlook. Right now, it’s still just $1, a propos- 
al likely to get much vetting before a vote. 

And no Capital Metro board meeting is quite complete until there’s 
some type of labor dispute in the air. This month, it was how a pro- 
posal to outsource the commuter rail operations to an outside ven- 
dor is being structured. Council Members Lee Leffingwell and 


Brewster McCracken were inclined to lean toward the union, requir- 
ing contractors to give first dibs on jobs on the anticipated six com- 
muter rail trains. The rest of the board was more inclined to send 
the proposal out to potential vendors with no encumbrances. Chair 
Lee Walker noted the concerns that were being presented - that 
another vendor could mean another class or category of employees 
- but said it was unlikely such a discussion could be hashed out at 
a single board meeting. - Kimberly Reeves

REEFER 

MADNESS

According to federal Drug War czarina 
Bertha Madras, deputy director for demand 
reduction at the White House Office of the 
National Drug Control Policy, there's both 
good and bad news about teen drug use. 

First, the good news: For the fourth year in a 
row, the government’s annual teen drug-use 
survey reveals that drug use among adoles- 
cents is, overall, on the decline. Now, the bad 
news: While drug use may be on the decline, 
statistics also show that “everyday in our 
nation, 3,000 young people start using mari- 
juana,” Madras told a smattering of people at 
a press conference at Austin’s Phoenix 
House rehab center last month. 

Finally, the real news: Madras is full of shit. 

She may come across full of grandmotherly 
good intentions, but she is, nonetheless, a 
federal propaganda pusher - no more, no 
less. Indeed, after a brief feel-good session 
with two just-say-no Austin teens who’ve never 
tried drugs - and vow they won’t 
- two recovering drug-addict teens 
(one of whom told reporters that 
“smoking one joint can mess up 
your whole life”), and a San 
Antonio pediatrician, Madras 
trained her czarina guns on pot as 
the “gateway” to a life of hard-drug 
use. Teens who use marijuana, 
she said, are more likely to “pro- 
ceed onto cocaine and other 
drugs,” she said. “That’s what £ 

research tells us.” j= 

Fortunately, that’s not what S 

research tells us, though Madras § 

unflappingly adhered to the party 
line when Reefer Madness questioned her 
about the so-called gateway theory. While 
she agreed that alcohol and tobacco are ille- 
gal for kids to possess or use, she insisted 
that it is marijuana that acts as a junkie tip- 
ping point. To wit: she said a recent study by 
Mount Sinai School of Medicine professor 
Yasmin Hurd, published in July in the journal 
Neuropsychopharmacology, proves her point; 
according to Madras, Flurd’s study involving 
two groups of adolescent rats, where one 
group was exposed to tetrahydrocannabi- 
nol, the main psychoactive ingredient in mari- 
juana, shows that exposure to TFIC makes an 
adolescent rat more likely to use heroin, when 
“exposed [to a] self-administering paradigm.” 
To translate: According to Madras, Hurd found 
that the juvenile rats exposed to TFIC were 
twice as likely to use heroin as adults. 

If true, that might lend some support to 
the theory; unfortunately, as with most quanti- 
fiable “facts” Madras offered on her recent 
trip to town, her characterization of Flurd’s 
study was, simply, wrong. In fact, if anything, 
Flurd’s study seems to send another nail into 
the coffin of the government’s beloved gate- 
way theory. While Hurd did find that rats given 
TFIC as adolescents (she began exposing 
them at just 28 days old) did self-administer 
a larger quantity of heroin than did the con- 


trol rats, the control rats became addicted to 
heroin at exactly the same rate as the pot- 
exposed group. In other words, both groups of 
rats were flying high on smack, regardless of 
whether they’d ingested TFIC. To NORML 
Executive Director Allen St. Pierre, Madras’ 
characterization of the Hurd study proves one 
thing only: “the remarkable things research- 
ers have to do to torture these mammalians 
to get them to use more drugs,” and thus 
“prove” the government’s beloved gateway 
theory. Indeed, while Madras says the Hurd 
study is significant because it removes 
“socio-economic factors” and other mutable 
qualities - like, say, a family history of addic- 
tion - that might skew the theory, and focus- 
es simply on neurological factors, NORML 
policy analyst Paul Armentano notes that 
it’s impossible to extrapolate the results to 
humans because Hurd exposed the rats to 
TFIC as infants. “This could not, and should 
not, be replicated in humans,” he said, “to 
give infants TFIC to see if their brains can be 
manipulated in that way.” 

Of course, that doesn’t stop the ONDCP 
from trying to shove this junk down the 
throats of the public - the office may be 
against drugs, but it’s still a propaganda- 
pusher, and apparently it doesn’t have much 
trouble finding users. Indeed, when told 
about the rat study, one local television 
reporter thanked Madras for the information: 


“[We’ve got] quite a few pot believers in our 
newsroom,” the reporter told Madras, “so 
I’m glad you gave us that information.” 
Fortunately, others are more skeptical: 

Take, for example, Mayor Will Wynn’s Chief 
of Staff Rich Bailey, who looked stunningly 
uncomfortable at the press conference. The 
problem, Bailey told Reefer Madness, is that 
he was under the mistaken impression that 
the event was to be a “roundtable discus- 
sion” among teens, parents, and media. 

When he walked into the Phoenix Flouse, and 
found out the event wasn’t organized as a 
discussion, he didn’t know what to say to 
introduce the event, he said, so Madras’ han- 
dlers helped him out, providing talking points. 
The result? Bailey introduced the day with 
this: “Austin mirrors the national trend [of a] 
reduction in drug use; however, the mayor is 
very concerned about the increase of teen 
marijuana and alcohol use.” Does that make 
sense? And, is Wynn really worried? No, said 
Bailey, “but that’s what they told me to say.”

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Cops Still Looking for Student 
Accused of Sexual Assault 


Austin police are still looking for 18-year-old 
Nathan Manuel Mendoza, who is wanted on a 
charge of attempted aggravated sexual assault 
after he allegedly held a pair of 8-inch-long scis- 
sors to the neck of his Reagan High School 
teacher, Susan Straker, after school on Oct. 

24. Officials say Mendoza is a registered sex 
offender who is on parole and living at a halfway 
house on Cameron Road, after serving time in a 
state juvenile facility for a 2002 charge of inde- 
cency with a 4-year-old in San Antonio. 

According to an affidavit filed by AISD Police, 
Mendoza went to Straker’s class during the final 
class period last Tuesday, to get help with a writ- 
ing assignment, and stayed behind when school 
let out, just after 4pm. When Mendoza brought 
his assignment to Straker’s desk, according to 
the affidavit, he asked if she “had ever been vic- 
timized.” When Straker said no, Mendoza pulled 
out the pair of red-handled scissors and held 
them to the left side of Straker’s neck, telling her 
that he was “going to victimize” her. “I will kill 
you,” he allegedly said. Straker, who was seated 
at her desk, tried several times to stand, but 
Mendoza pushed her back, before asking if she 
would “give me anything I wanted.” After Straker 
said she didn’t have anything to give him, 
Mendoza allegedly asked for sex, grabbing her 
left breast. Straker replied, “No, that ain’t hap- 
pening,” and successfully pushed Mendoza back 
and stood up; Mendoza fled and, at press time, 
had not yet been arrested. 

The incident has raised questions about when 
and how AISD officials are informed that regis- 
tered sex offenders, like Mendoza, are enrolled 


at area campuses. There are 15 registered sex 
offenders attending Austin public schools, 
according to the Texas Department of Public 
Safety. AISD is investigating the incident, but 
according to district General Counsel Mel 
Waxier, APD notifies district officials with the 
names of registered offenders at the end of 
each month - apparently, since Mendoza 
enrolled at Reagan on Oct. 17, news of his pres- 
ence on campus had not yet made it to AISD HQ 
on West Sixth. 

“Unless otherwise told, we do not necessarily 
know about specific students who are registered 
sex offenders attending specific schools,” Waxier 
wrote in a statement. When the district “knows, 
or has reason to believe” that there is a regis- 
tered sex offender on any campus, the district 
investigates but is “very careful not to misidenti- 
fy any student for any reason.” Indeed, Waxier 
said the Texas Youth Commission does not 
inform district officials directly about the sex- 
offender status of any former juvenile inmate, in 
part, he suggests, because the agency “oper- 
ates on a belief that juvenile offenders can be 
rehabilitated and deserve a fresh start.” 

Nonetheless, Waxier wrote that district staff 
members are working “hard to improve ... poli- 
cies, processes, and systems within established 
law to meet the needs of ... students, faculty 
and community. We acknowledge that we have 
work to do still, and we count on the partner- 
ships that we have with our parents, the commu- 
nity, and the State to strengthen our resolve to 
meet the challenges before us.” - Jordan Smith 


Travis Co. Has New Deputy Chief ME 


Travis Co. commissioners on Oct. 27 announced 
their decision to hire Dr. James A. Wilkerson IV 
as the county’s new deputy chief medical 
examiner. Officially, the chief deputy position is 
a new one, created in July “to assure depth in 
operational command at our Medical Examiner’s 
Office,” County Judge Sam Biscoe said in a 
press release; in practice, however, the new No. 

2 spot is a position long-held by former Deputy 
ME Elizabeth Peacock, who cited poor working 
conditions when resigning her position in May. 

Wilkerson, currently the chief of staff for 
Mercy Hospital in Merced, Calif., will start with 
the TCME in January. When he dons the county’s 
white lab coat, he’ll become the second full-time 


pathologist with the TCME, joining another new 
hire, Dr. David Dolinak, who took over as the 
county’s third-ever chief ME in August, replacing 
veteran ME Roberto Bayardo, who worked for 
the office for nearly 30 years and handed in 
notice of his retirement this spring. In a press 
statement, Dolinak said he is pleased to have 
Wilkerson join the office and that Wilkerson’s 
experience - including 11 years with the U.S. 
Army Medical Corps, where he gained exper- 
tise in mass casualty and disaster management 
(two planning areas that previously were handled 
by Peacock) - “is important to assuring the [TCME] 
is a strong partner in the emergency response 
system for Central Texas.” - Jordan Smith

GOOD NEIGHBORS, BAD FENCE 

By gollies, our Congress critters have final- 
ly done something about illegal immigration! 
Just in time for November’s congressional 
elections, the Republican leaders passed a 
bill to erect a 700-mile wall along the Mexico 
border, which President Bush subsequently 
signed into law. That’ll slam the door on the 
problem, won’t it? 

No. First of all, the border is 2,000 miles 
long, not 700. Does it not occur to our stal- 
wart leaders that the “coyotes” (the border- 
crossing guides who hire out to escort 
Mexicans across the border) will merely move 
into the gaps? 

Second, while our lawmakers loudly crowed 
about passing their bill, they provided no 
money to build the wall. Not a dime! Nor did 
they deal with such touchy problems as hav- 
ing to condemn private property for the fence 
and coping with rough terrain that’s not suit- 
able for sustaining such a massive structure. 
Also, they didn’t actually mandate that the 
thing be built, instead delegating that deci- 
sion to the homeland security czar. 

Third, and most significant, a fence does 
nothing about the root causes of immigra- 
tion. “It’s a waste of money,” says a South 
Texas rancher with long experience seeing 
people cross the border. “They’ll either go 
through it, over it, or under it,” he says flatly. 
That’s because the combo of staggering pov- 
erty and innovative human spirit will propel 
people to seek a better life. Until that poverty 
is addressed, no fence and no amount of 
congressional hot air will make a difference 
in the desperate flow of immigration. 

Indeed, all along the border area, the very 
idea of the fence is so despised by Anglos 
and Mexicans alike that it’s angrily referred to 
as the Berlin Wall, designed to keep 
Mexicans in and divide friends, family, neigh- 
bors, and trading partners from one another. 
Meanwhile, local folks are doubly riled by the 
bitter irony that, if the fence is ever built, the 
job will probably go to Halliburton and be con- 
structed by illegal Mexican labor.

The documentary photos of Donna DeCesare

Donna DeCesare’s photos raise a curtain on the darkest side of 
childhood. From her current featured work documenting exploited 
Central American and Colombian children in “Sharing Secrets: 
Children’s Portraits Exposing Stigma,” to her years of telling the 
stories of youths affected by gang fighting and civil wars across the 
Americas, her photos viscerally confirm that the messes made by 
adults wreak havoc on the lives of children. “Sharing Secrets” is part 
of the Open Society Institute’s “Moving Walls 12” exhibit, which 
opened at the institute’s Manhattan headquarters on Sept. 14. 

Among other current projects, DeCesare is building a bilingual 
educational Web site called “Destiny’s Children,” which she 
describes as “a collection of photo narratives exploring how war, 
trauma, and gangs impact the personal choices and social stigmas 
faced by young people across the Americas.” The specific images in 
“Destiny’s Children” are a compilation of her work over a more than 
10-year period, with young people involved in gangs in Los Angeles, 
Guatemala, and El Salvador. 

Most of the youths featured in DeCesare’s work drifted into gang 
life or sex work or other desperate situations after fighting as child 
soldiers in civil wars or after “suffering displacement and witnessing 
human-rights abuses carried out with impunity” during conflicts in 
their countries, she says. “The [wars’] resulting social, economic, 
and emotional trauma creates rage and hopelessness. Stigma per- 
petuates the cycle.” Devastated post-war communities are especially 
vulnerable to the manipulation of organized crime and other 
destructive social forces. She cites Guatemala, where the current 
annual homicide rate is close to the average homicide rate during 
the nation’s 36-year civil war. 

The photos in “Sharing Secrets” date from 2001 to 2005 and 
come from multiple projects she worked on during that time period. 
Some of the earliest are from a brief period she spent working in 
Guatemala on a UNICEF grant, while the latest, taken in Colombia, 
are from several months she spent working there on a Fulbright fel- 
lowship. “In all cases I conducted the interviews with the children 
before taking their pictures,” DeCesare says. “I always explained a 
little about myself, the kind of work I do. Sometimes I showed them 
my pictures of young people in the U.S. or Central America.” 

“Sharing Secrets” is a first for DeCesare, in that instead of her 
often lengthy explanations appearing with each photo, text written 
by her subjects accompanies each of the images in the exhibit - hence 
the title. “The children’s words just add a very different dimension,” 
she says. “I felt that having their words - them telling their own 
story - makes the work more gripping and more poignant.” 

“These are children who are largely ignored and forgotten. ... 
[People] see them as a problem - not as a child, not as a person. Or 
they see them as an inconvenient reminder that everything isn’t all 
right in the world.” The combined portraits and personal accounts 
become a subtle and powerful medium for raising awareness of the 
lengthy aftermath of war. As DeCesare puts it, the texts allow “the 
truth of the pictures” to creep up on you. 

After 18 years as a freelance photographer, videographer, and 
writer, DeCesare joined the UT journalism faculty in 2002, teaching 
courses in photography and documentary video. Her photographs 
have been exhibited around the world and published in The New 
York Times Magazine, Life, Newsweek, The Atlantic Monthly, Mother 
Jones, and many other publications. Since 1995, she has also worked 
as a video journalist and producer on numerous documentaries for 
the Learning Channel. She continues her work documenting youth 
violence and violence-prevention programs in Colombia and 
Guatemala, as a fellow of the Soros Foundation. 

On these pages are four of the 1 1 image-and-personal-story combi- 
nations featured in the exhibit, along with an account by DeCesare of 
the circumstances of each photo. You can see the entire group of pho- 
tos at the foundation’s Web site (www.soros.org/initiatives/photography). 



TOMAS (Colombia, 2003) 

“Tomas,” age 15, lives in a home for former combatants sponsored by 
the Colombian Family Welfare Institute. He joined theAUC (Autodefensas 
Unidas de Colombia) paramilitary forces when he was 11 years old. 

Tomas: “I left my house because of my mother. She and my father 
argued a lot. One day, she was screaming at him. She kept screaming. 
It scared me, and I ran to hide. But I saw it. She lit my father with 
fire. The flame caught on his clothes. He was burning, and he died. 
After that when she was angry, she told me she would do the same to 
me. I was eight, I think. I don’t remember. Do I have to remember? 

“The main thing is I was scared, and I hated her. Sometimes I went 
home, but I stayed away a lot. I was afraid. That is when I met the 
paramilitaries. They were kind. Even though I was little, they said I 
could stay with them, and I didn’t have to do anything. I was the 
favorite. They bought me nice clothes, everything I needed, gifts, and 
food. I was so happy with them. I loved them. They told me not to 
think about my mother. They told me they would always protect me. 

“Later, bad things happened. I saw them kill people, a lot of peo- 
ple. They told me they had to. I didn’t like it. Sometimes I felt so 
angry I wanted to kill someone, but then I would feel afraid. They 
told me not to worry. I didn’t have to do any of that. I would close 
my eyes. 

“They were my family. I would never have left them. But one day 
the army came. They saw how small I was, and they captured me and 
brought me here. I begged them to let me go back. At first, they kept us 
locked in here. I wanted to escape and return to the paramilitaries. 

“Now that I have been here for almost a year, I think I want to stay. 
School is hard. I don’t understand things. At first, I didn’t like to be 
around so many women, but there is one girl I like. I met her when we 
took a trip to a farm. She was very kind and pretty, too. I would like 
to see her again. They tell me if I stay here maybe I can see her again.” 


DeCesare: Tomas was an exceedingly anx- 
ious boy. After my interview with Tomas, the 
kids at his home went on a weekend trip to a 
farm, and the girl he told me that he liked was 
also on the trip. He asked me to take a picture 
of them together. They stood side by side, held 
hands, and posed with very serious expres- 
sions. I told Tomas that that picture was going 
to be my thank-you to him for sharing his story 
but that I wanted to take another picture for 
the project about his life. 

I asked how he thought we could do that 
without showing his face. He walked over to an 
iron gate and said, “Take it behind here.” I 
recognized immediately that it was going to 
work. The bars of the gate were a metaphor 
from how imprisoned Tomas still was by the 
traumatic experiences of his childhood and 
years with the paramilitaries. I moved in so 
that the bar would obscure nearly half of his 
face. I wanted to show the eye with the piercing. 
In this image the harrowing expression in his 
eye was most acute. 

A year later I went back to Colombia and 
was able to visit Tomas again. The director of 
the home didn’t recognize him in this picture. 
He was still a nervous boy, but he’d lost the 
intensely anxious look and had changed his 
haircut and removed the piercing from his eye- 
brow. Tomas liked this picture.

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CINDY (Guatemala, 2001) 

“Cindy Paula ,” age 17, is a single mother 
who works in the red light district along the 
railroad line. 

Cindy: “I was six months old when my 
papa left my mama. She only has me now, 
and my younger brother and sister, so as the 
oldest I have to help. 

“Right now, my mom and I get along. But 
it wasn’t always like that. The big problem 
was my stepfather. He beat me, and I got mad 
at my mom when she didn’t stop him. So I 
left home at 14. I started living in the streets 
with other kids. The streets are hard. People 
always want something from you. The boys 
all want sex. In the end, they give you the 
cold shoulder. There are no real friends. 

“I tried glue and solvent at first. Then I 
moved on to marijuana, cocaine, and crack. 
Sometimes I would have sex in exchange for 
food or drugs. I got so addicted I preferred 
drugs to food. Finally, I ended up in the 
hospital with cardiac arrest. The doctor told 
me I was going to die if I continued the 
drugs. I cried and cried. I was so scared. 
That is when I decided I had to stop. 

“I made friends with a woman who worked 
as a prostitute at the railroad tracks. She was 
20, and she told me I could make better 
money doing that than working in a factory 
and it was better than stealing or begging. 
She explained everything to me - how to use 
condoms, how much to charge, how to 
make my price a lot higher if someone 
looked sick or violent, so they’d go away. 


“Even though I know it’s not the best, for 
me it is the only way to get ahead. As a ser- 
vant, I’d make 300 quetzales [$37 per 
month]. In a textile factory, I’d make 1,200 
quetzales [$148 per month]. Here, I can 
make twice as much. 

“But someday I hope I can leave here. 
You always have to hide things when you 
work in this. If someone where you live 
sees where you work then they spread gos- 
sip. I don’t want my boy to grow up feel- 
ing ashamed of me.” 

DeCesare: I interviewed Cindy Paula inside 
the tiny room where she worked along the rail- 
road tracks. It is an extremely dangerous area, 
controlled by gangs, and Cindy didn’t think I 
should be outside with my camera gear. We 
closed the door, and I made a number of posed 
shots in which I carefully avoided including her 
full face. I made some images of her looking into 
a mirror where only a part of her face could be 
seen, some images of the photo of her son on her 
miniskirted lap. 

Then we turned the small, bare incandes- 
cent lightbulb in the room off. She walked to 
the doorway and opened the door, and I real- 
ized I could use her silhouette. I asked her if 
she was comfortable with me just sitting on the 
bed and waiting to capture a moment when 
someone passed. She liked that idea, so I 
stayed very still and just waited for several 
hours. I made a number of images, but this 
image of the man staring at her and the gang 
graffiti on the wall gives context and suggests 
the risk her work involves.

ROXANA (Guatemala, 2001) 

Pregnant at age 13 with no family, “Roxana,” 
age 15, began working in a brothel saloon to sup- 
port herself and her baby. 

Roxana: “My mother gave me away to a 
senora when I was a year old. The senora took 
good care of me. I stayed with the senora till I 
was 10. She died. Then I was all alone. I tried 
to go back to my mother, but she treated me 
bad, so I looked at the buses one day and got 
on one that said Chimaltenango. I didn’t know 
anyone there, but I decided to go far away to 
find work. 

“At first, I worked in a restaurant washing 
dishes, later in houses washing clothes. Then, 
when I was 12,1 met an older man who wanted 
to hug me. He said he would take care of me. 
He became my husband. But after four months 
with him, I was pregnant and he left me. 

“That is when I came here to work. I knew 
this place because I would pass it sometimes. 
The senora here was kind, and she let me come 
to work. She is indigenous too, and she gives 
me advice. She pays me 300 quetzaeles [$38] a 
month. I used to make only 100 quetzaeles 
[$ 12] a month washing clothes. 

“Often I think I want to leave this life. Some 
men are abusive; others are kind or sad. No 
one stays. But leaving this life is difficult. I only 
studied to first grade, and now I need to buy 
milk for my baby. He’s six months and eats a 
lot. The baby milk is very expensive. 

“In the beginning, I thought I would give my 
baby away. But then I thought - I don’t want to 
give my son away like my mother gave me away. 
I knew he would always be sad thinking of that. 
I don’t have any dreams really. Well, to marry 
and have a happy family, but I don’t think that 
will happen now. ” 


DeCesare: When I interviewed Roxana, 
I explained that I was working for 
UNICEF. I imagined that since UNICEF 
had huge billboards promoting breast- 
feeding all over Guatemala that she would 
be familiar with their work. After we fin- 
ished the interview and I told her that I 
wanted to make some photographs for 
her story, she looked up at me and asked. 
“Is it OK if I keep my clothes on?” I real- 
ized Roxana had no idea who I was or 
what my motives were, even though I 
thought I had explained them clearly. I 
also realized that I probably wasn’t the 
first photographer who had asked to take 
her picture. Guatemala is a destination 
for sexual tourists. 

After I explained again why I was tak- 
ing the pictures and the work UNICEF 
does, Roxana became animated. She 
asked the woman who ran the brothel 
saloon if I could take pictures. The owner 
agreed to let me photograph customers in 
the front of the bar as long as I didn’t 
show the men’s faces. This was difficult 
because I couldn’t show Roxana’s face 
either, and showing two people from the 
back is tough to pull off. So I decided to 
try an angle where I would be looking 
down on the scene and where I would 
capture the emotional tone of the room, 
the bikini-clad women from the newspa- 
pers wallpapering part of the wall, the 
beer bottles. Finally a young man came in 
for a beer and for a girl. Roxana sat 
down. I waited for a moment when she 
was listening to him in which her face 
would not be clearly identifiable, and her 
body language would reveal her feelings. 
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NANCY (Colombia, 2005) 

Nancy, age 24, and her six younger siblings were 
displaced after surviving one of Colombia’s most 
brutal paramilitary massacres. In 2000, during three 
drunken days of mayhem, paramilitaries tortured 
and killed more than 40 villagers from El Salado. 
Nancy works with Women Life and Future, a support 
group for women who have been affected by the war. 

Nancy: “I was 16 in 1997 when the para- 
militaries arrived with the first list of names. 
One of the people on it was my neighbor, Domin- 
go Mena, another was the schoolteacher. They 
only killed four people that time, but it shocked 
us. We couldn’t believe what we had seen with 
our own eyes. Then, in 2000, the paramilitaries 
came back with another list of names. This 
time they ate and drank while they tortured 
and killed almost 40 people in the town 
square. They said they were killing guerrillas. 

“In Montes de Maria, people are accused of 
collaborating with the guerrillas. If an armed 
person comes to a civilian and says, ‘Make me 
coffee,’ I make the coffee if I value my life, so 
they don’t kill me. But when the paramilitaries 
were coming, the guerrillas left. And who 
remained in the town? Unarmed peasants. And 
who got killed? The peasants. 

“Fear is something that invades your heart so 
that it becomes like your most trusted friend. 
Once fear exists, the smallest thing can activate 
it. Today, in El Salado, it is the Colombian army 
that asks for favors. Now, if someone does a 
favor for the soldiers, then in five days you 
might be found dead in a bag. Fear has made 
the civilian population victims, but silence has 
made them collaborators in their victimization. 

“The war is a business fed by ignorance, fear, 
and acts of rage. If I am a man and my father 
rebukes me, I pick up a gun to get even and 
feel superior. Sometimes it is that simple. Rage 
blinds you. It makes you make crazy mistakes. 
The desire for vengeance is one of the roots of 
the violence we live with. 

“Thankfully, we’ve had a lot of support and 
psychological help in El Salado. At the time of 
the massacre, I wanted the electric chair for 
every one of them. Now, I would ask the para- 
militaries who committed the massacre, ‘What 
made you do this? What gives you the right to

take life?’ Maybe they will answer that they 
were following orders. Then I would ask, ‘How 
would you feel if this had happened to you, to 
your family?’ I don’t want to make them suffer 
this; I do want them to at least imagine what it 
would feel like to be us. 

“If they cry and wail and tell me they are 
sorry, this will not convince me. My family and 
I have cried more tears than the people who 
did this ever can. I believe in actions more than 
words. But if there is a process that breaks the 
silence, ends the fear, and makes them show a 
genuine change of heart, with time I hope I can 
accept that. I don’t know if that is justice. But 
life teaches you tolerance.” 

DeCesare: I interviewed Nancy and each of her 
five siblings about the massacre in El Salado. I 
was impressed by how united they were as a fam- 
ily. One of her sisters described the murders as a 
menacing shadow on the land. I realized that I 
could use the idea of the shadow in a different way, 
and it would be a way to protect their identities. I 
asked them what they thought about photograph- 
ing their shadows in the late-afternoon light. They 
all got excited, and we started talking about differ- 
ent ways we could make the picture. There was a 
moment when they all joined hands, and I recog- 
nized that this image was a strong symbol of their 
unity and resistance to injustice. 
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'HIGH SCHOOL MUSICAL': From the Disney Channel straight to Austin High 



Hard to believe that it’s 
been only nine months since 
the Mouse Factory unleashed 
on the world that innocuous 
little made-for-cable movie 
about kids putting on a show. 

Disney’s High School Musical 
(and that purposefully generic 
title tells you pretty much 
everything you need to know 
going in) landed with such a 
colossal pop-culture splash - 
record-breaking ratings on 
three continents, more than a 
dozen reruns, a soundtrack 
that went triple platinum and 
spawned one platinum single 
and five that went gold, 2.3 
million DVD sales in the first 
three months of release, a 
pair of Emmy Awards - that it 
feels like it’s been around for 
ages. Now, with the Little 
Musical That Could having 
conquered the world by air and 
by CD, Mickey’s army is 
launching a new assault by, 
what else, stage. Last week, Disney 
announced High School Musical: The 
Concert, starring five cast members of the 
movie, to tour 40 cities Nov. 30 through 
Jan. 28. But on top of that, Disney 
Theatrical Productions and licensing pow- 
erhouse Music Theatre International are 
ready to tap the world’s most natural mar- 
ket for a show called High School Musical : 
high schools! They’ve selected seven 
schools across the country to premiere 
the official amateur stage adaptation, and 
among the chosen few is Austin High, 
which opens its Red Dragon Players pro- 
duction this week. 

Just why the school made the short 
list for this particular honor isn’t clear. 


But when the Red Dragon Players went 
to Lincoln, Neb., this summer to present 
Steve Tesich’s The Speed of Darkness at 
the International Thespian Festival - 
Austin High was one of just 10 schools 
in the U.S. and Canada chosen to per- 
form at that event - representatives 
from both MTI and Disney Theatrical 
were among the 4,000 people who saw 
their show, and Austin High drama 
instructor Billy Dragoo feels that “the 
quality of the show impressed those who 
make these decisions.” 

The stage adaptation is still very much 
a work in progress. Although it’s his wife 
Annie who’s directing High School Musical 
for the Red Dragon Players, Billy Dragoo 


knows that revisions to the script and 
piano/vocal score have been coming in 
since the school started rehearsals and 
that MTI has asked for feedback about the 
book, libretto, and score after the produc- 
tion with the idea of making further chang- 
es to the show before its general release 
to all schools in January. Once that hap- 
pens, expect to see the show in every 
cafetorium from sea to shining sea; 

Disney Theatrical anticipates 2,000 
schools will produce High School Musical 
by the end of 2007. - Robert Faires

FIRST NIGHT AUSTIN: 

Just eight weeks until New Year's 

If you’re still suffering from a Halloween hangover, you may 
think it’s too early for anyone to be thinking about New Year’s 
Eve. But for the folks working on First Night Austin, eight weeks 
out is crunch time for the mammoth cultural extravaganza. If you 
weren’t one of the 100,000 people who spent part of last Dec. 
31 Downtown enjoying the local debut of this popular civic cele- 
bration, you may not realize just how massive this event was: 10 
hours, 25 locations from the state Capitol to Auditorium Shores, 
more than 80 artists and arts companies presenting work. 
Coordinating that much activity over that much real estate, much 
less raising the cash to pay for it, requires months of advance 
preparation, and creating projects for First Night - some of which 
are epic in scale - can be equally time-consuming. At the end of 
August, the departure of Executive Director Ann Graham and 
reports of fundraising sluggishness had First Night’s sophomore 
edition looking less than a sure thing, but last month the organi- 
zation announced that megagrocery HEB was stepping up to the 


plate as presenting sponsor, with AT&T providing support for the 
Midnight Grand Finale fireworks display over Town Lake. Even so, 
this year’s event is being scaled back somewhat, both financially 
and geographically; the budget for the second First Night is 
$377,000, down from the first’s roughly $430,000, and the foot- 
print will shave off the five blocks north of Sixth Street to concen- 
trate activities from Sixth and Congress to Auditorium Shores (a 
move instituted in response to feedback from pedestrians 
exhausted and footsore from hiking the length and breadth of 
last year’s site). But those aren’t the biggest changes in store for 
First Night, at least where the budget-conscious are concerned; 
that would be the elimination of the $8 charge for performances 
taking place indoors. Remember the Faith Gay-designed button 
that certified you had paid for the privilege of seeing the indoor 
events? A thing of the past. Now, all First Night events will be 
free to the public, which may mean more public crowding in to 
enjoy the fun. And by the way, succeeding Faith Gay as First Night 
poster artist is Peat Duggins. What isn’t changing? First Night 
Austin will again be family-friendly and alcohol-free. - R.F.

2006 B. IDEN PAYNE AWARDS: 

Payne, Payne, who got the Payne? 

On Monday, Oct. 30, when the Austin Circle of 
Theaters handed out its B. Iden Payne Awards honor- 
ing achievements in theatre for the 2005-2006 sea- 
son, it was American Fiesta that, well, bowled over 
the rest of the nominees. Steven Tomlinson’s artful 
exploration of political divisions, marriage, and col- 
lecting vintage dishware took five of the six awards 
for which it was nominated, including outstanding 
production of a comedy, director of a comedy for 
Christina Moore, set design for Christopher 
McCollum, and original script and lead actor in a 
comedy for Tomlinson. The acceptance speeches 
had a bittersweet tinge since the State Theatre, 
which mounted the show’s premiere, has suspended 
operations and laid off its staff, including Artistic 
Director Michelle Polgar, following the flood in the 
space last June. But an upbeat note was sounded by 
Eugene Sepulveda, Tomlinson’s partner, who 
informed the audience at the Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center that the playwright/ performer wasn’t present 
to accept the awards because he was in New York 
discussing a possible Big Apple run of the show in 
2007. As for the season’s other solo show with a 
gay character and political themes, it was also a 
good night; I Am My Own Wife, mounted by Zach 
Scott, was voted outstanding production of a drama 
and Dave Steakley was honored as director of a 
drama. Vortex Repertory Company’s world premiere 
musical Vampyress won three awards: for Chad 
Salvata’s original score and the performances of 
Betsy McCann and Melissa Vogt. Theatre at the J 
took home the prize for outstanding production of 
music theatre for its staging of the Allan Sherman 
revue Hello Muddah, Hello Fadduh!, and the show’s 
five performers won the outstanding cast perfor- 
mance award. The only other show to receive more 
than one award was Zilker Theatre Productions’ stag- 
ing of Seven Brides for Seven Brothers, which was 
honored for Robin Lewis’ choreography and Michael 
McKelvey’s musical direction. 

L.B. Deyo and Buzz Moran, masterminds of the 
Dionsysium, served as masters of ceremonies, most- 
ly from a small sofa in a corner of the Kleberg Stage, 
where they sat and provided color commentary on 
the proceedings with much-appreciated wit. Among 
the night’s highlights: the presentation of the annual 
Special Recognition Award for contributions to the- 
atre to internationally renowned theatre historian 
Oscar G. Brockett, who was introduced by playwright 
Emily Cicchini in a smart, funny speech that 
explained why “Brockett Is God,” and the first award 
for an improvisational theatre ensemble, given to the 
Frank Mills. But the most surprising and hilarious 
moment came when Payne Nominations Committee 
Chair Steven Fay gave a Standing Ovation certificate 
to Rubbery Repertory Company for its uncategoriz- 
able production Red Cans, which was accepted, sort 
of, by three of the show’s “stars,” i.e. , performers 
stuffed in small plastic laundry hampers, with only 
their arms exposed.

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Keeping Pace, Culturally 

Proposition 4 calls for an investment in cultural 
facilities for the city, and Austin, it's time

There it is, nestled snugly in the middle of 
Austin’s 2006 bond package, exactly halfway 
between the bids for transportation projects 
and upgrades in public safety and health facili- 
ties, its $31.5 million price tag looking almost 
modest beside those other six propositions, 
with their stickers stretching from $55 million 
to $145 million. The proposition for cultural 
and community facilities seems almost as if 
it’s trying not to call attention to itself, as if it’s 
huddling quietly in the shadow of its bigger 
and more municipally prominent neighbors in 
the hope that voters will just approve it, too, in 
their rush to assure Austin better roads, more 
green space, and a big new library. 

Of course, that isn’t the case, but Proposition 
4’s backers could hardly be blamed for being a 
little skittish given the rather spotty record that 
cultural projects have when it comes to city 
bonds. Way back in 1985, $20.3 million was 
approved for a new downtown art museum 
for Laguna Gloria Art Museum, as the Austin 
Museum of Art was known then; a new 400- 
seat theatre for the Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center; and a makeover for the State Theatre, 
which was to serve as a satellite space for the 
neighboring Paramount in its dream at the time 
of becoming a producing theatre. Only none of 
the three projects were realized quite how they 
were supposed to be. A debt-ridden Paramount 
abandoned its plans for acquiring the State, 
and the bond money fell into limbo until 
Live Oak Theatre moved into the State and 
persuaded the city to free the money up for its 
renovation of the space in 1997. The museum 
never raised its share of cash for the new build- 
ing then, and while it could have accessed its 
bond money during its late-Nineties push for a

new facility, AMOA prematurely relinquished 
its claim on the bond money, only to see the 
dot-com bubble burst forcing it to scuttle plans 
for a new museum again. The only bond proj- 
ect to be realized within a few years of the vote 
was Zach’s theatre, and even that was scaled 
back to 130 seats to cut costs. The next time 
cultural projects showed up in a bond package 
- 1994’s proposal for expanding the Carver 
Museum and Cultural Center and building a 
Mexican American Cultural Center - they were 
voted down, and it took another four years to 
get them back on the ballot and approved. The 
new 36,000-square-foot Carver with four gal- 
leries, a classroom, a dance studio, and a 134- 
seat theatre, opened in February 2005, but 
the MACC, which was slated to open around 
the same time, had construction delayed for a

Where the Money Goes 

Here’s a more detailed rundown on the six components of Proposition 4. 

• Austin Film Society/ Austin Studios: $5 million to provide full soundproofing and air conditioning for 
two of the five soundstages that were created out of old airplane hangars at the former airport, as well 
as support upgrades in electrical systems, fire suppression, and state-of-the-art digital infrastructure. 

• Zachary Scott Theatre Center: $10 million toward construction of a new 40,000-square-foot theatre 
facility on the city-owned land at the southwest corner of Riverside and South Lamar. The facility, esti- 
mated to cost $20 million, will contain a 500-seat auditorium, three classrooms, and shops for build- 
ing and storing scenery and costumes. 

• Mexic-Arte Museum: $5 million toward construction of a new 40,000-square-foot museum building 
on the site of the Mexican American Cultural Center, 600 River St. The total cost of the facility is pro- 
jected at $25 million. 

• Asian American Resource Center: $5 million toward construction of a new education and cultural 
center on a 15-acre site off Cameron Road at Clear Creek Drive. The facility, estimated to cost $28 
million, will contain a language-book center/library, classrooms, community activity center, and cultural 
exhibition and display hall. 

• African American Heritage Society: $1.5 million toward renovation of the Hamilton-Dietrich House 
(912 E. 11th), the first house in Austin bought by freed slaves, and construction of an adjacent 3,500- 
square-foot African American Cultural and Heritage Facility to house community nonprofits and provide 
information and exhibits on the proposed African American Heritage District. 

• Mexican American Cultural Center: $5 million toward Phase I construction of the proposed 15,000- 

square-foot arts facility at 600 River St. The first phase will include a two-story building containing 
offices, classrooms, and exhibition space, plus an outdoor plaza for 2,000 and surface parking. Phase 
II will add a 300-seat theatre and expand the classroom and exhibition spaces. Phase III will add an 
800-seat theatre, shade structures for the plaza, and a two-story parking garage. This supplements the 
1998 bond proposal allocating $10.9 million for the MACC. - R.F.

year, and its first phase is still creeping along 
in first gear. So, over the past 21 years, just 
five cultural projects have gotten a thumbs-up 
from Austin voters, and only three of them 
have been realized to any extent. Not the most 
inspiring of legacies. 

However, if we’re taking the historical view 
here, it’s only fair to note that both times 
Austinites said “yes” to cultural projects were 
during boom times that were followed within a 
few years by busts. And private funding for the 
arts, which can be notoriously tough to secure 
in the best of times, all but evaporates when the 
economy goes south, making follow-through 
on a major cultural construction project about 
as easy as swimming across Town Lake with a 
baby grand strapped to your back. Which is to 
say, it isn’t as if the troubled histories of these 
five projects reveal some common flaw in local 
arts institutions that makes city support of new 
facilities for them inherently inadvisable. On 
the contrary, the three success stories of Zach, 
the State, and the Carver show how some of our 
cultural stalwarts can see such projects through 
even when the economic odds are stacked 
against them. They may adjust and adapt, but 
they keep going. Even the MACC, which is still 
years from completion, is a study in persever- 
ance; the dream of that center stretches back 
three decades, and its proponents have never 
allowed the flame of it to die. 

When you look at the Austin arts organiza- 
tions on board this year’s bond package, you’ll 
see cultural institutions that can be trusted to 
deliver on the promise of their proposals. At 


the top of the list are Zach, which is asking for 
$10 million toward the construction of a new 
$25 million theatre with 500 seats, and Austin 
Studios, which wants $5 million to make a 
couple of those old airplane hangars it con- 
verted into movie soundstages more like the 
real thing. (Full disclosure: My wife, Barbara 
Chisholm, works for the Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center and is active in the campaign for Prop. 
4.) The fact that Austin Studios has managed to 
host some 30 feature-film productions in these 


buildings without adequate air conditioning or 
soundproofing speaks to the effectiveness of 
its operations. Likewise, in the 15 years since 
it completed its bond-funded arena theatre and 
administrative building, Zach has doubled its 
audience and expanded its budget fivefold to 
$3 million annually. Supporting these organi- 
zations’ projects certainly isn’t taking a gamble 
on some dicey flights of fancy. It’s rewarding 
businesses that have proven their ability not 
only to manage their resources successfully but 
to do so in ways that benefit the entire city and 


draw national attention to Austin. It’s giving 
them the seed money to build on their growth 
and continue to keep pace with the growth of 
our city and of their respective fields. Consider 
it venture capital for the creatively oriented, if 
that helps. 

Of the projects that constitute the rest of 
Prop. 4, only one - Mexic-Arte’s bid for $5 mil- 
lion toward construction of a new $25 million 
museum building, possibly on the site of the 
proposed Mexican American Cultural Center 


- comes from an institution with anything like 
the history or success shared by Austin Studios 
and Zach. The African American Cultural and 
Heritage Facility, the Asian American Resource 
Center, and the MACC are all entities that are 
essentially being developed along with the 
facilities being proposed for them. (For more 
details on these and all the Prop. 4 projects, 
see “Where the Money Goes.”) That may make 
them seem more of a risk than the theatre 
and film projects, but it’s a risk Austin needs 
to take. With all three of these projects and 


Mexic-Arte’s new museum, the city is helping 
provide cultural resources for parts of our com- 
munity that have traditionally received crumbs 
while the majority population ate cake. Where 
African-Americans and Mexican-Americans are 
concerned, our city is, sad to say, still playing 
catch-up, and if we learned nothing else from 
the Midtown Live fire, it’s that’s our city pays 
a painful price when we fail to address quality- 
of-life issues for all its citizens. These facilities 
offer Austin a timely opportunity to do that. 
Approving them now can help ensure that the 
coming generation of Austinites doesn’t miss 
out on the brilliant array of colors that make 
up this city’s cultural heritage. 

The thing is, this may be our only shot for a 
generation. Look at how long it’s taken us just 
to get to this point: 21 years for five projects, 
some of which we’re still waiting to see realized. 
Kids who might have had their lives changed by 
exposure to these facilities have grown up and 
gone away without seeing them built. Think 
about the time lost in those four years after the 
MACC and the Carver were voted down the 
first time. Is that time we can afford to lose now, 
with the city growing as quickly as it is, diver- 
sifying as much as it is? Yes, there are risks. No 
one knows if there’s a bust around the comer 
that might cause some or all of these projects 
to stall or fizzle out. Any of the organizations in 
Prop. 4 could encounter challenges that send 
their bond projects to the same fate as the ones 
of the Eighties. But for $4 a month, we may just 
be giving the Austin of the future the cultural 
facilities it deserves. ■

WINE OF THE WEEK: HI. 


A line of six affordably priced, high-quality 
wines that promises “to be a ticket to a 
world of distinctive flavors, exceptional loca- 
tions, and friendly conversations,” Hi. 

Wines are the brainchild of Olivier Pasquini, 
a French expat living in New York City. 

Earlier this year, Pasquini hired former 
Austinite Neil Turner as vice-president and 
national sales manager. Turner, who cut his 
chops in the Austin restaurant scene at 
places such as Mezzaluna and the Bitter 
End, moved to New York City in 2005. He 
quickly got a job at Best Cellars, an innova- 
tive wine shop created by expert sommelier 
Joshua Wesson, where not one bottle sells 
for more than $15. After soaking up 
Wesson’s philosophy that wine should be a 
fun, everyday drink rather than a daunting 
task, Turner’s fun-loving personality made 
him the perfect fit for Hi. Wines. 

The line, recently introduced to the Texas 
market, features wines of origin from 
France, Italy, and Spain, all priced at around 
$12. The 100% prosecco from 
Valdobbiadene, Italy, is a lively libation with 
a fresh fruit start and a nice, dry finish. The 
refreshing rose is made from 100% French 
grenache blanc 
grapes. The Ovation 
Cuvee is a well-bal- 
anced blend of char- 
donnay, grenache 
blanc, sauvignon 
blanc, and muscat 
sec, all from Pays 
d’Oc in the South of 
France. This is an 
incredibly food- 
friendly wine that 
will pair with fruit, 
cheeses, seafood, 
salads, and light 
chicken dishes. 

The reds include a 
100% syrah and a 
100% pinot noir, 
both from Pays 
d’Oc. The syrah is 
pleasantly fruity and 
lightly spicy and is 
also food-friendly. I 
served it to friends, 
lightly chilled with 
charcuterie, cheeses, and breads, to great 
success. The pinot is velvety and rich, a 
mini-fruit-bomb of a wine that I will drink 
any day. But my favorite is the 100% garna- 
cha from Navarra, Spain, a medium-bodied 
yet rich wine that drinks easily alone or with 
food. We had it with beef rolls in tomato 
sauce from Le Marseillais, but I can imag- 
ine it with a good homemade burger, some 
smoky Texas barbecue, or a prime steak. 

Hi. Wines are ready to take Austin by 
storm. So far, they are at Sun Harvest, 
Whole Foods, and Vinosity. Visit the Web 
site at www.hiwines.com for updates.

A cute and well-appointed boutique in a 
newer shopping center near Northcross 
Mall, Ana Brasil feels like a small 
Brazilian outpost in North Austin. Sultry 
samba sounds welcome you as you enter, 
and the smell of fresh coffee permeates 
the air. The clean and well-organized 
space is colorful and inviting, and the 
staff is warm and friendly. Everything at 
the store is either imported directly from 
Brazil or made by Brazilians who live in 
Texas and the U.S. Here one can find 
everything from gourmet coffee to cloth- 
ing, soccer jerseys, bikinis, interesting 
jewelry and accessories, music CDs, bath 
and body products, and perhaps the best 
selection of Brazilian food products in 
town. Homesick Brazilians will recognize 
many popular candies, cookies, beverag- 
es, and other dry goods. Adventurous 
cooks can find most of the ingredients 
necessary to prepare traditional fare or 
just to try something new and different. 

After visiting Brazil, I became familiar 
with many of their dishes and food products, and the shelves at Ana Brasil brought back 
memories of the little supermarkets I visited in Bahia. Now I can get guava jelly, acaf juice 
(the latest rage these days, thanks to its huge amounts of antioxidants), and a variety of 
vacuum-packed coffees without traveling thousands of miles. Ana Brasil also carries fresh 
dairy products such as queijo Mineiro, a unique melting cheese from the state of Minas 
Gerais; coconut water and coconut milk; and came seca, sun-dried beef used in many 
Brazilian dishes. The freezer is stocked with packages of frozen pao c/e queijo and home- 
made empadinhas, ready to bake and serve; authentic Brazilian sausages such as linguiga 
and calabresa; and traditional barbecue meat cuts such as picanha. Many of the wonderful 
fruits I discovered in Bahia are available in frozen pulp form, perfect for making smoothies 
or ice creams. There’s also a jar of dolce de leite (equivalent to dulce de leche) mixed with 
guava paste that I’ll have to buy next time. Welcome to Austin, Ana Brasil! - C. A.

Central Texas restaurateur Bud Royer fig- 
ured that having pies from Royers Round Top 
Cafe (www.royersroundtopcafe.com) featured on 
the Food Network was likely to provide a good 
boost for his mail-order pie business. He even 
overhauled his Web site in anticipation of a 
surge in business. However, Royer had no way 
of knowing what would ultimately come of the 
cafe’s Labor Day weekend TV exposure. Whole 
Foods Market’s Southwest region Vice- 
President Seth Sutzman happened to see the 
episode of Jamie and Bobby Deen’s Road 
Tasted program that included a segment on 
Royers Cafe. Sutzman and his wife immediate- 
ly hopped in the car and set off for tiny Round 
Top to try the pies for themselves. The upshot 
of the Road Tasted appearance and Sutzman’s 
road trip is that Royer’s pies will be sold at 
Whole Foods Markets in Austin beginning this 
month. Preparing enough pies for the cafe, the 
mail-order business, and Whole Foods will be 
quite an undertaking. In order to make it hap- 
pen, Royer has entered into a partnership with 
Austin’s Meals on Wheels & More (www.meals 
onwheelsandmore.org) and American 
YouthWorks (www.americanyouthworks.org) that 
he’s calling the Austin Pie Empowerment 
Project. Here’s how it will work: The MOW&M 
kitchen in East Austin is empty in the after- 
noons, and CEO Dan Pruett will make it avail- 
able to Royer for baking pies. Royer has 
arranged with AYW founder Richard Halpin to 
hire youngsters from the charter school to 
staff the pie kitchen. Royer will donate a per- 
centage of profit for every pie sold in the 
stores and the mail-order operation to MOW&M 
and AYW. Pie lovers get delicious desserts for 
the holidays and the opportunity to support 
agencies that provide vital services to our com- 
munity in the bargain. What a sweet deal for 
all concerned!... Kate Caswell has recently 
taken over management of the commercial 
kitchen at 917 W. 12th formerly known as 
Gina’s Kitchen. Caswell is putting her UT 
degree in child development and years of food 
service experience to work in a business 
called Cookabilities (444-2665, www.cook 
abilities.com), which offers cooking classes and 
cooking birthday parties especially designed 
for kids from ages 4 to 16.

International Gustations 

In Austin, it's a small world after all, 
but one with plenty of dining options 

Once upon a time, Austin was a sleepy college town with two major employers and limited dining 
options. There was good barbecue and Tex-Mex, to be sure, some standard pizza, Italian-American 
fare, and Chinese takeout, but not much else. Fast-forward to the 21st century: The Austin metro 
area is high tech mecca with a population of a million people, an important percentage of them 
immigrants who are enhancing the diversity of our culinary options with their country’s cuisines. 
Today, not only do we live in grocery-store heaven, but we’re also seeing the development of neigh- 
borhood markets and family-operated restaurants from around the globe. We can get several styles 
of pizza, shop for South American foodstuffs, enjoy crepes, falafel, cochinita pibil, saltanas, or 
samosas, and all it takes is a drive around town. - Virginia B. Wood 


PACHA 

4618 Burnet Rd., 420-8758 
Monday-Thursday, 7am-7pm; Friday, 7am-9pm;

Just north of 45th, the enormous brown cof- 
fee-cup sign on Burnet Road indicates that the 
converted bungalow serves coffee. Pacha is 
indeed a coffeehouse with the full complement 
of caffeinated drinks, but it doesn’t stop there: 
This comfortable neighborhood hangout also 
serves beer, wine, and smoothies, along with 
breakfast, lunch, and (early) dinner. The tiny 
kitchen creates far more ambitious offerings 
than usual coffeehouse fare, with popular regu- 
lar menu items and daily specials. 

Pacha means “earth” in the Quechua lan- 
guage of Bolivia, and the South American theme 
is reflected in the cheerful decor as well as the 
menu. Each of the 10 tabletops is a hand-painted 
Andean scene, the counter is decorated with tiles, 
and the walls, mantles, and shelves are laden with 
art, pottery, and jewelry from Bolivian craft cooper- 
atives, most of it for sale. Coffees arrive in brightly 
colored ceramic cups and saucers or mugs. 

The daily menu is displayed on a chalk- 
board, and you order at the counter. In addi- 


tion to bagels, scones, and muffins, the 
good-deal breakfast special ($5) consists of 
yogurt and granola, coffee, and a breakfast 
taco. Exceptional empanadas ($2.50) are 
variously filled with sweet potato, spinach, 
eggplant, and hummus/tabbouleh, and the 
similar but larger saltanas ($3) come with 
chicken or vegetable filling. An interesting 
chipotle-mushroom tamale is $1.50, and two 
make a meal. 

By lunchtime, daily specials of deep-dish 
quiches, hearty salads, quesadillas, panini, and 
soups appear on the chalkboard, with noth- 
ing more than $6 and a combination deal for 
$5.50. In addition, there’s a daily lasagna dish 
($6.50) like my yummy baked ravioli layered 
with bechamel, mushrooms, and spinach, as 
well as a plate lunch such as pork roast stuffed 
with spinach and ricotta ($7.95). Pacha also 
stages a periodic “supper club” on Saturday 
nights, offering four reserved seatings and a 
prix fixe, four-course menu for $28. 

Pacha’s menu items are tasty, fresh, and 
prepared with obvious attention and skill. 
Unfortunately, the delicious crusts (on empana- 
das, saltanas, and the lovely apple pie) do not 


benefit from warming in a microwave. Excepting 
that fixable issue, Pacha is a cozy spot with 
pleasant ambience, good coffees, and afford- 
able fine food. - MM Pack

When Vilim opened his own restaurant, 
Maldonado was one of his first hires. For five 
years, Margarito Maldonado was the lunch 
chef at Mirabelle. But Margarito had always 
dreamed of starting his own restaurant. A year 
and a half ago, he found his opportunity and 
opened Los Pinos. 

His choice of location - near Lake Travis’ 
southern shoreline - makes Los Pinos some- 
thing of a trek. It’s worth it. 

While the menu is full of Tex-Mex concoc- 
tions, there are a few surprises that reflect 
Maldonado’s brush with Southwest cuisine and 
the food he made at Mirabelle. 

Take their soups. The small bowls are $3.95, 
but one is plenty for one person. Big eaters can 
always spring for the $7.25 large bowl. Every 
day, he has tortilla soup that bears more than 
a passing resemblance to Dean Fearing’s soup 
at the Mansion on Turtle Creek. The chicken 
soup with vegetables (what Maldonado himself 
was having one night when we were there late) 
is so chock-full of white meat and veggies that 
there’s hardly any room for broth. Ditto for 
the beef soup with vegetables. We chose the 
pozole with pork and hominy. This will scare 
those of you used to lighter-style pozole. It’s 
dense, rich, and full of both chorizo and hominy. 
The menudo came steaming and overflowing 
with tripe.

CURRY IN A HURRY

Vegetarians: Listen up! Curry in a Hurry 
is a relatively new and authentic vegetar- 
ian North Indian (Rajasthan and Gujarat) 
restaurant, and it serves large portions 
of vibrant, delicious food daily for $4.99 
a plate. The menu changes every day, 
and on offer are three different main 
dishes, two different sides, a choice of 
two paratha (think Indian tortillas) or four 
rod (smaller and thinner than paratha), 
with a side of fluffy basmati rice. Peruse 
the board and make your choice, order 
at the counter, and wait a minute before 
the food arrives. The week’s offerings are 
posted on their Web site, and it is pos- 
sible to eat there every day and always 
get something different. 

Monday’s main fare included a choice 
between palak paneer, spinach with home- 
made cheese; cauliflower mutter, a spicy ® 
cauliflower melange with peas and pota- S 
toes; and a/oo sabzi, potatoes and peas | 
with turmeric, garlic, and ginger. The spin- o 


ach is perhaps the best in town; unlike 
the green mush you normally find, this version has distinct spicing (fenugreek, ginger and 
garlic, tomato, coriander, and cumin), and the spinach is recognizable. The cauliflower is spicy, 
with depth; the potatoes and peas creamy and delectable. Both the dal fry (a soupy mix of 
split peas and lentils) and the toor whole (pigeon peas in a dark aromatic broth) were superb, 
and the accompanying paratha and roti flatbreads divine. 

The snack that day was a flaky potato-and-pea samosa with a spicy tamarind dipping sauce 
(75 cents). On Friday evenings, and all day Saturday and Sunday, a large and comprehensive 
list of snacks, chaat, and sweets draws in the crowds. Chaat are roadside snacks which are 
typically prepared in stalls, and North India was their birthplace. It’s a fantastic and cheap 
method of grazing. Curry in a Hurry prepares one of the most inexpensive feasts in town, and 
it’s not just for the vegetarians: This food is exciting. - Mick Vann 



ARPEGGIO GRILL

Often when we hear from readers about 
their favorite neighborhood eateries, it’s 
obvious they aren’t entirely sure they want 
to part with the information. Sure, they 
know the hard-working restaurant owner 
could use the publicity and extra business, 
but if the secret gets out, their personal 
favorite spot is likely to be overrun with 
new customers. Lucky for us, fans of 
Arpeggio Grill struggled with the dilemma 
and were generous enough to share. 

Israeli-born Adam Trosich operated 
restaurants in California for years before 
bringing his family to Austin. Last spring, 
the Trosich family took over an abandoned 
Schlotzsky’s outlet in a strip center just 
north of Highland Mall and created the 
Arpeggio Grill. The casual eatery offers 25 
finger-licking-good flavors of chicken wings, 
an interesting selection of pizzas, and a full 
complement of Mediterranean dishes pre- 
pared from family recipes. And members 
of the family are always there to serve you 
and make you feel right at home. They’ll 
prepare your meal to eat in, take out, or be 
delivered (within a certain area). 


The readers who first turned me on to 
Arpeggio are big fans of the Monster Pizza 
(almost 30 inches, $18-32, depending on 
toppings), which makes a regular appear- 
ance at a weekly TV viewing party. Other 
folks rave about the wing selection - as 
few as five or as many as 100 in flavors 
that range from mild to nuclear hot. My 
personal favorites so far come from the 
Mediterranean portion of the menu. I’m 
partial to the hummus with chicken sha- 
warma ($6.99) and the moist, flavorful 
shish-kabob mix ($9.99) with lamb, beef, 
and chicken kabobs served with fluffy bas- 
mati rice, salad, and pitas. The Arpeggio 
Mese Platter ($9.99) provides the oppor- 
tunity to sample all the traditional appetiz- 
ers - hummus, baba ghanouj, dolmas, 
tabbouleh, falafels, shawarma, a pungent 
garlic sauce, and pitas - and it’s plenty 
enough to share with friends. The Arpeggio 
Roast Chicken ($6.99), a half chicken 
marinated in lemon and herbs served on 
a bed of fluffy rice, was a little on the dry 
side but packed with flavor. The toothsome 
tabbouleh ($2.99) is very refreshing, and 
there are good, simple salads and plenty 
of vegetarian options. The last caveat: Put 
that first takeout menu in a safe place, 
because for some reason the Arpeggio 
Grill isn’t listed in information. - V.B.W.

In what feels like an embarrassment of 
riches, another quality pizza shop has 
opened on South Congress. Southside 
Flying Pizza has taken over the former 
Dairy Queen/Freddie’s Flaircuts location, 
and transformed it into an unpretentious, 
first-rate pizzeria. Partners Bill Graham 
and Brad Yerkes have created a comfort- 
able neighborhood hangout, one that 
combines East with Southwest. The 
dining room is simple, and the aroma 
of pizza baking provides all the 
necessary ambience. 

The pizza is Neapolitan-style, and the 
semolina-enriched dough is hand-tossed. 
The outer crust has a firm, chewy texture 
with full, aromatic bread flavor. The tomato 
sauce is house-made, and they’ve kept it 
simple: crushed tomatoes, garlic roasted 
in olive oil, and fresh basil. The cheeses 
are imported Italian mozzarella and 
Romano. Each topping is $1.50 per pizza 
(including the expensive ones), and there 
are 26 to choose from, including portobello 


mushrooms, prosciutto, artichoke hearts, 
Gorgonzola, and Southside’s signature 
house-made Italian sausage. Pizzas are 
$8 for a medium and $10 for a large. 
Southside also offers a lunch/afterschool 
special between 11am and 4pm: $3.50 for 
a personal pizza, toppings 50 cents each. 

There are three salads to choose from, 
and all three rise above the common- 
place; in addition to salad mix and toma- 
toes, the house salad is topped with honey- 
roasted pecans and feta cheese. The 
spinach salad comes with red onions, 
tomatoes, mushrooms, and feta, plus bacon 
and hardboiled eggs. The Caesar adds 
kalamata olives, pepperoncinis, and toma- 
toes to the usual cheese, romaine, and 
croutons. The lettuce and spinach in the 
salads are so fresh they are squeaky, and 
the dressings are perfect. All of the salads 
are $3.50 for a small and $7 for a large. 

Italian hoagies ($4 half/$8 full), cal- 
zones ($11), and stromboli ($11) are also 
available, as are beer and wine. In every 
way, the team at Southside puts in that 
extra effort that makes all the difference, 
from making their own dressings, sauce, 
and sausage to remembering your name. 
And ... drum roll ... they deliver to the 
entire 78704 ZIP code! - Kate Thornberry 


We also ordered queso fundido ($6.25), 
a version with less cheese and more meat 
and peppers than usual. The corn tortillas we 
ordered to accompany were handmade and hot 
off the skillet. 

Our waitress, Matilde, made our drinks 
specially to order. The top-shelf rita ($7.95) 
was just as we asked: very light on the lime 
juice, no bar mix, and heavy on the tequila. 

The Mexican martini ($5.50) was served a 
la the Cedar Door, with a large shaker filled 
with about three drinks. Los Pinos limits the 
Mexican martini to two per customer, and 
they’re right. It’s a hammer. It’s also so smooth 
and delicious, you don’t notice them going 
down until it’s too late. 

We saw some carnitas ($9.95) going by and 
were sorely tempted, but Matilde recommended 
the Los Pinos Special Pork ($10.95), tender 
chunks of pork in the most delicious, tangy gua- 
jillo sauce, perked up with some tropical fruit 
flavors. Maldonando’s cochinita pibil ($9.95) 
was as traditional a version as you would find 
in Mexico, steaming hot and fork tender. 

The best dish of the night was Tilapia 
Borracho ($9.95). Tequila provided the drunken 
factor, but the sauce was what made the dish. 
Chipotles mixed with cream, corn, and mush- 
rooms adorned the fish and sent me running 
for more fresh corn tortillas to scoop up the 
remaining sauce. 

Service at Los Pinos was attentive, helpful, 
timely, and friendly. How often do you find 
that combination in Austin? Bottom line: 
worth a trip. - Wes Marshall

There are eating destinations we choose 
because they’re there and we are, too. You 
know these places: They satisfy our conve- 
nience factor more than our palate. Then 
there are the places that are off our intended 
path, but a substantial enough improve- 
ment over the obvious that they’re worth the 
detour. Lastly, there are the restaurants whose 
location is so obscure or remote that a fair 


amount of commitment is required by any 
interested customer in order to seek it out. 
Commitment on this level is born out of the 
assurance of a singular dining experience. 
Which is exactly what one discovers at Flip 
Happy Crepes, the eatery not only housed in 
a trailer, but a trailer parked behind a retail 
shop completely out of view of pedestrian and 
motorized traffic. 

Flip Happy Crepes has landed in South 
Austin, a neighborhood perfectly suited to its 
improbable business strategy. Hidden behind 
Floribunda, a verdant landscape nursery, Flip 
Happy is lodged in a retro Airstream trailer, fes- 
tively festooned with string lights. Surrounding 
the trailer is a comfortably ramshackle dining 
area of outdoor tables, umbrellas, paper lan- 
terns, etc. The menu consists exclusively of 


crepes, save the available side salad. Savory 
crepes, meat crepes, fruit crepes: They’re all 
here. Crepes haven’t been a sexy menu item 
since the glory days of that Seventies-era mid- 
American bistro the Magic Pan. But partners 
Nessa Higgins and Andrea Day Boykin are flip- 
ping creations from scratch that could make 
crepes the next taco. 

We’ve sampled a variety of savory and 
sweet options and have found them all gooey, 
rich, and utterly satisfying. To be honest, on 
our first venture we thought that one crepe 
wouldn’t make a substantial enough repast so 
we ordered two. Our co-workers were delighted. 
Don’t be misled into thinking these are light 
snacks: The roast pork with gruyere ($5.50) is 
so laden with succulent meat and rich cheese 
that we’ve not yet been able to complete a 


serving in one sitting. The Cuban-inspired pork, 
Cheddar cheese, and pickles ($5.50) reputedly 
has a devout following, and we can understand 
why, as it combines the best of France and 
Cuba. We also found the roast chicken with car- 
melized onions and goat cheese ($5.50) to be 
a piquant and savory lunch. On the sweet side, 
we were seduced by the vanilla pastry cream 
with berry sauce ($3.75), a more traditional 
rendition of a crepe. Equally successful in our 
book is the lemon curd with blueberry dressing 
($3.75), a creation that had us literally licking 
the dish. 

It’s an unlikely combination: the strictly 
South Austin funky setting and the tres French 
menu. And it’s just this juxtaposition that 
makes Flip Happy worth searching out for 
lunch or Friday dinner. - Barbara Chisholm

THE BIG ANIMAL 

Milestone, $29.95 

Parables are a 
thorny thicket for film- 
makers. Too light a 
touch, and your movie 
will fall into fairy-tale 
sentimentality; come 
on too heavy, however, 
and it will drown in 
the murky waters of 
its message, leaving 
trifles like story and 
character floating out 
to sea. The Big Animal, 

which tells the story of small-town Polish bank 
clerk Zygmunt Sawicki, his loyal wife, and the 
camel they find one evening in their front yard 
(stop me if you’ve heard this one before), 
treads this dodgy terrain ably, turning a tale 
about the bond between a man and his beast 
into an allegory of fiercest humanity. 

Written by legendary Polish filmmaker 
Krzysztof Kieslowski ( The Decalogue, the 
Three Colors trilogy) and directed by longtime 
Polish actor and Kieslowski collaborator Jerzy 
Stuhr, The Big Animal is a deadpan black comedy 
about the imaginative vitality of the individual 
struggling to survive against suffocating group 
thought - an issue long prominent in Polish film 
and one close to the hearts of Kieslowski and 
Stuhr, who lived and worked under communist 
rule for most of their lives. Stuhr digs deep into 
the role of Sawicki, illuminating all sides of an 
ordinary man fighting against the mockery and 
fear of his neighbors and the petty bureaucracy 
they depend on to keep everyone safe and simi- 
lar - all the while playing straight man to a drom- 
edary. Over the course of the film’s short 72 
minutes, as the weight of that bureaucracy 
comes crashing down on him, Sawicki grows into 
a hero of the queerest kind: proud and stubborn 
but essentially ignorant of the symbolic value of 
the war he’s waging. He doesn’t want to change 
the world; he just wants his camel. As for Stuhr, 
his television interview in the disc’s bonus fea- 
tures is a fascinating lightning-round history of 
modern Polish cinema from Andrzej Wajda to 
Maciej Stuhr, Jerzy’s own son and fellow screen 
star, and his observations during the making-of 
documentary show a man of humor and wit with 
a passion for exposing the dangers of unexam- 
ined social leanings. - Josh Rosenblatt

AUSTIN CLAIMS 'MIRACLE' 

North and South Carolina’s loss is 
Austin’s gain. The baseball film The Third 
Miracle (there are signs the name may 
change to The Perfect Game) was prepped 
and ready to start filming there on Oct. 13, 
but a shortage of crew has sent the proj- 
ect to Austin. Cheech Marin, Danna 
Garcia, and Eduardo Verastegui star in 
the story of the dirt-poor 1957 Little 
League World Series team from Monterrey, 
Mexico, that was the first foreign team to 
claim the title. Michael Corenblith, pro- 
duction designer for 2004’s The Alamo, is 
onboard for the film, to be directed by 
South African Rocco DeVilliers. The 
Carolinas, which offer filming incentives 
similar to those being pushed by leaders 
of the Texas film scene, ironically lost the 
project because they were seeing a surge 
in filming activity. “We’d have to bring 
everyone in from Los Angeles, and when 
we did a cost comparison, that was cost 
prohibitive,” producer Daniel De Liege 
told the The Charlotte Observer, which in 
its story listed the film’s budget in “the 
low eight figures.” Filming is now under 


AT THE ALAMO DOWNTOWN 

Two Star Symphony does 
'The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari' 

We know what paranoia can look like, 
thanks to German director Robert Wiene 
and The Cabinet of Dr. Caligari, his 1920 
masterpiece of expressionist filmmaking. 
Wiene’s silent nightmare mirrors the shat- 
tered mind of its protagonist via the jarring 
use of chiaroscuro and disconcertingly cant- 
ed sets and was the first popular film to 
delve into the psychology of madness and 
murder. Paranoia wears the mask of Cesare, 
the sleepwalker, and Conrad Veidt, the actor, 
whip-thin in fashionably Bauhaus black. 

But what does paranoia sound like? 

Come this weekend, it’s going to sound a 
lot like the Houston-based string quartet 
Two Star Symphony, which will perform its 
new, original score for Wiene’s influential 
phantasmagoria at the Alamo Drafthouse 
Cinema Downtown Saturday evening. 

“This is our first score 
for a full-length feature 
film,” says violinist Debra 
Brown, who makes up 
what has to be Houston’s 
most singular “haunting 
and elegant” quartet along 
with cellist Margaret 
Lejeune, violist Jo Bird, 
and violinist Jerry Ochoa. 

With a sound that brings 
to mind Tim Burton bat- 
tling Tom Waits for pride of 
place in Rasputina’s bed, 

Two Star Symphony seems 
to be the ideal choice for 
this particularly autumnal 
live score screening in the 
Alamo’s ongoing love affair 
with silent cinema. 

Of composing their 
debut film score, Brown 


says, “Initially, we went to the museum and 
got them to do a live recording, reel-to-reel, 
of the actual film so that we could get the 
exact timing down. And then, after that, 
Margaret, Jo, and I would sit and watch the 
film, section by section, to try and get a feel 
for what we thought the emotions were for 
that particular sequence.” 

What’s all the more remarkable is that 
Brown says the quartet wasn’t familiar with 
Caligari before it was approached by the 
Museum of Fine Arts 
Houston to apply their 
unique vision to Weine’s 
equally unique film; the 
resulting score was per- 
formed before a sellout 
crowd at the museum 
this past Sunday and is 
slated for recording in 
the near future, which 
should make recreation- 
al paranoia all the more 
enjoyable whether you’re 
watching Weine, F.W. 
Murnau, or just idly won- 
dering why your next- 
door neighbor has such 
pointy, pointy teeth. It’s 
the soundtrack to 
uneasy dreams and 
pleasant nightmares.

When the Family Business Is 
the Oldest Profession in the World 


The AFS Texas 
Documentary Tour: 

Mystelle Brabbee's 

'Highway Courtesans' IE S. LEWIS 


It would be tough to say which is more arrest- 
ing: Mystelle Brabbee’s film, Highway Courtesans, 
or the story behind it. The film is set in a matri- 
archal society - the Bachara community in 
central India - where families have traditionally 
supported themselves by setting their daughters 
up in the business of prostitution. 

The primary customer base is now the truck- 
driver trade that passes through this town on a 
major north-south artery. Girls as young as 13, 
in a community reputedly descended from the 
palace courtesans of old and considered to be 
lower than the lowest untouchable caste, sit by 
the side of the road to attract passing truckers. 
When a customer pulls over, the terms of a tryst 
are negotiated with dad acting as pimp and it 
takes place on the bare floor of a one-room cot- 
tage that the family has set aside for this purpose 
only. (A daughter’s only alternative to meeting

her familial income-generating obligation would 
be to find a suitor willing to pay a very high 
dowry for the privilege of marrying her - an 
unlikely prospect in this reverse dowry arrange- 
ment, even in the best of economic times.) 

Brabbee focuses on the story of 16-year-old 
Guddi, who resisted - unsuccessfully - her par- 
ents’ pressure to be in the “business” but still 
hopes to break free by bringing in the expected 
income as a teacher or maybe even getting mar- 
ried and moving away. Following her story, we 
are made incidentally privy - through glimpses 
of the lives of the other girls in her extended 
family, many raising babies from an assortment 
of transient fathers - to what becomes of a 
young girl’s need to nurture and be nurtured, 
to have a family, when her body is sold as a 
commodity by her parents. 

□ 

The backstory to the film - Brabbee’s first - 
might well fill a documentary text on Mistakes 
Not to Make. Brabbee’s interest in the Bachara 
community was piqued by an article in the 
Indian magazine India Today, a cross between 
People and Newsweek. (The filmmaker’s sole 
connection and fascination with things Indian 
came from earlier travels there and having 
grown up with Indians in and around ashrams 
in Denver and northern California.) The article, 
she recalls, “was a very flowery description of 
the Bachara community, as a matriarchal soci- 
ety where the eldest daughter of every family 
was a prostitute, but she was held in reverence 
and treated with affection and had a special 
position in the community. I had a hard time 
wrapping my mind around this concept, so 
that was the film I wanted to make. A different 
film than the many out there about red-light 


districts and sex trafficking in India.” 

This film, alas, would take nine years to com- 
plete, though not by choice. A weary Brabbee 
points out that it felt like she’d made four films 
during that time, adding with wry understate- 
ment, “I didn’t know it at the time, but it was 
an ambitious first project to take on.” 

On the basis of this single magazine article 
- “this was 1995, pre-Internet, and I could 
find nothing else about the Bachara com- 
munity” - and speaking not a word of Hindi, 
Brabbee booked a flight to India, grabbed her 
Hi8 camera, and took off ... only to be booted 
out by the police three days after arriving. 
Turns out this remote, dangerous area unfre- 
quented by Western or Indian travelers is an 
opium-growing region where there thrives an 
unholy relationship among the drug trade, the 
police, and the community. 


“The rumors flew about what I was doing 
there. Was I part of some human rights organiza- 
tion trying to shut things down? Everyone was 
protecting something, and I had to leave because 
I didn’t have the right visa,” she explains. 
Returning three years later with the “right” visa 
- a journalist’s visa - brought its own perverse 
drawbacks: “This time the red carpet was rolled 
out, which meant I entered the village with a 
six-person police escort, despite begging them 
to just drop me off on the outskirts of the village. 
Not exactly the way I wanted to interact with 
the community.” Certainly not conducive to her 
goal of creating a trusting, personal relationship 
with reticent subjects. 

□ 

Still, she soldiered on, clinging to her origi- 
nal concept and focusing on one of the girls in 
the village who was in the business. Three trips 


and three years later, Brabbee sat down and 
edited her film and decided she hated it. 

“Something didn’t resonate with me in this 
cut,” she recalls. “It felt thin, like I hadn’t 
probed deeply enough - and I knew it wasn’t 
done. I wanted to be done. I was tired. I’d been 
at this project for over three years. I wanted to 
move on to something new, but I couldn’t.” 

The girl she’d originally focused on (before 
Guddi), who seemed so bright and shiny and 
eager to be in the film, had not been at all 
forthcoming on camera about her inner feel- 
ings, eager as she was to dance and sing for the 
camera Bollywood-style and even offer actual 
lines from Bollywood films. “The film at that 
first cut, felt like B-roll, shot by an outsider,” 
explained the filmmaker, realizing to her cha- 
grin that she needed to go back and be more 
open to what was going on in the Bachara 


community - to push beyond her preconcep- 
tions - even if it meant more trips and more 
years on the project. 

Then there was the language barrier, or the 
issue of how much was lost in translation. 
If she knew she’d be working on this film 
for nine years, Brabbee says she would have 
learned Hindi. Not that that would have made 
all that much difference. The villagers spoke a 
dialect of Hindi unfamiliar to even the Bombay 
translator she’d hired. When she went back to 
the drawing board after chucking her first cut, 
the filmmaker decided to lose the male transla- 
tor and hire a female translator. But language 
problems persisted. 

“They say that a director is supposed to be 
in control of her film,” Brabbee says. “The fact 
is, if you’re making a film in another language, 
you’re actually wildly out of control. I’d ask 
a question and could only hope that she was 


translating it in the same way. Someone would 
give a 15- minute answer, there ’d be an ongo- 
ing conversation and, at the end, the translator 
would turn to me with a one-word answer.” 

Or worse, as she later discovered when 
reviewing the interview footage at the end of 
each day, the translator was asking the ques- 
tions in a leading or even antagonistic way 

- ’’Don’t you think it’s bad that ...” - in other 
words, expressing her own disapproval of the 
girls’ business. 

“I went around and around with her, begging 
her, please, please, please leave her own judge- 
ments out of the questions, but, of course, over 
the years of shooting the film, the tone had 
already been set. You can definitely sense that 
with some of the questions in the film. So this, 
of course, complicated the editing process, try- 
ing to carve all of this away,” Brabbee explains,

adding that it was impossible to edit out all of 
the translator’s attitude. 

And during the long, tedious translation pro- 
cess and the years it took before every word had 
been translated, Brabbee would discover - time 
and again, to her horror, and, of course, much 
too late to do anything about it - that someone 
had said something really provocative that went 
without so much as a follow-up question, much 
less a different line of questioning. 

□ 

Even in a perfectly translated world, there 
remained in this remote culture, the difficulty 

- often impossibility - of nailing down the 
facts. This was, after all, a documentary. So, 
what was the actual historical origin of the 
“business” in the Bachara community? And 
did the “love husband” that one of the girls 
waxes so romantically about on camera - as 
the loving, attentive father of her several babies 

- actually exist? 

“As an outsider, you’re asking many ques- 
tions about their lives, and you’re told different 
stories, often conflicting throughout the years,” 
Brabbee says. “At the end of nine years, you 
just take away what feels the most truthful or 
what was the most commonly told story. So, 
that’s why this was not a documentary about 
‘facts.’ Mostly, I tried to tell Guddi’s story, 
because facts were very hard to come by. Very 
hard to come by.” 

Happily for us all, the emotional truths 
revealed in the film require neither explanation 
nor translation. ■

TV EYE 

Is Free Speech

Free speech is one of the current hot top- 
ics on shows like The Daily Show, The Colbert 
Report, and Real Time With Bill Maher. And while 
those discussions are lively and full of clever and 
barbed swipes, the discussion is often limited 
in scope and perspective. That’s why a surpris- 
ingly charming little film called The F Word is a 
welcome addition to the discussion. 

Blending fiction with reality Jed Weintrob’s 
film places an actor (Josh Hamilton) playing a 
fictional radio-show host, interacting with other 
actors while conducting man-on-the-street inter- 
views with nonactors (i.e., real people). The 
approach is not entirely new. Robert Altman’s 
Tanner ’ 88 series about a fictional presidential 
candidate, which aired on the Sundance Channel, 
comes to mind. Even with this precursor, The F 
Word is an interesting hybrid that not only com- 
ments on the subject matter at hand - what is free 
speech, and why is it important? - but also gives 
sharp consideration to how “truth” and “reality” 
are constructed. If you’re paying attention, that 
is. And even if you’re not, viewers must wonder 
at the sense of disequilibrium felt when watching 
the film, which Weintrob embeds with intent. 



u The F Word purposely plays with the blur- 
ring line between fiction and reality, much in 
the same way the current administration has 
been blurring the line by manipulating the 
media over the past five years,” Weintrob says 
in IFC press materials, citing the appearance 
of government-produced videos that aired on 
local newscasts around the country as impar- 
tial news reports. However, to Weintrob’s 
credit, it’s virtually impossible to watch The 
F Word passively, as it continually prods the 
viewer to wonder, “What am I watching?” 

The fiction of the film is the story of radio 
talk-show host Joe Pace (Hamilton), who arrives 
at work knowing his hours are numbered. After 
accumulating a million dollars in violations, his 
show, The F Word, is being shuttered by the FCC. 
Unwilling to go out with a whimper, Pace takes 
his mic into the streets of New York for a live 
broadcast, which just happens to be the last day 
of the 2004 Republican National Convention 
held in New York. While Pace is concerned 
with his last hurrah in the face of an FCC crack- 


down, the film is concerned with what makes 
free speech free and how reality is constructed. 
Although the protests at the RNC were slightly 
covered in the mainstream press or described as 
a ruckus by a small band of kooks and outsiders, 
Weintrob (through Pace) encounters a diverse 
and passionate critical mass. Not content to 
settle for a leftist diatribe, Weintrob also seeks 
and captures the voices of Bush supporters, ex- 
military members - who offer opposing views of 
the war in Iraq - and, yes, a few goofballs. 

The F Word offers a thoughtful, frightening, 
and sometimes whimsical study on the state of 
free speech in a nation where the window to 
that freedom is slowly being bricked shut. 

Other actor/characters in The F Word include 
Waris Ahluwalia (The Life Aquatic With Steve 
Zissou), Zak Orth (Wet Hot American Summer), 
Sam Rockwell (Matchstich Men), and Callie 
Thome (Rescue Me). Appearing as themselves are 
John Perry Barlow, co-founder of the Electronic 
Frontier Foundation; activist the Rev. Billy; 
independent vice-presidential candidate Peter 
Camejo; and singer-songwriter Peter Salett. 

The F Word premieres on the IFC Channel on 
Monday, Nov. 6. Check local listings for airtime.

FORTY LICKS 


Britt Daniel is too busy to talk to the press, which is a good thing. According to Merge 
Records, Daniel and his Spoon mates are knee-deep in the studio, toiling away on the follow- 
up to 2005’s Gimme Fiction; he’ll surface at the Parish for a solo show tonight (Thursday) with 
Sally Crewe & the Sudden Moves and Pink Nasty. Moreover, the soundtrack for upcoming 
Will Ferrell/Emma Thompson comedy Stranger Than Fiction, out Tuesday on Columbia/Sony 
Music Soundtrax, is a virtual Spoon album itself, with “Small Stakes,” “My Mathematical 
Mind,” “Vittorio E,” and brand-new “The Book I Write.” (Britt Daniel back on a major label - 
now that’s stranger than fiction.) Daniel also collaborated with Redd Kross drummer Brian 
Reitzell on Stranger’ s score; several of their efforts fill out the album alongside songs from 
Friday’s Emo’s visitor Wreckless Eric, the Jam, Maximo Park, M83, and, naturally, Vangelis.

Eddie Stout’s local Dialtone Records is as old-school as they come, a throwback to when 
enterprising record men ran labels from their houses or the trunks of their cars. “I’m just trying 
to make enough money to put out the next record,” says Stout from his day job at Macy’s, 
where he keeps the ladies of Austin in fine footwear. Stout actually does run Dialtone from his 
house, and after clearing up some distribution difficulties, has released three of this fall’s cooler 
CDs: Houston’s Third Ward Blues, by former Freddie King and Clifton Chenier sideman Joe 
Doucet; the self-titled Texas Southside Kings, an assortment of Texas R&B vets including 94- 
year-old piano man Big Walter “The Thunderbird” Price; and ... With Friends, the latest from 
Austin gospel legends the Original Bells of Joy and buddies Willie Nelson, Joe Ely, Kimmie 
Rhodes, and more. “I look for the guys who recorded in the Fifties, or didn’t get a chance to 
record,” says Stout. Although the U.S. market for Stout’s product is limited (“none of my stuff 
sells”), sales in Europe and Japan are enough to keep Dialtone afloat. “There’s nobody doing 
this,” he says. “Or if there is, I don’t know ’em. Maybe at the Smithsonian or something.”

Richards, mean- 
while, enjoyed some down time at the Four Seasons, where an awestruck bellhop 
encountered the guitarist waiting for an elevator. They conversed for several minutes 
before another guest came along and pressed the button, at which time it finally 
dawned on Richards that he hadn’t. Truly an inspiration to us all. 


EMOTIONAL RESCUE 



Besides being Stones central last 
Sunday night and welcoming back old 
friends the Fabulous Thunderbirds, 

Sister 7, and Jimmie Vaughan for late 
founder Clifford Antone’s birthday, 

Antone’s beginnings were cast in metal 
and concrete Saturday afternoon. Mayor 
Will Wynn and other dignitaries, includ- 
ing U.S. Rep. Lloyd Doggett and former 
City Council Member Daryl Slusher, 
dedicated a Texas historical marker at 
Sixth and Brazos, where Antone, who 
passed away May 28 at age 56, started 
the club in 1975. Vaughan, James 
Cotton, and Derek O’Brien brought 
some blues back to the corner, while 
Wynn praised both Antone’s love of the 
blues and philanthropy. The mayor cited Antone’s Help Clifford Help Kids charity, which 
welcomes Maceo Parker to its annual fundraiser tonight at the Austin Music Hall, and 
his crucial role in making Austin a haven for musicians of every stripe. “We have to make 
sure [musicians] can be gainfully employed and stay healthy,” Wynn said. On that note, the 
Health Alliance for Austin Musicians should know very soon how much its citywide Oct. 
3 benefit day brought in. Nov. 1 was the deadline for the dozens of local businesses donat- 
ing a portion of that day’s receipts to HAAM to report their figures.

STIHL WHEELS 



Doug Moreland has carved out a unique 
niche in the Texas country scene. Literally. To 
supplement his income as an entertainer, 

Moreland practices the surprisingly lucrative 
art of chain saw sculpture. His 6-foot cow- 
boy at Hill’s Cafe in South Austin sold for a 
cool $1,350. “That saved my butt,” he says. 

The West Texas native, 32, was at a 1999 gig 
in New Mexico when some friends in the area 
invited him to help carve some bears out of 
logs. “The people behind me said, 'Between 
the three of ’em, we sell 100 a week for 
$100-150 apiece,”’ Moreland recounts. “I 
was like, ‘Man, can I borrow a chain saw?”’ His band immediately cleared its schedule, bought chain 
saws, and spent two months in eastern Tennessee carving away. “I made enough money to record a 
couple records and move back to Austin,” Moreland says. Unlike Jackyl, Moreland leaves the chain 
saw out of his stage show, playing fiddle, guitar, and bantering with his band and border-collie side- 
kick Saidi, a variety similar to his new, Western swing-dominated album. The self-titled disc’s abun- 
dance of traveling songs, he notes, is a natural byproduct of a schedule that takes him as near as El 
Campo and College Station and as far as Panama and Costa Rica, where he had several gigs in 
September. “I think every gringo on the island was there,” says Moreland, who swings by Antone’s 
Wednesday. See further carvings at DougMoreland.com or his Cattlelacs store in Manchaca.

Enjoy 
those cocktails with host Ray Benson, and guests Billy Bob Thornton, Jimmy Jam, 
Paul Wall, Lil Keke, and the one and only Coota Bang, guys. Go easy on the sizzurp. 
Tickets are $150 for Recording Academy members, $175 for the general public, and, 
TCB has a hunch, worth every last red cent.

“We’re gonna play, and some of you 
are gonna dance. Holy mackerel, it’s 
the Cornell Hurd Band! ” 

Amid a brassy crush of guitars, piano, steel, 
fiddle, drums, bass, and sax, Cornell Hurd and 
his ninepiece band swing into “I Don’t Care 
What It Is That You Did When You Lived in 
Fort Worth.” In this atmosphere, heavy on the 
Mexican decor, icons, and portraits of south-of- 
the-border folk heroes, a wheezy blast of con- 
junto or norteno might be de rigueur, but the 
sound accompanying this Western swing num- 
ber is the scraping of chairs on Jovita’s wooden 
deck. Longhairs, grayhairs, and the occasional 
couple under 40 rise from their tables and step 
onto the dance floor for the first of two solid 
hours of music. 

“Entertainment” might be a better word 
for what Hurd and company serve up every 
Thursday at the South Austin Mexican food 
mainstay, their sets encompassing a wide mar- 
gin of music, dancing, probably dinner, and 
definitely laughs. Yuks go with CHB’s sweep- 
ing swing like Western shirts and cowboy hats, 
though Hurd and his troupe balk at the notion 
of being called a comedy band. It’s about the 
music, he insists, and he’s right: Those pack- 
ing the dance floor at Jovita’s for the last 10 
years or the band’s monthly Broken Spoke gigs 
aren’t looking for snake- oil schtick between the 
shuffles. They want to dance like the dickens. 
Cornell Hurd and his band of merry musicians 
are only too happy to oblige. 

The guitars twang, the steel zings, the fiddle 
weeps, and the dance floor is shoulder- to- 
shoulder. Standing about 6 feet 4 inches in hat 
and boots, Hurd surveys the room and leans to 
the microphone. 

“Welcome to Texas, where we still love our 
women.” 

The Hurd Mentality 

Away from the weekly shows and behind the 
black felt cowboy hat and embroidered Western 
shirts is another Cornell Hurd. Not just the 
quick-witted California native who claims a Bay 
Area Music Award for his work with the Mondo 
Hot Pants Orchestra. Not just the former hard- 
drinking, coke-snorting party guy who survived 
a stint in rehab. Not just the executive head- 
hunter by day who wears Hawaiian shirts in his 
South Austin gumshoe office. Not just the fam- 
ily man who brags about his wife and children. 
We’re talking about the true-blue patriot who, 
with his family, visits the grave of B-24 bomber 
pilot 2nd Lt. Lloyd Hughes in San Antonio 
every Memorial Day. 

“Many people consider me an expert on 
this, but I just hang with the experts,” he says. 
“Go to August 1, 1943, World War II. We sent 
bombers at low level, zero altitude, to try and 
cut six months off the war in Ploiesti, Romania. 
There were horrible losses, and they gave five 
medals of honor that day to airmen. They prob- 
ably could have given away 15. 

“One of the guys killed that day was a Texan, 
Lloyd ‘Pete’ Hughes, from Corpus Chris ti. They 
named a building after him at A&M. Every 
Memorial Day we go put flowers on his grave at 
Fort Sam Houston. Danny Young took that pic- 
ture. His dad was flying next to Hughes when 


Nashville should get on its 
knees and thank Hurd for 
reading the honky-tonk 
bible and adhering to its 
golden rule: Thou shalt not 
forsake thy dancers . 


“I worked as a headhunter in the semicon- 
ductor business for years,” he nods. “No one I 
ever talked to said they wanted to come here 
because of UT or Longhorn football. No one 
ever said they wanted to come because of the 
state Capitol. I never met anyone doing that 
job who didn’t know that Austin is where the 
music is. And look at this!” 

He snatches a map from the recent NAMM 
convention and rips it open, pounding a broad 
finger on it. 


Hurd Is the Word 

'Country Music's Worst Nightmare' 


he was killed,” explains Hurd, holding up a 
framed snapshot of the grave site, then beams 
as he points to two figures in the picture. “And 
these are my boys, the rock guitar players.” 
Hurd’s love of military planes and fasci- 
nation with them is evident in the decor of 
his office just off South Congress. Collaging 
the sky blue walls are historical photos, 
newspaper clippings, album covers of Red 
Foley and Ernest Tubb, memorabilia, the 
Chronicle cover with Doug Sahm, postcards, 
and numerous drawings by his sons, who 
have followed in their dad’s bootsteps play- 
ing music. Debra Hurd has gone even further, 


trading in her stint as band keyboardist for 
motherhood and a successful career as a 
painter (Cornell is distantly related to New 
Mexico artist Peter Hurd). 

Likewise his desk is a mountain range of 
papers, books, CDs, and other tools of his 
trade. Yet another section of the office is 
dedicated to Debra’s vibrant prints and oils. 
A tall man in his late 50s with a thatch of 
straw-colored hair and glasses, he leans back 
in his desk chair. It creaks in protest, but he’s 
comfortable and stretches his legs as he folds 
his hands over his belly. He’s got a story to tell 
and maybe a bone to pick. 


“The local convention bureau gave this to 
people coming into town! Look at the places 
they highlight here - Sixth Street! It doesn’t 
even go to South Austin! This is the live music 
capital of the world, and they pass this out. It’s 
not just shot bars and tattoo parlors. It’s music, 
and people come to enjoy the music. When we 
forget this, the magic will be gone. Music is the 
face of this town.” 

The South Austin Way 

If music is the face of this town, then the 
Cornell Hurd Band is the face of South Austin. 
For 10 years, they’ve attracted tourists and 
townies to Jovita’s on Thursdays with a wicked 
twist of Western swing, pure-dee country, and 
a lightning bolt of rock & roll. Hurd jokes that 
they’re “country music’s worst nightmare,” 
but Nashville should get on its knees and 
thank him for reading the honky-tonk bible 
and adhering to its golden rule: Thou shalt not 
forsake thy dancers. 

To the bandleader, this is a no-brainer. It’s 
what any good C&W group should do. With 
his assemblage of nine crack musicians, hand- 
picked for their chops and quirk, dancers are 
second only to players. 

“I have a lot of guys who play music because 
that’s what they do,” he says. “There’s no 
thrill like being onstage. Nothing like it. I feel 
sorry for people who can’t be up there when 
the band is swinging hard and the audience is 
dancing. That’s a stone-cold groove. 

“We’re cowboys, and we play Western swing 
and Texas music. No bones about that. We play 
shuffles and waltzes and two-beats. It’s the 
core of what we do. You take away that, and it’s 
not going to happen out there. All those people 
get up and dance. It’s not kids getting up to 
dance, it’s people who know how to two-step 
and waltz. This is why I came to Texas. The 
dance tradition never went away. This is the 
South Austin way of life. 

“Unless it’s a sit-down gig, which we don’t 
do very often, I want them to dance. So when 
it comes time in the show that there’s a funny 
line, funny phrase, I’m watching their faces

to see if they’ll react. If they laugh, chuckle, 
or smile when I say it, then I know they can 
hear what I’m saying through the PA system. 
Or they’re not too stoned. Then I can get away 
with playing ‘Genitalia of a Fool.’” 

Hurd prides himself in CHB’s stellar lineup. 
The current band includes steel player Scott 
Walls, fiddler Howard Kalish, guitarists Paul 
Skelton and Blackie White, bassist Randy “the 
Badger” Glines, drummer Lisa Pankratz, rub- 
board player Danny Young, pianist T Jarrod 
Bonta, and saxophonist Del Puschert. Many of 
them sing, and on any given night, guest stars 
line up for their moment of glory in the band’s 
spotlight. In addition, soundman Allen Crider, 
band secretary Judy Julian, and song tracker 
Alana Foster operate as CHB’s unofficial staff. 

Then there’s the core of women who pass the 
tip jar weekly, including Dr. Hannah Rittering, 
director of the Texas chapter of the National 
Organization for Women. No wonder Hurd 
holds an annual staff dinner. 

“What I wanted,” waves Hurd, “was a 
place you could take your family or guests 
from out of town and say, ‘It’s Thursday night 
- let’s go see Cornell at Jovita’s.’ In 10 years, 
we’ve played almost 1,000 songs. Alana started 
counting them when we got to around 500.

g Thursday before he died, we played ‘I Don’t Know

like Clifford Antone.” 


The Whoopee Cushion of Respect 


“But it’s tough to survive in this town. Every one of these 
guys I play with and the alumni of the band all share the success 
of this band.” 

That’s no small number, either. On www.cornellhurdband.com, 
alongside the songs titles, is a listing of former bandmembers 
and guest musicians numbering almost 175. It’s an impres- 
sive array that includes Commander Cody, Lazy Lester, Sal 
Valentino, Leon Rausch, Glen Tillbrook, and Johnny Bush. 
Local luminaries include Kinky Friedman, Pinetop Perkins, 
Bill Campbell, Maryann Price, Floyd Domino, Marcia Ball, 
Billy Dee, and Clifford Antone. 

The last name on that list makes Hurd pause. Thursday 
nights atjovita’s was a regular stop for Antone, as was Hardcore 
Country Tuesdays at the Broken Spoke. 

“We’d play, ‘I Don’t Know Why I Love You but I Do’ every 
week for him, then do Nat King Cole’s ‘Ramblin’ Rose.’ The 


Wanna get Cornell Hurd riled up? Suggest that 
the Cornell Hurd Band is a comedy act. He’ll launch 
into a lengthy diatribe about why he’s not Pagliacci 
in a Stetson. Respect is a whoopee cushion that’s 
deflated as easily as it’s blown up. 

“I don’t play music as a hobby,” he states. “I make 
model airplanes as a hobby. I play golf as a hobby. And 
I have friends who are comedians. There’s no way I 
could do that. No way. When people say we’re funny, 
95% of it is what I say in-between songs. It’s just per- 
sonality. I loved Mad magazine growing up. My father 
had a good sense of humor. He wasn’t really a ‘funny 
guy’ but he was a public speaker. I’m not afraid to say 
these things, and maybe I got that from my dad. I try 
to get the audience to understand who we are. And 
when we start playing, it’s all business. 

“Comedians, actors, musicians, they do it because 
they wanna be loved. Was I the class clown? Nah. Was 
I thought of as being funny? Yeah. But if you look at the 
course of my career, I’ve got all these records. Never, 
ever do I hear anyone refer to me as a songwriter, yet I 
have written and recorded probably more songs than 
90 percent of the songwriters in this town.” 

A wise old tattoo artist once said that once you 
put the red clown nose on, it’s hard to take it 
off. But what if the clown nose is applied by the 
audience? Hurd relates a story about Paul Skelton 
yanking off his shoe in Dallas and playing guitar with it. The 
audience loved it, then began showing up with objects for the 
guitarist to play guitar with. Hurd called a halt to the routine 
after a caulking gun was offered. 

A good bandleader is many things. He’s the heart, the brain, 
the soul of a band. He’s the emcee and the father figure. He 
calls the tune and the shots. He may be the songwriter, pro- 
ducer, and arranger. Sometimes, he’s funny. 

“Country music used to be tongue-in-cheek humor,” admits 
Hurd. “The Geezinslaws go there. That’s a band that plays 
funny songs. The Uranium Savages. There’s a lot of that classic 
country laughing-while-you ’re-crying in our music, but it’s not 
just tear-in-my-beer. It wasn’t until my divorce that I started 
writing like that. You can’t really know it until you’ve been 
through it. It’s not something you get over tomorrow. It stays 
with you and it hurts.”

One of country music’s most revered traditions is the corny 
title. Pun-heavy groaners like the Statler Brothers’ “You Can’t 
Have Your Kate (and Edith, Too).” Johnny Cash’s “Flushed 
From the Bathroom of Your Heart.” Bobby Bare’s “Dropkick Me, 
Jesus, Through the Goalposts of Life.” Jerry Reed’s “She Got the 
Goldmine (I Got the Shaft).” 

“I will cop to intentionally making funny titles,” shrugs Hurd. 
“I was driving down the road listening to a guy sing a song 
about Fort Worth. It was hot, I was tired. I said, ‘I don’t care 
what it is that you did when you lived in Forth Worth.’ And I 
thought, well that’s got good rhythm. But I can count all our 
funny songs on one hand: ‘Genitalia of a Fool,’ ‘Brother, It’s All 
Lunchmeat to Me.’ ‘Your Ex-Husband Sent Me Flowers.’ Is it 
any funnier than Junior Brown doing ‘My Wife Thinks You’re 
Dead’? Is the humor more important than the music?

If It's Thursday, This Must Be Cornell 

“Is anyone unclear about how this works?” 

Cornell Hurd addresses the Jovita’s audience, where the 
waitresses have more tattoos than the band. He explains that 
no cover at the door means Please Feed the Tip Jar and Be 
Generous, Because There Are 10 People Playing Up Here. 

The tip jar. It’s become the bane of Austin musicians as more 
and more clubs have gone to a play-for-tips policy. Some musi- 
cians are insulted by it, regarding it as a shakedown. Others 
simply don’t want to beg for money. Some patrons are bemused 
by it, especially if they’ve paid a cover and have a tab going. 
Others are just chintzy, dropping $1 into the jar. After all, it said 
“no cover” at the door. For Hurd, it’s a challenge. 

To ease the pain of parting with the green, he offers novelties 
such as inflatable hammers and saxophones, with a $5 or larger 
tip. There’s there the ever-popular Wives of Presidents limited 
edition whoopee cushion. “Authentic sounds from the real seat 
of power,” brags the label. It works, too, making one more will- 
ing to fork over a few extra bucks. 

“No excuses,” announces Hurd. “If you’ve got a $100 bill, we’ll 
take it. If you’ve only got a check, write it. If you’ve just got a credit 
card, we’ll give it to Blackie, and you’ll get it back next week.” 

The bandleader tilts his head as the tip jars begin their 
rounds. The brim of his black hat shades his face against the 
blue spotlight as he looks back at Paul Skelton and nods. The 
band launches into “Take the Chains From My Heart,” and the 
dance floor fills once again. 

“Welcome to Texas,” Hurd’s commanding baritone booms. 
“Get up and dance.” ■

Songbird (Lost Highway) 

Leave it to Willie. Not many legends 
would follow one of their best albums, You 
Don't Know Me: The Songs of Cindy Walker, 
released in March, with one of their worst. 
Songbird might have sounded like a good 
idea through a late-night tour bus haze 
shared with producer and labelmate Ryan 
Adams, but the execution is another thing 
altogether. That odor is so obvious that one 
can almost smell the clouds of pungent 
smoke hanging over the studio on lacka- 
daisical opener “Rainy Day Blues.” While 
the album has Willie Nelson’s name on 
it, and he’s the singer, Songbird has more 
of Adams’ fingerprints on it than anyone 
else’s. His band, the Cardinals, provides 
sturdy, if unspectacular, backup on often- 
confused arrangements. Then there’s the 
contemporary song selection, which falls 
in line with the rocker’s sensibilities: the 
Grateful Dead’s “Stella Blue,” Gram Parsons’ 
“$1000 Wedding,” and the Stevie Nicks title 
track, for example. Nelson gives it his all, or 
what’s left of him, on Adams’ “Blue Hotel,” 
a gospel-tinged dirge, and a convincing take 
on Leonard Cohen’s “Hallelujah.” Yet even 
if music history notes that Willie could sing 
the phone book and make it interesting, 
Songbird proves that’s not true.

(Second-Shimmy) 

It’s not surprising 
former Shimmy-Disc 
owner/producer 
Kramer launched 
his new label with 
a compilation of 
Daniel Johnston 
covers. Despite 
the label’s off-kilter 
pedigree, Johnston’s sole Shimmy disc, 1990’s 
Artistic Vice, was one of the Austin icon’s most 
accessible efforts. I Killed the Monster lands 
more in line with what you’d expect from the 
second rising of the house that Bongwater 
built. Instead of plumbing the Johnston canon 
for its pop sensibilities, Kramer and company 
bear leftward toward the Island of Misfit Noise. 
Between the scruffy-sweet shoebox warbling of 
the Moldy Peaches’ Kimya Dawson on “Follow 
That Dream” and the unpleasant frazzle-and- 
scorch on Kramer’s “Bloody Rainbow,” the 
mood swings are jarring. A few entries trip up 
on overdone instrumentation, most notably 
Daniel Smith and Sufjan Stevens’ “Worried 
Shoes,” while A. Stevie Moore’s synth-sonic 
lounging on “Cathy Cline” goes from vaguely 
interesting to grating.

Cannonball (BNA/Sony) 

Old dancehall-circuit buddy Jack Ingram’s 
recent success means Nashville is again 
paying serious attention to what Texans 
have been flocking to for years, and on his 
third time around the major label floor, Pat 
Green is more than happy to oblige. Exhibit 
A is first single “Feels Just Like It Should,” 
which sounds just like a song starting with 
“Let’s jump in my El Camino” should. More 
Bob Seger than Waylon Jennings, Cannonball 
fires up veteran producer Don Gehman’s 
radio-slick expertise. Several tracks on the 
album’s second half, “Learn How to Live” 
for one, are basically indistinguishable from 
Keith Urban, but ballad “Sleeping With 
Lights On” will have longtime fans slow- 
dancing at Kappa Alpha’s Winter Formal 
’97 all over again. “Way Back Texas” (“... 
population you and me”) is roadhouse rock 
for people who remember Green from “Three 
Days,” while “Dixie Lullaby,” a piano-soaked 
slow one, will satisfy the Dierks Bentley set. 
Green’s reluctance to commit to either pop 
or country made 2004’s Lucky Ones a mis- 
fire; on Cannonball, especially Sara Evans 
duet “Finders Keepers,” he’s much more 
comfortable with both.

PINK NASTY 

Mold the Gold 

With help from previ- 
ous collaborator Will 
Oldham, brother Black 
Nasty, and Austin’s

Nasty (aka Sara Beck)

2004’s folky Mule School. “I Don’t Know” is a 
fine start, but the opener probably should have 
been the next track. Beck’s living in Wichita led 
to “BTK Blues,” a rumination on the infamous 
serial killer bound with suburban boredom, and 
a testament to her own “neurotic pop” label. 

An ominous bassline thumps underneath - and 
then the chorus: “It’s dark now, you should 
head home.” Pink wastes no time: “There’s a 
killer on the loose and I’m not even fazed. He 
wouldn’t want me anyway.” The bubbly “Take 


It Back” is another snarky standout (“I just 
got your text and it was triple X”), and “Away 
Message” whirls through choppy guitar, Pink 
pleading, “You said so much how you want me 
to die.”

That and his support- 
ers: Matt Hubbard on keyboards, guitarist Mark 
Ambrose, and Charles Ozanian on drums, who 
provide effective backing that comes closer to 
country music’s early days than today’s singer- 
songwriter pretentiousness. Whether railing at 
politicians (“Hope in Nothing”), kissing off a 
girlfriend (“Happy Birthday From Wyoming”), or 
grappling with life’s many uncertainties (“Sun 
Keeps Beatin’ Down”), Matteoli’s youthful tal- 
ent for summoning up a sound that’s both slyly 
thoughtful and markedly tuneful is anything but 
hard luck.

TEXAS ZYDECO 

by Roger Wood, photography by James Fraher 
University of Texas Press, 323 pp., $34.95 

While zydeco is to Louisiana as Tejano is 
to Texas, Texas Zydeco writer Roger Wood 
and photographer James Fraher offer “verbal 
and visual evidence that support the conten- 
tion that ‘Texas Zydeco’ is not an oxymoron 
but a cultural fact.” Like Chicago’s role in 
the development of blues, Houston deserves 
similar recognition for its role in shaping 
modern zydeco, according to Wood. For proof, 
the author travels the zydeco corridor - an 
area bookended by Houston and Lafayette, 

La. - interviewing musicians and aficionados 
along the way, and, most interestingly, at fes- 
tivals like the Original Zydeco Jamm Festival 
in Crosby. The latter is the subject of Texas 
Zydeco' s most engaging first chapter, offer- 
ing a day in the life of the festival with an 
affectionate, discerning eye. Wood’s observa- 
tions, interspersed with interviews alongside 

Fraher’s vivid black-and-white photographs, offers a distinctly appreciative, conscientious book that 
might be the definitive coffeetable history on the subject. Texas Zydeco is Wood and Fraher’s sec- 
ond collaboration documenting American roots music. Their shared passion for the project is clear, 
and readers benefit from their enthusiasm while learning about this, until now, rarely documented 
slice of Americana. - Belinda Acosta

Civilization in Decline: 1) In October, Britain's public-health minister said she had been 
warned by counselors that some pregnant teenagers were purposely smoking in order to 
make their babies smaller so that childbirth would be less painful. 2) Australia's Herald Sun 
reported in September that a Target store in Melbourne was selling padded "bralettes" from 
the child-clothing and doll manufacturer Bratz Babyz, aimed at children aged 6 to 10. 


LEAD STORY 

In September, the headmistress of the 
Dvergsnes primary school in Kristiansand, 
Norway, proposed that boys be taught to uri- 
nate while seated, in order to reduce splashing 
and mis-targeting, which burden the cleaning 
staff, but many parents and politicians reacted 
bitterly Said Vidar Kleppe of the Justice and 
Order party, “It’s a human right (for a boy) not 
to have to sit down like a girl,” adding that the 
school was “fiddling with God’s work.” Parent 
Nancy Bakke was proud of her 7-year-old boy’s 
ability to aim: “This rule goes against every- 
thing I’ve tried to teach my son.” 

CAN'T POSSIBLY BE TRUE 

• Youth cheerleading coach Christine Smith 
was dismissed in September by the Frederick 
(Md.) Youth Sports Association for a sideline 
gesture she said was to re-energize her 7- and 
8-year- old girls when their football team fell 
behind. Smith drew a smiley face on her stom- 
ach, which she said they found “hilarious,” 
but allegedly three people complained of the 
unseemliness of Smith’s lifting her shirt slight- 
ly, to draw the face. Said association president 
Kathy Carey, “(P)ulling your shirt up is ... not 
what our organization is about.” 

• Akira Haraguchi, 60, spent 16 straight hours 
on Oct. 4 reciting the value of pi from memory 
to 100,000 decimal places, breaking his old 
record of 83,431. Haraguchi, whose day job is 
psychiatric counseling, performed in front of 
officials at a public hall in Kisarazu, Japan, and 
rattled off the numbers continuously except 
for a five-minute break every hour. (In 2002, 
two University of Tokyo mathematicians, using 
a supercomputer, calculated pi to 1.24 trillion 
decimal places.) 

INEXPLICABLE 

• Government air-travel rules against carry- 
on knives, guns, cigarette lighters, and other 
potential weapons should be very well-known 
by now, five years after September 11, but air- 
ports continue to report almost comically wide- 
spread ignorance (or forgetfulness) by travel- 
ers. The Boston Globe reported in September 
that screeners at Logan International Airport 
confiscated about 12,000 items a week before 
the August 2006 restrictions drove more trav- 
elers to check their bags. Every few weeks, 
Logan officials take about a ton of confis- 
cated items to a warehouse in Concord, N.H., 
where bargain-hunters buy them for pennies 
on the dollar. 


• In August, about a dozen masked men 
lugged six 40-gallon trash bags full of sauce 
packets into the Taco Bell on South Western 
Avenue in Marion, Ind., leaving a note 
explaining that they had been accumulat- 
ing them for a while and decided to give 
them back. They suspected they had 25,000 
packets. (Taco Bell said it hands out about 6 
billion a year.)

• Adult-video star Mary Carey, once again 
running for governor of California, said she 
is a new person from the woman who was an 
also-ran in 2003: “I’ve got brown in my hair 
(instead of the 2003 blond) because brunettes 
are taken more seriously.” She said she also has 


lost weight, replaced her teeth, gotten breast 
implants, and given up smoking, contracep- 
tives, and alcohol. “I’ve actually been sober for 
five days now,” she said on Aug. 9. 

• 1) West Virginia state Senator Randy White 
decided in October to remain in the race for re- 
election despite the surfacing of photographs, 
taken two years earlier, of White nude, except 
for body paint, in a group of similarly deco- 
rated men. White said he had had a “personal 
identification situation.” 2) After a reporter 
for the Rochester (Minn.) Post-Bulletin noticed 
similarities in expression between mayoral can- 
didate Pat Carr and a pseudonymous supporter 
who posted message after message of praise of 
Carr on the newspaper’s Web site, Carr admit- 
ted that the “supporter” was actually him. Said 
Carr, “I stand by what I (wrote).” 


Lorenzo Martin, 34, was charged with 
domestic violence in September, accused of 
holding his estranged wife’s leg in a bed of 
fire ants, resulting in more than 100 bites 
(Cottonwood, Ala.). And Mary Kay Gray, 58, 
was charged in September with shooting her 
husband in the shoulder in retaliation for the 
husband’s allegedly having shot and killed 
Mary’s favorite chicken (Cheshire, Ore.). 
And spiritual counselor Nickie Marks said 
he was contemplating a lawsuit in September 
after the town of Greensboro, Ga., confiscat- 
ed the half-ton statue of Jesus from his front 
yard (based on a zoning ordinance banning 
wordless signs, originally intended to keep 
business owners from welding cars to the 
tops of poles).

• Two unnamed Egyptian men in their 20s, 
in Russia on tourist visas, illegally crossed 
the border to Belarus and then headed to 
Poland, which, as a European Union country, 
is harder to enter. According to an August 
report from BBC News’ Moscow bureau, 
the pair dug a hole under the border (using 
shoehorns), and once in Poland, intended 
to enter Germany the same way, but they 
had gotten turned around during the dig 
and instead of Germany, they mistakenly 
tunneled back into Belarus, where they were 
captured. They were sent back to Moscow 
but later were trying to leave the country 
again when Russian guards at the Ukraine 
border took them into custody.

Spelling Is Hard, but Sex 
With a Vegetarian Helps

The Fado/ Austin Chronicle All-Adult Spelling Bee (an annual 
fundraiser for the Austin Public Library) reached a whole new 
altiplano of difficulty this year. If you thought the word “altiplano” 
(meaning high plateau or plain) in the last sentence was some kind 
of weird typo, odds are you aren’t Laurel Martinez, who won this 
year’s bee by correctly spelling 
that and several other ridicu- 
lous, made-up-sounding words. 

Martinez, a 24-year-old culi- 
nary student, spelled her way 
through five rounds of words 
like “deuteragonist” and “pro- 
ventriculus” for a sweet, sweet 
w-i-n (and a free pint a day 
for a year, courtesy of Fado). 

Runner-up Alan McKendree, 
a system analyst at the 
University of Texas, went out 
like a champ, accidentally adding an extra “a” to the word “fissipa- 
rous” in what I can only assume is a common mistake among the 
five people who have heard that word before. 

With words this obscure, strategy becomes almost as important 
as spelling knowledge. For example, take the word “Cincinnati” 
from the pre-bee qualification test. Lesser spellers probably pan- 
icked at the often-misspelled word, but a true spelling master 


would keep a cool head, softly singing the theme song to WKRP in 
Cincinnati until he or she was able to visualize the title in the open- 
ing credits. Oh, WKRP - good for spelling, great for a laugh. Dr. 
Johnny Fever was such a nut! And what was that one guy’s name? I 
want to say Venus Flytrap, but that can’t be right, can it? 

Sorry, what were we talking about again? Oh yeah, the adult 
spelling bee. And that’s exactly what makes the good spellers so 
very different from you and me. They don’t get distracted. 

While some of the lesser contestants were knocked out in the 
earlier rounds, dazzled no doubt by the large crowd, the readily 
available alcohol, and the dashing good looks of the Chronicle 
proofing department, the true bee pros kept their heads clear of 
everything but the rules of spelling. 

Many were surely aided by mnemonic devices. Everybody knows 
the standard grade-school spelling rhymes such as “‘I’ before 
‘e’ except after ‘c,’ but ‘neighbor’ and ‘weigh’ are weird,” or even 
“Chicks in a car, and the car won’t go, and that’s the way you spell 
Chicago.” But there are many lesser-known and unbelievably specific 
memory aids for those polysyllabic words so popular in spelling bees. 

For example, the contestant who successfully spelled the early- 
round head-scratcher “sexagenarian” was most likely aided by the 
helpful rhyme “Throw out the tea before you have sex with a vegetar- 
ian, and that’s somewhat similar to the way you spell ‘sexagenarian.’” 
And by contrast, take the unfortunate soul who lost a shot at 
spelling glory by misspelling “haole” (a Hawaiian racial slur for 
white people). Apparently his grammar school teacher never taught 
him the standard tip “Put the ‘o’ before the ‘a,’ and you’re probably 
okay, but when it comes to spelling dirty words in Hawaiian, you 
might as well just e ho’opohole ‘oe i ko'u mai’a .” 

Keep that in mind, and it might just make you next year’s top 
speller. Or at least get your ass kicked in a Honolulu bar.

Mt. Blanco Fossil Museum in Crosbyton is a “must see” for anyone 
even mildly interested in dinosaurs. Run by a real-life dinosaur hunter, 
the private museum displays a unique collection of bones with an inter- 
esting story behind each one. 

None of the stories are more interesting than the story of the muse- 
um’s owner, director, and curator - Joe Taylor. Of medium height and 
build, Taylor looks like an aging hippie college professor with a flowing 
white beard, round wire-rimmed glasses, and an ever-present beat-up 
straw cowboy hat on his head. Born and raised up the road from the 
museum in the Crosby County community of Mount Blanco, he says he 
started collecting dinosaur bones nearly 50 years ago when, as a 12- 
year-old boy, he found a fossilized shark’s tooth. 

Trained as an artist and sculptor, Taylor headed to California during the 
Sixties to work as a sign painter for a record distributor. Some of the 
reproductions of album covers he painted fill a room of the museum. 

A straight-laced Primitive Baptist despite his looks, Taylor tired of the 
West Coast lifestyle and headed back to the Texas Panhandle. The bach- 
elor also brought back to his hometown his foster children who have 
since made him a grandfather. 

Along the way, Taylor made a niche for himself in dinosaur bones by 
becoming an internationally known expert in making castings of ancient 
bones. His largest project to date was a 10-foot-by-40-foot casting of the 
Waco mammoth site now on exhibit at the Mayborn Museum on the 
Baylor University campus. 

Just to see the ingenious way the molds were fashioned over the 
bones of the herd of mammoths frozen in solidified mud is worth the $4 
admission to Taylor’s museum. The reverse image of the skeletal remains 
of a bull trying to save a baby mammoth was taken in pieces with each 
mold weighing several hundred pounds. The actual site was left intact and 
is being considered for designation as a national historical site. 

Also in the museum is the complete skeleton of a mastodon sticking 
its head through the acoustic tiles in the ceiling of a former furniture 
store. Made from a casting of the Burning Tree Mastodon found in 
Missouri, you would never know it was not actual bones unless you 
touched the plaster surface. 

Throughout the warehouse-sized showroom it is hard to tell what is 
real bone and what is made from a casting. The large, hood-shaped head

of a metoposaur, a lizardlike creature that probably measured 12-feet 
long, is real. So is the skull of a rare four-tusked mastodon found in a 
gravel pit near La Grange. The giant tusk on a polished wood stand is 
one of Taylor’s creations. 

The genius of Taylor’s work is that he is able to fill in the fragments of 
missing information. “By adding the art, a bone becomes something 
beautiful,” Taylor says. Universities seldom have the staff to re-create 
total skeletons. By selling additional copies from the same molds, Taylor 
can recoup his expenses and satisfy a market that does not include 
destroying an archeological site. 

“I’ve done a lot of collecting on my own,” Taylor says. “I’ve always 
wanted to have my own museum.” Although he has worked with many 
university paleontologists, the Panhandle Baptist doesn’t believe the 
institutions are telling the real story of the extinction of dinosaurs on 
Earth.

“That’s why we have so many 
remains frozen in a layer of mud,” he says. 

Just a little more than 30 minutes east of the Buddy Holly Center in 
Lubbock, the Mt. Blanco Fossil Museum is at 124 W. Main (TX 114) in 
downtown Crosbyton. The museum opens Monday through Friday from 
9am to 5pm and on weekends by appointment whether Taylor is in town 
or traveling the world working at an archeology site. The museum has a 
small gift shop that sells a wide range of items from $50,000 tusks to 
50-cent plaster replicas of T. rex teeth.

Shakespeare’s Hamlet is the most 
omnipresent piece of literature in 
Western culture. Even if you’ve never 
read it, you know of it and probably even 
know the story of the young prince meet- 
ing the ghost of his father, who says that 
he was murdered by his own brother, 

Claudius, now married to his queen 
and occupying his throne. Hamlet vows 
revenge but, tortured by conscience, does nothing until a group of 
actors arrives, at which point he conceives the idea of enacting the 
crime in the form of a play, showing it to the king and watching the 
king react to the knowledge that the crime is known. 

The Assumption, conceived and directed by Sonnet Blanton and 
Julia M. Smith, is Refraction Arts Project’s very modern take on 

Hamlet, and while the two tales share the same out- 
line, they couldn’t be more different. Instead of kings, 
a queen, and a prince, we get beer-drinkin’ hillbil- 
lies running a used tire store. When the dead father 
appears, he’s dressed as a teddy bear and talks to 
his son (played by Smith) from a swiveling television 
screen. Instead of a group of actors arriving to enter- 
tain, we get a group of wrestlers. Instead of a fencing 
match, we get kung fu. And to top it all off, we get 
more than a half-dozen songs and some truly foot- 
stompin’ choreography. 

You get the idea. The Assumption is, quite literally, a pastiche, a 
Shakespearean satire of all things hillbilly and all things Eastern, set 
to a rock & roll beat. Set and costume designer Chase Staggs uses 
the entirety of the Blue Theater as his canvas, which at various times 


includes three separate bedrooms, the tire store, a dining room 
- where a strangely postured tea ceremony is performed - and a pool 
of cloudy water that is bubbling up from a rumbling, unknown source 
and in which a truly horrifying death occurs. (The roof of a trailer out 
in front of the Blue also is used, but there’s no way I’ll reveal what 
use it’s put to.) Staggs’ costumes are paint-spattered renditions of 
samurai and geisha, with some truly impressive mullets topping off 
a couple of them. Two of the performances stand out: Ron Berry as 
Clarence, the Claudius figure, is evil personified in a variety of mus- 
taches, all of which he uses to great comic effect, and Cyndi Williams 
as PoPo, the Polonius figure, who memorably turns the famous 
“Neither a borrower nor a lender be” speech into a potpourri of lines 
from popular songs. 

A threepiece band accompanies the actors, and it’s unfortunate 
that, on two occasions, I couldn’t understand a single word that was 
being sung, despite the fact that the actors were using microphones. 
That aside, the tunes are catchy, and the band unquestionably rocks 
the house. At the end of the show, the cast sings a song that con- 
tains the lyric, “This loss isn’t good enough for sorrow or inspiration,” 
and it’s true. I can’t say I was moved by this most famous of stories, 
but I can say that I was entertained. And darlin’, there ain’t nothin’ 
wrong with that. - Barry Pineo

When it comes to their bodies and their control 
over them, women have historically gotten, pardon the 
expression, screwed. Throughout the ages, they’ve 
been told by men, and even other 
women, when they can have sex and 
with whom ( only after they’re mar- 
ried, only with their husband, and 
only when he wants to); they’ve been 
denied sexual gratification (because 
women aren’t supposed to enjoy sex); 
they’ve been ostracized as whores 
and deviants when they do enjoy sex, 
do it more than is “normal,” or do it 
with the “wrong” people (e.g., women); they’ve been 
subjected to medical and psychological treatment for 
“abnormal” sexual desires and behavior; and when 
pregnancy results from sexual activity, even in cases of 
rape, they’ve been told what they can and can not do about it. 

The last century has seen some relief from this repres- 
sive domination over women, but the bad old days are right 
around the corner in Ring Rip Rent, this new play by Martha 
Lynn Coon, an MFA playwriting candidate at UT-Austin. Set 
some five years from today, the play takes us inside an insti- 
tutional facility where women who have violated society’s 
sexual mores are confined, classified, and treated. The 
inmates of Ward 6, whose transgressions include promiscuity, 
homosexual tendencies, use of birth control, and terminated 
pregnancies, have been ranked by their “threat” level and 
consigned to shuffling around in flesh-obscuring, floor-length 
white robes and pledging allegiance to normality under the 
glare of harsh fluorescent bulbs. 


These particular outlaws have been given a shot at free- 
dom, though: All they have to do is prove they’ve been reha- 
bilitated through some performance of their own making. 

The foursome - Frankie, Erma, Vincent, and Praline - seem 
ill-equipped for this kind of creative task, given the way they 
argue over how to start and how to perform, but with the 
alternative being indefinite incarceration in this mental-hos- 
pital-cum-convent, they give it a shot, and the play begins to 
alternate scenes of the women interacting with one another 
as themselves and scenes of them in performance, illustrat- 
ing what appear to be their own experiences filtered through 
historical attitudes and reactions to female sexuality in the 
style of vaudeville routines and circus acts. 

In the efforts of these institutionalized outcasts you may 
hear echoes of Marat/Sade or One Flew Over the Cuckoo's 


Nest, the latter especially when the company is joined by 
Railroad Annie, a free spirit who, McMurphy-like, brings new 
life to this institutional dead zone but ultimately must be sac- 
rificed to its authoritarian masters. As such, it’s pretty easy 
to see where the story is headed. But when we get to the 
end of this Vortex Repertory Company production, the finale 
doesn’t make up in dramatic punch what it lacks in surprise. 
That may be because we don’t learn quite enough about the 
women of Ward 6 or their dystopian world to be emotionally 
invested in their fate. Then again, maybe we aren’t supposed 
to be emotionally invested in these women; maybe the point 
of these performance breaks is to provide some of that old 
Brechtian distance, so we think more than feel about the 
plight of these women. 

Certainly, those performances and a flavor of the circus 
are at the heart of the production. Ann Marie Gordon’s set 
features an outsized medical gauge, needles, and gear that 
look like giant props from a clown’s hospital sketch. Director 
(and Chronicle Arts writer) Heather Barfield Cole stages the 
breaks with a crisp stylization and theatrical flair. And when 
the actors hurl themselves into such bits with vaudevillian 
abandon, as when Amie Elyn’s Erma visits a shrink, played 
by Elizabeth Doss with a deliciously phony beard and thick 
Cher-man ach-cent, the production strikes sparks. The two 
skillfully evoke burlesque character types and deftly advance 
the scene from innuendo to flirtation to patient and doctor 
getting it on, at which point Doss and Elyn engage in simu- 
lated copulation, in a variety of positions, all at breakneck 
speed, all over the stage. It’s in moments like this - broad, 
physical, funny - that the play cracks open and shoots us to 
a visceral sense of its subject. The cast doesn’t hit that level 
at every chance Coon gives them, so such moments are only 
scattered throughout the production. But when they happen, 
Ring Rip Rent shifts from intriguing cautionary tale to potent 
warning that the mistreatment women thought they’d gotten 
past could be in their future. - Robert Fa ires

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William Kentridge : Weighing ...

“ You have been weighed in the balance and found wanting , for you have not humbled your 
heart before God , so your kingdom has come to an end" 



Whether you view the Bible as history, as 
prophecy, or as fiction, you may have heard a 
story in it that reads, roughly, as follows: At 
a grand feast during the reign of Belshazzar, 
king of the Babylonians, the work of one 
hand brought everything to a halt. Without 
body, without identity, this hand wrote the fol- 
lowing words on one wall of 
the king’s hall: Mene, mene, 
tekel, upharsin. Not know- 
ing what the words meant 
and having no counselors 
who could decipher them, 
Belshazzar called in the 
Hebrew slave and prophet 
Daniel to interpret the 
enigma. According to Daniel’s 
understanding, “This is the interpretation 
of the thing: Mene : God hath numbered thy 
kingdom, and finished it. Tekel : Thou art 
weighed in the balances, and art found want- 
ing. Peres [the singular of Upharsin ]: Thy 
kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians” (Daniel 5:26-28). 

Drawing, literally, from the story of Daniel 
and Belshazzar, William Kentridge’s film 
Weighing ... and Wanting re-examines the 
legacy of Belshazzar’s message in post-apart- 
heid South Africa. While the political climate 
shared by Belshazzar’s kingdom and apart- 
heid-era South Africa is striking - in both, 
a ruling civilization relegates whole popula- 
tions to subhuman status - Kentridge sets 
the scene of his film after the South African 
rule of oppression has been replaced by the 
ascent of the African National Congress. 

Left in the frame of apartheid’s collapse is 
Kentridge’s charcoal creation, Soho Eckstein, 
a former apartheid profiteer and business- 
man, contemplating the works of his own 
hand in the dissolution of love and in the 
building of industry. 

In this, Kentridge carves a divide between 
his version of Belshazzar’s story and that 
of the religious traditions which hold to it in 
various ways. His drawings situate Eckstein 
in a world shaped not by the omniscient and 


omnipotent God of the Jews, Muslims, and 
Christians who look to this story as sacred 
text, but by himself, adding to and erasing 
from 14 different charcoal drawings, then 
recording each change with stop-anima- 
tion to create the film. The intimacy of the 
artist’s process, developed and revealed 
through time, on paper, and, finally, on 
screen, reflects a social constructivist view 
of a world made as we go, scripted only just 
as we speak and staged with each step 
taken by us, as its characters. Yet at the 
same time, as the mesmerizing movement of 
charcoal lines and pastel shades across the 
screen reveals, there is again a disembodied 
hand in the frame. This time, however, the 
hand is not God’s; it is Kentridge’s. 

Raised in apartheid South Africa, the son 
of a white, prominent anti-apartheid lawyer, 
Kentridge is explicit about the political ties 
in his work, even if his drawings and films 
never address apartheid directly. Intentionally 
or not, Kentridge’s hand writes in more than 
the message of disapproval and defeat that 
its predecessor in Babylon did; it writes a 
message of regret, of indecision, of loss, 
and of extreme self-doubt in the character 
of Eckstein. As a man struggles to rethink 
his oppressive ambitions and their costs for 
his own life, love, and sense of direction, 
Kentridge’s hand in the frame emerges only 
in the godlike creator stance of the artist 
and recedes in the breathing, sighing, sor- 
rowful creature he creates. 

As Kentridge has gained international 
attention for his drawings and films, many of 
his projects have been dismissed as nothing 
more than expressions of white guilt over 
apartheid. But a close look at this project 
shows it to be something decidedly more 
than that. It is a struggle to understand not 
only the guilt and terrors inflicted by a culture 
built on the subjugation of others but also 
the confusion of the subjugators themselves 
when their world crumbles, when their king- 
dom falls, and poignantly, when their writing 
is on the wall. - Nikki Moore

Nation of Kazakhstan

Let us take a moment to sympathize with poor, mis- 
understood Kazakhstan. With less than two decades of 
post-Soviet liberty under their cardboard belt, as yet a tad 
unsteady on their pseudo-democratic feet, this newborn 
nation is already finding itself the butt of one of the most 
elaborate and ingeniously orchestrated pranks of all 
time. And like the inveterate new kid on the playground - 
scrawny, ill-kempt, and prone to self-defeating tantrums - 
Kazakhstan has opened its collective mouth and let out a 
wail in the form of a series of full-page and no doubt pric- 
ey advertisements/broadsides in no less than The New 
York Times. The cause of all this gnashing of Kazakhstani 
teeth? Comedian Sacha Baron Cohen and 
his comedic alter ego, the alleged Kazakh 
newsman Borat Sagdiyev. Woe unto those 
nations that cannot take a joke, for they 
become more buttlike in the unlaugh- 
ingness of their overreacts (as Borat would surely 
mangle the phrase). First unleashed on the world in 
a series of BBC comedic sketches on the Cambridge 
alumnus Cohen’s Da Ali G Show and later picked up 
for domestic consumption by HBO, Borat is the ugly 
American (or Brit) from elsewhere: a clueless, gangly, 
mustachioed moron prone to anti-Semitic tirades so subversively over- 
the-top that the only serious reaction is giggles. This feature-length 
expansion of Cohen’s deliciously ridiculous character accomplishes 
what decades of Soviet propaganda failed to do: It points out and 
underscores issues of race, religious intolerance, classism, and all 
manner of very American social ills by giving the culprits just enough 
rope to hang themselves by their own petards (and then some). On 
the face of it, Borat is a mockumentary. It follows the titular clod and 
his producer Azamat (Davitian) from their backwater Kazakhstan hov- 
els (where Borat lives with his sister, “the number four prostitute in 
all of Kazakhstan!”) to America on an ostensible mission of discovery 
and cultural growth. Almost immediately, however, the lovesick Borat 


falls for the image of Pamela Anderson, and the film heads west 
with marriage on its mind. In between Borat’s arrival in New York 
City and the end of his epic quest are some of the most fearless 
acts of transgressive comedy in years. Forever in character, Cohen 
wrangles invitations for Borat to poshly racist Southern dinner par- 
ties, meets with nonplussed feminists (where he compares the 
size of the female brain to that of a squirrel), wanders dazed and 
confused into a holy-rolling pentecostal megachurch, and scares 
the bejesus out of Baywatche r Anderson. This is shockingly blunt 
comedy, and shockingly funny, too. Cohen and Davitian are utterly 
fearless, poking fun not only at Americans but the stereotype of the 
foreign Other as well. As of last weekend, a massive intra-studio bid- 
ding war for Cohen’s next film has erupted. Oddly, the Kazakhstan 
Ministry of Information has gone quiet. If they’re biting their tongues 
as hard as I did, they’re going to need stitches. - Marc Savlov

Somerset Maugham, The Third Man, 
Manchester United, Kate Beckinsale: Curse 
me for an Anglophile, but I can’t get enough 
of our neighbors across the pond. If you 
want to keep me quiet and content for a few 
hours, just put on a film with some rhym- 
ing cockney slang or high-court intrigue or 
a stammering Hugh Grant, and you’ve got 
me. Flushed Away, the new feature from 
Aardman Animations (the animation studio 
that also produced Chicken Run and the 


ingenious Wallace & Gromit films) revels 
in its British-ness - it’s full of bone-dry wit, 
football references, and ribs on the French 
- and I was hooked from the first shot of 
Tower Bridge. The film’s hero, a domesti- 
cated rat named Roddy (Jackman), is the 
perfect comic embodiment of upper-class 
English propriety: John Cleese with floppy 
ears and buckteeth. Hailing from the tony 
London neighborhood of Kensington, Roddy 
is effete, pampered, and exceedingly well- 
dressed. But when a rough-and-tumble cock- 
ney sewer rat named Sid (Richie) comes 
crashing into Roddy’s posh, comfortable 
little world, our hero is sent kicking and 
screaming down the toilet bowl and into the 
harsh sewer world below, where rats, frogs, 
and slugs have re-created a tiny London 
beneath the real city’s surface and where 
an ill-prepared and ill-equipped Roddy must 
quickly learn to fend for himself. Failing mis- 
erably, Roddy seeks out the aid of spunky 
boat captain Rita (Winslet), who takes mercy 
on the poor house rat and agrees to help 
him get home. Pursuing them, however, is 
the sinister Toad (McKellen), who has plans 
to eradicate the underground city during 
halftime of the World Cup with the help of 
his henchmen, Spike and Whitey (Serkis 
and a spot-on Nighy), who sound as if they 


just stepped off the set of a Guy Ritchie 
picture. With his unnerving, wobbly eyes and 
stentorian oratory, Toad commands every 
scene he’s in like an overstuffed, overblown, 
and totally unhinged community-theatre 
Shakespeare villain (or a mad, bloated patri- 
cian from some rodent Gilbert and Sullivan 
operetta), keeping a smoking jacket and a 
collection of royal-family memorabilia around 
to temper his more sociopathic tendencies. 
Every time he appears onscreen the movie 
lights up, and McKellen voices him for all 
he’s worth, intoning to the gods like he can 
summon thunder and lightning with a word. 
Flushed Away has a wicked, smart, and 
subtle sense of humor, and unlike so many 
kids movies these days, its characters - like 
the brilliant ennui-riddled French amphibious 
assassin Le Frog (Reno), who looks cosmi- 
cally, infinitely, and existentially bothered 
whenever his killing duties pull him away 
from a cup of espresso - are living, breath- 
ing parts of a small ecosystem, rather than 
just caricatures created to spout out one-lin- 
ers and sell Happy Meals.

There’s a certain way of adapting a 
short story that preserves the dramatic 
economy and narrowed scope of the 
original format instead of inflating them 
(improperly) to the epic feature scale. 

You end up, often, with a shorter movie. 
This Sundance and SXSW favorite rings 
in at 76 minutes; it’s in a weight class 
with Jun Ichikawa’s Tony Takitani - a 76- 
minute Haruki Murakami adaptation from 
2004. Both films are more concerned with 
exploring a relationship over the course 
of an hour than they are with advancing 
a plot; indeed, the slight storylines are 
punctuated with mistakes and missed con- 
nections that don’t necessarily build to a 
satisfying conclusion. But they are purely 
immersing small movies that reward open- 
minded viewing. Old Joy drops into the 
lives of Mark (London) and Kurt (Oldham), 
old friends who are growing apart. Mark’s 
wife (Smith) is pregnant for the first 
time; he’s working a lot. Kurt’s a Pacific 
Northwest hippie: rolling joints, taking 
night classes, going on about his “trans- 
formative” trips to Ashland and Big Sur 
(“I’m in a whole new place now. Really,” 
he says), and calling on a minute’s notice 
with an invitation to go camping. Which 
Mark, of course, accepts after a certain 
amount of marital agony. The movie dives 
into the Cascade scenery - Kurt inevitably 
gets them lost - and mines the tensions 
between its characters in a naturalistic 
moment-to-moment fashion. It’s not aim- 
less - there’s a considerable turning point, 
deftly handled - but Reichardt paces the 
action deliberately, with a road-trip rhythm, 
letting the atmosphere soak in. (We could 
probably do with a little less out-the- 
window footage with Yo La Tengo on the 
soundtrack, given the overall economy of 
screen time.) Oldham is just right: weird 
but not quite scary, compelling but not 
quite pushy, and very odd. But the movie 
belongs to London, the straight man, 
who’s got a pinched, hangdog quality and 
a cloud of antenatal doom about him. Old 
Joy is an accurately observed slice of that 
moment between postadolescence and 
parenthood, when friends cling or scatter, 
and circumstances force buried feelings to 
the fore. - Marrit Ingman

Pop psychology has never been as vis- 
ceral as it is in Saw III, which revisits the 
- sorry - old saw about people being able 
to live their lives to the fullest only after 
they have faced and mastered, and thus 
dispelled, their darkest fears. Serial mad- 
man Jigsaw (Bell) is back for more Rube- 
Goldbergian Grand Guignol with protege 
Amanda (Smith), a holdover from Saw II. 
This time out the cancer-ridden Jigsaw is 
literally on his deathbed, attended to by 
Dr. Lynn Denton (Soomekh), a physician 
he’s kidnapped and who awakes to find 
herself in Jigsaw’s lair sporting a collar 
ringed with shotgun shells. Her job is to 
keep Jigsaw alive for the duration of the 
film; if his heart rate drops, or worse, 
flatlines, the good doctor’s cranium is rejig- 
gered into something approaching spin-art 
deco. Jigsaw’s chief target of abuse this 
time isn’t Dr. Denton, or even Detective 
Matthews (Wahlberg), who ends up the vic- 
tim of a particularly mordant gag involving 
the old cop slang “flatfoot.” Jigsaw’s target 
is Jeff Reinhart (Macfayden), a parent 
mourning the death of his young son Dylan 
(Georgiou), who was killed by a hit-and-run 
driver still on the loose. Jigsaw’s conceit 
is that Jeff has lived his post-trauma life 
consumed by ruinous vengeance and must 
now confront not only his child’s killer but 
also a series of seemingly random people 
whom Jigsaw and Amanda have kidnapped 
and placed throughout an abandoned ware- 
house, nestled inside various and sundry 
hyper-elaborate torture devices. Blood, 
gore, and viscera of an almost unprec- 
edented level in an R-rated film follow. In 
the context of the Saw franchise, the third 
time’s the proverbial charm, with oodles of 
backstory ladled atop the proceedings, and 
bringing the whole series full circle, back 
to the first Saw, and in the case of the 
Jigsaw killer himself, beyond even that. As 
in the previous films, there’s a twisted, EC 
Comics morality at play here, and much of 
the horror (not to mention the series’ grim, 
grimmer, grimmest vibe) would fit neatly 
into the pages of an old issue of Shock 
SuspenStories or The Haunt of Fear. Even 
William M. Gaines and Al Feldstein might 
have balked at some of the more intricately 
designed set-pieces here, including a chain 
gag that finds one poor character shackled 
through his flesh - and his lower jaw! - and 
counting down the seconds until a bomb 
scatters his teeth to the four corners of 
the dank and decrepit prison. No one will 
ever be able to accuse series creators and 
scribes Leigh Wannell and James Wan of 
being stingy with the red stuff: Saw III is 
one of the most unrelentingly moist hor- 
ror shows since the heyday of Eighties-era 
slash ’n’ burn splatter fests. On the other 
hand, Saw’s increasingly complex psy- 
chological milieu, with the icily pragmatic 
Jigsaw overseeing the fates of what now

feels like dozens of individual characters, 
is so intricately layered that if you haven’t 
seen the first and second films, you’re 
likely to be as confused and befuddled as 
one of Jigsaw’s kidnappees.

(Tzameti) is a stylish thriller that is difficult 
to describe without giving too much away 
in a review. (Although the film’s trailer is 
less discreet about what it reveals, don’t 
be lulled into thinking it discloses all the 
story’s surprises.) We experience the 
story much as Sebastien does, seizing a 
mysterious opportunity that is rumored to 
have a big payoff, progressing step by step 
down a set path that leaves no room for 
retreat once the full implications of what 
he has gotten into become manifest. Let’s 
just say that it involves a highly organized 
Russian roulette tournament played for the 
highest of stakes. The number Sebastien 
wears is 13 (“tzameti” is Georgian for 13). 
13 (Tzameti) is a bit slow getting started 
while it shows how Sebastien comes by 
the information - a train ticket and a hotel 
reservation - from the constantly overdos- 
ing junkie whose roof he is fixing. Yet in his 
debut film, George Babluani proves to have 
a very expressive face and strong screen 
presence, allowing us to accompany him 
on his untold adventure in which he adopts 
the identity of the junkie to carry through 
with the unknown get-rich-quick enterprise. 
Tension is skillfully built by the filmmaker, 
who steadily escalates the horror past the 
point where we might expect it to subside. 
As technically audacious as the movie is, 
however, 13 (Tzameti) is also a nasty piece 
of work, falling more into the domain of 
vicious suspense thrillers like the Saw tril- 
ogy than a Russian roulette-friendly movie 
such as The Deer Hunter. This simply 
constructed film also calls to mind classic 
hunter-and-h unted epics such as The Most 
Dangerous Game, and while Babluani’s film, 
given its subject matter, is relatively blood- 
less, it is nevertheless psychologically bru- 
tal and raw. One wonders what its objective is 
other than the cynical obliteration of all hope. 
Having caught the eye of Hollywood with 
13 (Tzameti), Babluani has been given the 
chance to film an English-language remake. 

I suspect the filmmaker’s cynicism may yet 
discover whole new horizons to exploit.

Filmed as a fake documentary, 
the movie uses a mix of existing news footage and 
dramatized sequences to present a vision of the 
aftermath of a presidential assassination in this 
post-9/11 day and age.

The film 
then falters as its focus turns to the aftermath of 
the assassination.

American home front that merely marches in place 
while adding uncharacteristically sentimental 
mulch to Eastwood’s earlier thematic assault.

Furthermore, 
Garrigan is not a particularly likable character;

With an unsympathetic Everyman as our stand-in 
and an evil despot at the center of the story, The 
Last King of Scotland struggles to win our hearts.

Rarely has 
Williams ever seemed so rote, so glaringly sleep- 
walking through a role. It’s doubly odd that the 
comedian and committed liberal would switch to 
autopilot on what should be a dream project. Man 
of the Year’s script (by Levinson) wears its heart on 


its sleeve, which is part of the problem in a ridicu- 
lously overplotted story.

As motherhood transforms 
Marie-Antoinette into a more sympathetic figure, 
Dunst transforms as well - from a callow pleasure- 
hound to a grave and haunted woman.

Q. My father and my aunt died from “primary” 
amyloidosis, and two brothers have the gene, but a 
third brother does not. What nutrients are lacking that 
allow it to develop, and what role does heredity play? 

A. Amyloidosis is the name given to a group of 
diseases in which body organs accumulate insol- 
uble proteins called “amyloid” in high enough 
amounts to impair the functioning of that organ. 

It is not cancer, but it is a very serious and life- 
threatening condition. Unfortunately expression 
of the gene cannot be prevented, and there is no 
cure for amyloidosis, but you can manage the 
symptoms and treat the complications. 

Amyloidosis is not just one disease. It is a 
group of diseases, each the result of a mutation 
in a specific gene affecting a specific organ. The 
mutation apparently results in formation of mis- 
shapen proteins that are not only useless but 
hard to dispose of because they are insoluble. 
Imagine a factory producing a product made of 
nonbiodegradable plastic. A small percentage 
of these plastic products are sure to be defec- 
tive, but there is no easy way to do away with 
them. This is no problem if there are only a few 
of them. But if a flaw develops in the machin- 
ery and a lot of defective plastic products are 
made with no place to store them, the defective 
products will accumulate and interfere with the 
production of all other products. The situation 
is similar with amyloidosis; the solution is to 
either slow the production of defective protein 
or increase the disposal process. 

At present there is more optimism that we 
can enhance the disposal process, since slowing 
production will probably have to await advances 
in gene therapy. Destruction of amyloid by very 
high doses of vitamin C in combination with 
copper seems to work in animal experiments 
and may at least prevent amyloidosis from 
worsening. Low levels of glutathione, another 
major antioxidant, may also be associated with 
amyloidosis. Although human studies have not 
been conducted to evaluate glutathione supple- 
mentation for amyloidosis, some clinicians rec- 
ommend 500 mg two or three times a day to try 
to prevent the disease. 

Bromelain, an enzyme derived from pine- 
apple, may help break down amyloid deposits 
in kidney tissue; this is suggested by a labora- 
tory study performed on tissue samples from 
the kidney of one person with a family history 
of amyloidosis. This preliminary finding does 
not indicate how this information will translate 
to treatment or prevention of amyloidosis for 
people in general. 

Even without gene therapy, we may be able 
to do something about the formation of amy- 
loid. One gene, “apoE4,” is known to markedly 
increase the production of amyloid. Although only 
a “test tube” experiment, production of insoluble 
amyloid was reduced in the presence of melato- 
nin, a brain hormone that diminishes with age but 
that can be easily and safely supplemented. 

Although amyloid is an abnormal protein, 
the amount of protein you eat plays no known 
role in the development of the disease. Dietary 
choices and supplements that increase your 
intake of omega-3 fatty acids theoretically would 
help to prevent amyloidosis. 

Amyloidosis is so uncommon that traveling 
to a facility with experience in treating it is well 
worthwhile. The institutions in the U.S. that 
are most expert in this condition are Boston 
University, Memorial Sloan-Kettering in New York 
City, and the Mayo Clinic in Rochester, Minn. j

FILING COMPLAINT 
AGAINST A DOCTOR 

I went to a doctor that I thought was totally incom- 
petent and unprofessional. Can I file a complaint or 
grievance against him? Where do I file the complaint ? 

Yes. You can file a complaint with the Texas 
Medical Board (TMB). The TMB is the state regula- 
tory agency that provides investigative and enforce- 
ment for all practicing physicians in Texas. 

The TMB requests all complaints must be in writ- 
ing. The person filing the complaint should provide 
the full name and business address of the doctor, 
specific dates and details of the alleged incident 
that is the reason for the complaint, and include the 
name of the patient whose care is in question. 

TMB provides several ways for the public to file 
a complaint against a doctor in Texas. The different 
complaint methods include: 

Call the TMB complaint hotline (1-800-201- 
9353) and request a complaint form be sent to you; 
Download a complaint form on TMB’s website or 
complete and submit the form electronically on the 
TMB website (www.tmb.state.tx.us); and 
Mail in a written complaint to Texas Medical Board, 
Investigations Department, MC-263, PO Box 2018, 
Austin, Texas 78768-2018. 

Anyone may register a complaint against a doc- 
tor licensed with TMB. According to the TMB, the 
most frequent complaints involve non-therapeutic 
prescribing of a drug or treatment, professional 
incompetence, unprofessional conduct which may 
endanger the public, and inability to practice medi- 
cine by reason of mental or physical impairment. 

Keep in mind that not all complaints about health 
care providers should be submitted to the TMB. For 
example, complaints against nurses, dentists and 
pharmacists should be directed to the specific state 
licensing authorities that govern those health care 
providers. Read next week’s column to learn more 
about how the complaint process works.

DO THIS HIMSELF? 


Dear Tom and Ray: 

My wonderful boyfriend has recendy dis- 
covered that he enjoys working on our vehi- 
cles, and it has become his new money-saving 
hobby. He has always changed the oil (though 
a lot of it always ended up on the driveway), 
and he recently moved on to brakes. But now 
he’s determined to up the ante and replace 
the timing belt on my 1990 Toyota Camry. 
He has the Chilton manual, so he feels con- 
fident. I am just a bit nervous myself. Should 
I be? What do you think are his chances for 
success, and how long should I plan to be tak- 
ing the bus? - Charmaine 

RAY: The time to get nervous would’ve 
been when he worked on your brakes, 
Charmaine. I mean, if he screws up the 
timing belt, the engine stops running. But 
if he screws up the brakes, then he’s send- 
ing you an unmistakable message about 
the future of the relationship. 

TOM: Actually, it’s a big step from brakes 
to a timing belt. The main obstacle can be 
the crankshaft pulley. That pulley needs to 
be removed in order to change the belt. 
And sometimes, removing it ain’t easy. 

RAY: We have a special puller we use for 
the job. 

TOM: Yeah, his name’s Bruno. He 
weighs 350 pounds. 

RAY: No, a puller is a tool that maximiz- 
es the pulling force. But even that doesn’t 
work sometimes, and we have to use the 
oxyacetylene torch to heat up the pulley 
and expand it until we can pull it off. 

TOM: And the older the car is, the 
more likely the crankshaft pulley is frozen 
on there. 

RAY: So he can try it, Charmaine. If he 
gets the pulley off, the rest of the job on a 
four-cylinder Camry is quite manageable.
